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Those who come through Ken- 
sington make part of the Irish who 
are best off in their own country. 
The perfectly naked and the halt- 
naked are left behind. Cbthe 
tbem, then, you must, before you 
can put them on shipboard. They 
will be clothed to a certainty, or 
they will not stir. They may be 
shot like rats in their cabins ;, and, 
indeed, the soldiers might drire 
them along with their bayonets 
down to ihe seacoast ; but, there 
will be a milium of them, observe. 
N6w,' what would it cost ta clothe 
them ? To put shoes on their feet, 
any thing of a corering for the 
helid, and any thing of a covering 
fi>r*the carcass, though you were 
^U to leave them without shirts 
and smocks, to give them not a 
second rag to change with, and 
set the ships swarming with lice ; 
even this muqh of clothing would 
cost ten shillings a head. There 
is half a million of money, slap. 

Weill you hare them landed at 
last; mti what will you do with 
them then! They have every 
thing to ereaUi mind ; or you must 
eamf <nti ewsry thing far them. 
There are no people there before 
them, mind, 1o furnish them with 
lodgiagSy or to sdl them victuals 
and drink, even if they had the 
money to buy it. They go, let 
what cokmy may be their destma- 



tion. they go into a wiMeroess. 

1 wish you bad • 

no, God forbid I should wish yon 
to have the conducting of them in 
this wilderness. You know what 
a plague Moses had with his 
twelve tribes. He was so weanr 
of the job at last, that he prayed 
to the Lord to take it into his own 
bands; and that, 1 can assure 
you, was mere child's play to 
what this would be. 

You will please to observe, Sir, 
thajt these people go to a wilder« 
ness; and, though the soil may 
be capable of producing all va- 
rieties of fruit and com, it will 
jiot produce them without labour 
and time. But, step a bit : there 
are some things to be thought of 
even before you begin to think 
about eating. The moment the 
people are landed they will want 
utensils to cooh with* You re- 
member the precaution that the 
honest Jews took in that respect 
when they left Egypt ! Your peo- 
ple must have pots and kettles, at 
the least Then, they must have 
houses or sheds of some sort or 
other to cover th^n from the rains 
and the dews. They must have 
some sort of utensils to wash their 
rags in. Have you thought, Sff, 
about how they are to get soap 
and candles before the cebny . 
produces fat ta make them with* 
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Once more, I pwijr you to re- 
collect, that they musi go to a 
ibildeme^ ; for, if they be to go to 
a country wfclere^Aey are to buy 
in shops the things that they 
want, would it not be better to 
gi¥e them the money at once^ and 
let them lay it out in Ireland! 
Oh! no, it is a wilderness that 
they must go to. They must 
build themselves houses, you will 
say. I heard a methodist parson 
telling the girls at Bcnnbxdbn 
last summer, to look out for 
houses built without hands. The 
houses for your colonists must be 
of a different kind ; they will 
not only require hands, but nails 
and hinges and yarious other 
things. Locks and bolts, may, 
indeed, be unnecessary until, at 
least, there be something to take 
care of. Buildings cannot be 
made without toohi there must be 
chopping o^ treses down, sawing 
them into boards, and there must, 
at least, be barking of trees for 
^e covCTing of a roof. Mr. Birk- 
beck, settled in a country full of 
fine trees; but, ^ you may have 
read of his sending fifteen jniles 
to get a deal board, and (^' his 
sending forty miles (I think it 
was) to get some wheat ground 1 
. In short, every necessary of 
life must be wanted, and all must^ 
for the first year, at least, be 



carried from England. Bot» the 
best way, perhaps, of •bowing 
what must be done in such a cftM, 
is to show what actually WAS 
DONE whei) this Grovemment co- 
Ionized New Brunswick, vrhidi , 
country, it is my opinion, is one 
of the best colonies for a purpose 
of this sort, that belonge<l to His 
Majesty'^ dominions. 

At the close of the American 
rebel war, our Government sent 
a parcel of old soldiers, who, 
during the war, had married 
Yankee girls, and a parcef of 
native American royalists, wha 
thought it inconvenient to remain 
amongst the rebels ^ these they 
sent to settle a district, which in 
honour of that glorious family of^ 
which Mr. Charles Yorke talks so 
much in answer to the slanders^ 
of the wicked Mrs. Clarke, iff 
called New Brunswick. Thia 
district begins, in fact, at the* 
northern ' end of the Atlantic 
coast of the United . States ; and" 
it extends northward, about eight 
or nine hundred miles, perhaps. 
The main settlement was at the 
mouth of a very fine rivfer called ^ 
the River St. John, which comes 
4own nearly from Quebec, and 
empts itself into the Bay ef 
Fundy.

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Parson does not know what to do 
with those who breed too fast frmi 
an exactly opposite cause. He 
does not know what the devil to 
do with those who breed too fast 
beoaose they are half naked and 
J half starved! Poor Parson! No- 
thing can be more complete than 
this. The. Parson, this great 
founder of this great philosophical 
sqhOol^ insists upon it, that a 
greatly increasing population is 
an evil ; that population (these ara 
his very words) treads close upon 
the hpels of subsistence; that po- 
pukttion ought to be checked ; that 
the way to check it is to pinch the 
bellies of the people ; and that, 
in order to pinch their bellies in 
JBngland, parish relief ought not 
to be given. All went swimmingly 
on with the school ; nothing could 
be more logically proved than its 
doctrine. But, as if &te had de 
termined to Mow up the whole 
system .at once, forth she brings 
these p^rv^rse Irish, who breed 
too fast because they are naked 
and starving^ What, Parson, do 
predsely the same effects now-a- 
days come from precisely oppo- 
site calmest .You should pray 
beartily^ Parson, that these Irish 
may Idl go to the devil ; for thither, 
to a certainty, they hare blown 
your system. 
And now, Sir, supposing a se- 



vendi part of this redondaitt popu« 
lation busily engtfed in omlii^ 
the bears of New Brunswick, or 
the snakes of Botany Bay, how 
are you to prevent the same eYiI 
arising again ! .Why should the 
people not increase again ! Oh ! 
say you^.This redundant pdpn- 
lation has been caused by th^ Irish 
gentlemen splitting their land into 
small portions. We saw how the 
contrary practice had (according 
to the famous popuktioh returns) 
produced this effect. We saw this 
in the last Letter. But, no mat- 
ter. How are you to make the 
Irish gentlemen alter the size of 
their farms ! You say, that " all 
^* that is neceasarj is to take care, 
'^ while the colonising scheme is 
*' going on, that the gentlanen of 
'* Iidiand alter their plan of ma* 
'' nagingthdr land." Now, suppose 
this to be all that is necessary, how 
will you do this ! Will you pass 
a law to compel men not to let 
their land except in certani quan* 
titles! Will you interfere directly 
in the . management of men's 
estates! Will you adopt the 
monstrous maxiii^, that the poor 
man shall not be snfiiered to mat 
a bit of land! Will you do that 
which no aristocracy, no despot^ 
ever talked of ddng before ! 
No ! you would do none of 
You talk thus at random 
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about th9 duQg ; bni if you were 
to hear it smoysly proj^sed, if 
you wore to see its details put 
upon paper ; if you were to see 
your own preposition moulded into 
die form of an Act of Parliament, 
you would start back from it with 
affright The thing that you speak 
of cannot be accomplished. That 
which you assert to be the cause 
of redimdaot population would 
still continue ; and, of course, if 
you wereio get rid of your million 
of people, the evil would return. 
^ The Scotch economists, and 
especially one who writes a good 
deal in the Morning Cl^ronicle, 
pereeiring this grand difficulty, 
and having a great dislike to all 
unnecessary expenses, .seem to 
have in view a mudi shorter way 
of goiiig to worki They seem to 
be coming very near to what 1 
-always said must be their last re- 
sort. The economist in the Chro- 
nicle had, the other day, a long 
and plaintive article on the sub- 
ject of redniAmt population. In 
the course of that article, he has 
die following remarks: '^Ever 
** since the iniroduetion ofpota- 
** toeSf the small^x inoculatum, 
*^ and mnce the eessatwn.ofiIie dis^ 
^ tnctalmars and f<»ids, between 
** the diSfemit dans, the popu- 
^* lation of these Isles has increas- 
^' edy'madiegree and propoHioii^ 



'^ stiperior to thai of any other part 
** of our country. Some of these 
•• Isles, North Uist, Tyree, and 
'* Eigg, for Jnsfance, h<^e more 
*' than doubled their- populatioH 
" within the last sixty years." 

Bravo ! This is coming very near 
to the point If this article have 
any sense, it expresses the sorrow 
of this Scotch economist, that hu- 
man life has been spared by the 
means of inoculation and of 
peace! There may have been 
men, before these days, that en- 
tertained thoughts as horrible as 
these ; but, I believe, that there 
never were men to express them 
before ^ and to express them, too, 
in a public newspaper, and with** 
out any disguise. This is, how« 
ever, fair dealing. Here is no 
cant ; no hypocrisy. 

This is^ too, the natural result 
of the doctrines of Malthus. It is 
impossible to adopt those doctrines 
without looking upon inocolation 
as a most mischievous discovery ; 
without lamenting the absence of 
civil wars, without cursing that 
Doctor Jenner that got twenty 
thott^aqd pounds from us.

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the case. It is, however, a noto- 
rious fact, as evinced in the case 
of Ireland herself. Is it not then, 
Sir, sorrowful to hear a roan like 
you, seriously asserting, in your 
place in Parliament, that there are 
too iMmy people in Ireland \ 

This is not, you. will tell me, a 
positive, but a relative proposition. 
You have not qualified, but others 
have ; and it is bnt fair to under- 
stand you in their sense. Captain 
Maberly, for instance, insisted that 
there were too many people in pro- 
portion to the employment that they 
had. This gentleman had a cu- 
rious reason for the increase of 
population in Ireland; namely, 
that the Catholic priests got the 
people to marry, in order to get 
the filARRIAGE FEES; be- 
cause these priests, he said, have 
no stipends. Why, how the devil 
is this, noble Captain ! Our par- 
sons have plenty of good fixed in- 
come; and yet Midthus and Scar- 
lett complain of improvident mar- 
riages here; the population re- 
turns say that the increase of 
people is enormous ; and such is 
the want of employment, that in 
many places,, men are harnessed 
and set to draw gravel like horses. 

So much in the way ofiMence 
of the Catholic priests; 4)ut, now. 
Sir Francis Burdett> with regard 
totbere being too many peoide in 



proportion to the empU^tnemt. It 
is not. Sir, employment that there 
is lack of, but of money to pay for 
employment And what is the 
cause of this lack of money I The 
cause is, that the Government, 
by its taxes and its church, with 
(he aid of its army, draws the 
money away. This is what is 
meant by a want of capital. 
Capital is a slang Scotch word,* 
meaning money. What else it 
can mean, I should be very glad 
if Mr. Peter M'Cuttock would 
tell me. Captain Maberly, ^th 
true Change-like mind, would 
lend them some money. I mean, 
he would have the Paiiiament 
lend them their o^vn and the 
rest of the people's money. 
Lend them money ! The very 
causes of their ^vant of money 
prove to demonstration that they 
can never repay. Mr. Maberly 
observed, that the people in Ire- 
land were a great deal better off- 
where there had been puUic 
works going on. To be sore f 
only these should not be called' 
public woriis ; . they should be 
called excuses for sendhig back 
to the Irish, when they wieve* 
coq^e to the verge of starvation, 
and when we on this side of the 
waterwereafraid of there bdog 
an open rebellion ; exedtes £or 
sending to . diem.a small part of 
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tbe money that bad been tAem 
away from them. To be sure 
they would be the better off. 

With respect to this want of 
employment in Ireland. There 
were, some of the • strangest of 
notioi^ brought forth^ by the 
strange motion of Captain Ma- 
berly. Lord AlAorp is repre- 
sented to have observed, that 
*• Every mode of introducing ca- 
*' pital into Ireland ought to be 
'' adopted : that island might be 
** compared to a rick farm out of 
*' condition, upon which a tenant 
*^ had jnst entered^ and who 
*' thought it would tmmoer his 
" ]purpote to lay out a latfft turn 
** with a view to ultimate profit 
*' (bear^ hear, bear!); so with 
*^ Ireland at present, it might ap- 
*' pear that the money expended 
'' upon hex: was lost, but hereafter 
'' she would return it with iur 
** tereit:' 

Strange comparison ! "a rich 
farm out of condition/' my Lord ! 
And who has put it out of con- 
dition, -my Lord! And what #e- 
nant has^ taken possession of it! 
Jf it be a rid Garment of condi- 
gn, why is there not somebody 
- to tall the steward tO' account? 
And what hope, is there of any 
miyndment^ while the steward 
an$l his understrappers, keep 
djramjng^ the substance of the 



farm away! Mr. Monck, who 
seems to have been very sharp- 
ly bitten by Malthas, wanted 
to give employment on different 
principles from those of Captain 
Maberly ; and (it was cruel in 
him) not to tell us what hit own 
principles were. Indeed, more 
complete mental confusion I 
never witnessed than that which 
is perceivaUe in the speech of 
Mr. Monck. Lord Althorp hitv 
upon the right way of giving 
employment, namely, to tiUte 
ojf all the indirtet taxee; but, 
Mr. Monck could not agree to thi«9 
though be would not tdl us his 
own way of giving employment. 

The truth is, tbe graating of 
money for the sake of rsusiaf 
emfdoyment to 'be given in be- 
land, is a most sbocking delusioD. 
There is plenty of employment; 
the Government, by its taxes, itr 
church, aided by its arfny, take 
away the- means of paying forthat 
employment; and the money 
voted to create employment, and 
all the money raised, in subscrip* 
tions by tbe Jews and Jobbers, 
is only so much tossed, back again 
to keep the wretches q/oiet. But, 
Sir, at any rate, this mod^ of em* 
ploying the money is less extra* 
vagant than the mode proposed 
by you ; for you pnqpose to send 
the poor wretohfs aoNMia tbesea l9 
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tkye tlnit emplojmeiit fbr wbich 
Jim are to pay five hundred MA, 
(Srirefteoi tbe nioney that it would 
require to cofcmise a miHion of 
ftem, and jou wM see what a 
Houn^hitig^ people <tbey will be, 

I obaenred before (in my for- 
mer Letter), on that passage in 
your speeeb, M^iere you speak of 
Ae Irish labourers OTerflowing 
Bngland. Now, 9ir, isitnotini-^ 
possible to look at die ragged 
kand«, whicb, everymoming, pass 
ftrougb* KensingtdHy and pknge 
into fie fathomless recesses of the 
iWlfiN; 4s it not impossiUe to 
Isok at Aese grenps w^hont per* 
ceiring diat th^ are brought here 
abwrtby imHihct! What do they 
eome here for ! "fhey come in 
pQVsuit of the taxesj tithes, clMurch 
property, and rente too, which 
have all been earr^ out of 
Ibeir tjounlry, and which haye 
l^'them so Mttle in die shape oT 
wages'^ dmtAley have1>eenunaMe 
Itv coter fteir*nak ciJn es s and to 
filihetrb^es. Their ba(Asand 
KMies 'aire^ more profonnd politn 
cal economists than ^. Maberly 
ttK^^Mr.'Moiiek. The poor crea- 
teres seemlo smelf 'these pro- 
ceeds wbieh fcave been carried 
sway from tfaehr country; and 
they eome,^ *poor sou^, to get a 
Aare ^ftl^em^ if they can. They 
fkdt t& Bugtand ftrfrrechc^ tte 



simie reason that the poor, slarr- 
ittg, ragged, dejected, trodde»- 
down countrymen of England are ^ 
now docking to London. Tliese 
poor, ragged, smoA-Srocked crea^ 
tares are crowdkig to the Wto by 
diousafids« Daring this^fipnig, I 
have had about two acres of 
ground to trench at Kepsington. 
I kept somediing of an accotm^^ 
tfll i got to pretty neariy two-faon- 
dred wretched creatures from the 
country, who had never teen ik 
Londrnt before; but came to ask 
me fENTWork. Iliis flock c^ mi- 
serable wretches ; diesediousands 
of them that'Ci^m^ flockmg np, 
come to help build the tu^enty^two 
tkamand new Aotcief, which the 
taxes are at this moment a^Hing 
to tbe WEN, to die great de^ 
light of PsTER M^iTtLOcir, wh^ 
reads teetures in hoKbur of a sys* 
(em that enables a hook-lkosed 
round-eyed Jew to bag half m mil- 
lion cf money, and to eoLiSiatnge 
his (mmge-basket for two or tfei«e 
parks and mansions, *< by watdi- 
ing the tarn of tbe market.*' 

Yes, Sir, there is certainly' a 
redhnddnt population in the Wen ;

Directly, as vi- 
sibly and as clearly as the stream 
to the spring, we trace flie whole

itself omnipotent ; but, at any rate^ 
it has done just what it pleased 
irith this kingdom, its wealth and 
its people. It was it that contract- 
ed the Debt ; it was it that made 
the dead-weight ; it was it that 
changed, backward and forward, 
the value of money. Nay, its pro- 
fessed eulogist, claims for it ^^all 
" tke merit of having brought the

" It is with great regret wc arc 
obliged to write upon this subject; 
but the fact is, that our people famish, 
not only in the niidst of plenty, but 
also in the prospect of super- 
abundance. — In consequence of the 
representations made to Government 
by the Roman Cadiolic Clei^y, of 
the state of distress in this neigh- 
bourhuod, and the humane disposition 
of some persons who were pleased to 
contradict tl>e fact, and to say that 
none existed, His Excellency tlieLord 
Lieutenant vrzs graciously pleased to 
send down Commissary-General Lus- 
come, to inspect and inquire into the 
actual state of the Poor in this dis- 
trict, and to report to His Excel- 
lency the result. On the 22d instant 
this gentleman arrived here, and 
after making some inquiries, he pro- 
ceeded to O^ghterard, 14 miles west, 
and such was the dbtress anfl miseiy 
which he witnessed there upon his 
arrival, diat he sent an express the 
same night for a qujmtity of oatmeal 
to be immediately sent him to keep 
the people alive!— This humane, 
this excellant gentleman was shocked 
^t the ?pecliades. of humaa misel^ ' 
wl^ich were presented to him ; young 
men laid down upon the bed of mi- 
sery, finable to move for want.6f 
food, and. resi^d to die. No pea 
could describo— no pencil pain^what 
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be beheld; the [HClore ifas too ap* 
pallmg for human nature to support 
— the Commissary - General could 
not sustain himself, he was unman- 
nedy the tear of pity ran down hb 
- cheek, ^very shilling which he and 
his associates possessed was instantly 
distributed to stay the han^of death I 
and when he returned to breakfast, 
he found it impossible to taste an 
atom of food; th» recollection of 
what he had seen sunk deep in his 
mind, and sensible of the situation 
of the destitute, he could think of 
nothing but their immediate relief — 
The Commissary - General having 
made his arrangements at Oughte- 
rard, and having had a supply of 
thirty tons of oatmeal lodged in the 
tOFm, he retiimed here, when at an 
^arly hour one of the Homan Catho- 
lic Clergy seat him^ in a report of up- 
wards of two hundred families in, 
one pariah, who were in an actual 
state of want, many of whom had 
not tasted food lor the day beRure; 
and had the Commissary - General 



waited in town that day, it wm the 
intention of the other clergy to make 
known to htm the state of their pa- 
rishioners, but we understand he had 
proceeded towards Wcstport. — While 
this distress exists in this neighboin:- 
hood, cargoes of oatmeal are ship- 
ping off every day; the Ellen, of 
Wick, loaded here some time back 
fbr Belfast with oatmeal, upon its 
arrival it was not wanting there, and 
the v^sel was chartered again to 
take it to Liverpool; upon arrival 
there, the master was preparing to 
discharge, when he learned that that 
market was overstocked with the 
article. And after a good deal of 
negotiation, the master was again 
chartered to go vnth his cargo of' 
oatmeal back to Belfast, firom whence 
we have not }'et learned whither it is 
to be sent in search of mouths to 
consume it ; and tliere is a vessel 
now loading here with a cargo of 
oatmeal for London to feed pigs, 
while our people pine and perish for 
want of food. — Galway Advertiser »*'

I trust we shall 
hear no more of that soft nonsense, 
I^ Indeed, the tnaitufaetures of a 
country be almost solely Ibr the 
use of the country itself, cer-^ 
tainly the prosperity of manutkc- 
tures and agriculture would Kein- 
sepai^ble. But, In this country, 
there is a great body of men who 
have drawn together great masses 
of money ; who have also drawn 
tc^Aer great numbers of people. 
This bod V h employed In making 
goods to be sent out of the country. 
Tliii body usei Eislisb water and 
English &ne. But, it gets iti» cotton 
from abroad, and tt sends the pro- 
duce of the machineji and the 
labout of the bands abroad. If 
it gets its food from abroad* must 
not that be worse for ibe English 
landownc^r, than if it were not per- 
mitted tofpet its food from abroad ! 
N^ow, mind. 1 do not say that it 
ought not to ibe permitted to get 
its food front abroad ; but, ,1 say, 
and ^hat man in his senses does; 
not say, that, in whatever degree 
this cotton body is suppfied with 
food from abroiid, it must and will 
dispense wi& food frOni our own 
lands. And; though- thQ jolter- 
heads are jolterheads ; (hough 
th^ io bliwl out national laith, 
id the Cotton-Lords believe,. Aat 
they can persuade these Jiolter-> 
headsj that wheat, brought infrora 
Hollatul,at twen^y^eightshUHngis a 
quarter, would not i|ute from them 
eVety fishing of thei^ rents f Hete 
am % a Cotton-tofd, and haver 
(Ood ibi^ve men a thousand 
poor creatures, witn ftelt| throats 
full of cotton-fu2, toiling fqr n>e.

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to k^eep them alive ; Jbut tome food 
they must have, or else they will die. 
Some little matter of oatmeal they 
must h^e, or their souls will quit* 
their bodies. Now, if the oats be 
dear, 1 must g^ive my poor souls 
more of my money for tbem to buy 
oats with ; or. else, as I said before, 
they will die. Therefore, I natu- 
rally wish to get oats cheaper than 
I can get tiMm in England, or 
else my calicoes will be so dJear, 
that I cannot sell them so cheap 
as they can be made in America, 
unless I choose to lose money by 
them, and that is wholly out of the 
(question. And, if I get my oats 
irom abroad, must not that lower 
the price of oats in England ? 

Iioweyer, it is notorious, that, 
when corn has been dear the ma- 
nufacturers have been suffering. 
In 1812, the land^was particularly 
prosperous, and the manufacturers 
were all up in arms. In ljB15, the 
land was dreadfully depressed, and 
the manu&cturers laughing with 
delight. In 1817, the land had 
revivedr and the manulacturers 
were treated to a suspension of 
the laws. In 1819,'the land was 
yielding good profit ; and the me- 
morable 16th of August brought 
on the still more memorable Six- 
Acts. From that time, until about 
a twelvemonth a^o, PeeVi Bill 
was pressing the landowners and 
farmers out of existence. > The 
Sm4dl Note Bill was resorted to 
before their total extinction arri- 
ved. The Small Note Bill came 
to counteract Peel's Bill. The 
landlonU and farmers got a i:e- 
spite. The filthy paper got about 
again, Instead of that gold and sil- 
ver which the nation had been pro- 
misotU The Jolterheads began to 
chuckle; the Seat^Lords^bes^anto 
grini but the Co/^on-Xorcis began 
to whine* Thc^ whine is now he- 



coming a cry ; and here'the la^«^ 
lords are threatened with a lull- 
and general howl the moment the 
f)^xt Session of Parliament begin! 
I would foin, then, see the two- 
legged animal who is quadruped' 
enough stjU to contend, that the 
interests of the landlords and thotfe 
of tlie cotton-lords are i^tepu'- 
ruble. They are directly opposed ■ 
to each other'; and, opposed to 
e^ch other they must be as long, 
as this Debt shair last. . 

As the time approaches, I shall 
be ready to die with impatience to. 
see the petitions, that the " com- 
mercial warfd '' will present to 
the '* omoipotent " House, for the 
purpose of *' enlightening Uie agri- 
cultural mind:" to make use of a 
phrase of Lord Milton. It will be. 
very curious to observe how tlje 
manufacturing mind will work, 
upon the agricultural mind. These 
two minds will now come into di- . 
rect contact wiiti each o:ther. It will 
be the business of the cotton mhid. 
to convince the landlords, that, 
bringing in foreign, corn will not. 
make their English corn scjlL 
cheaper ; or, failing in this, to 
convmce them, that, io use a. 
phrase of the Morning Chronicle, 
wheat at four shillinc^s a bush^w 
wiU, "IN THE LdNG RUN,' 
be better for the landlords than 
wheat at eight shillings a, bushel. ^ 
A very Umg run 1 believe, Mr. . 
Chronicle I In short it. is a qties- 
tion of rents, or no rents. ' With 
the present debt and taxes, and* 
whh wheat at four shilling^ a 
bushel, there can he.no rents; so 
that, when the cotton' niiiid comes 
forward to ^et a repeal of the 
Corn - Bill, it comes, in fact, to 
pray that there sh^U no longer he , 
rents in England. .

UNITED STATES OF AMJiRICA. 
An Act to amend the ieveral Act$ lay- 
ing Dutki on Imports, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
Home of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, 'niat, from and alter the thir- 
tieth day of June, cme thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-four, in lieu of 
the duties' now ini)K)sed by law on the 
importation of the articles hereijiafter 
mentioned, there shall be levied, col- 
lected, and paid, the following duties,, 
that is to say : 

First, On sail duck, osnaburghs, 
burlaps, and ticlenburgs, a duty of 
fifteen per centuth ad valorem. 

On all manilfactures of wool, or 
of which wobl shall be a componeht 
part, except worsted stUflF goods and 
blankets, which shall pay twenty-five 
per centum ad valorem, a duty of 
thirty per centum ad valorem, until 
the thirtieth day of June, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and' tw^nt^-five, 
and, after that time, a duty of thirty- 
three and a third per centutn ad va- 
lorem : Provided, That on all manu- 
factures of wool; except flanUels arid 
baizes, the actual value of which, at 
the place whence imported, shall 
ndt exceed thirty-three and a third 
cent§. per square yard, shall be charg- 
ed with a duty of twenty-five per 
centum ad valorem.

he hide this history firora bU brp- 
ih&t Henry, when be saw him 
about to contract an alliance with 
his sister-in>*law t Nay, would , 
Mr. Bingham hhnself (who was 
in England at the time) hide the 
matter from Mr. Henry Baring, 
when the latter asked him for the 
hand of his daughter? Impossible. 
The husband must have known the 
history of the marriage with the 
Count de Tilly. And, mind,

before the Jury could look at thst 
side, they must ftrst. consider what; 
had been the i^ntiff's loss, and^' 
what was th^ accumulated nature of: 
his injury. The law of the land. wa5, 
that if a man bound hiottdfl^ hi«^ 
contract to perform a certain oblm* 
tioo, beoould not escape fiSom- mi'' 
ple^, by Reading the^excuae jof hia 
poverty. He must h^vei.known his^ 
means* before he framed the coiHract^^ 
and . must . be bound by his o^nrn 4ek. 
So here, they could ^not aUow Ae d^. ^ 
fendant to 9ay he was. unkUe to pay; 
heavy dami^es. Thai, would; he tei* 
allow htm to address themmsuoh. ^

All evidence had been meht judici^ 
ously kept back, except those who 
wet« merely able lo^sp^ak to th^ stu 
perficilil appearances of tM dimwinii 
»ocrnf ; not one Wofd a^ to the ^ sieefits 
of the levee^^Of the « royetefieiiaMit 
boudoir,'* or what was going fortn^ 
Oil those eventngs when the husband 
had absented himself from liome. Was 
this, then, a Case fiK>m which a- Jlil;^ 
coukl say, that considerable damages 
should arise? His t^earncd Friend 
(Mir. B.) had spoken «f Captain 
Webster :^ as if he had imported fibm 
foreign oountties some sedret spelk ta 
debauch the morals of the eountry^ 
it would seeiti as if he hail wished to 
denounce this gentleman, not merely • 
as tbe firidt semicer of Mrs. B. but 
as the first transgressor of this sent 
in Enghind; afnd he called ttpon 'the 
Jury with an energy, as If they w«rt 
assembled to avenge the tirst inroad 
upon the national morals. It wai 
quite true that Captafai W. had passed 
much of his life abroad: he went 
early m ybuth to the death of t^i«ar 
in Sftain ; he was a^ierwards engaged 
in the French war; and nobl^^ earned 
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tJiose laurels' which he now wore; 
but was^ it n6t u little hard, that when 
a Soldier was sent into tbreign climes 
in the service of his country, that 
circuaistance should be cast against 
hi^i^'as a matter of rej^oach? But 
let the Jury-ask themselves this ques- 
tion—Was it probable that a young 
ftian, introdufced into a family of the 
very highest respectability, would 
have dared to make ad vaOfCes to the 
head of that respectable family, if he 
had not: received some encourage- 
ment^^ to :whicb he was not now 
iJK>wed I ta allude, , but which the 
Jury couldhave no difficulty .togii^s? 
The diiference of ace was nothing — 
the difiPerence of me circumstances 
of the parties was every thing; His 
Learned Friend had said that Oapt. 
Webstetrshotild- have previously con^ 
sideribd >hts ability te pav damages, 
and, in Aiet, seemed to kH>k at, the 
case«ntkely>as if it were a comm^- 
cial contract. Had •he been content 
.with stating it was this young man's 
duty to have resisted any advances 
that could have affected tne honour 
of the vdfe of his friend, and the mo- 
ther .of hts friend's children, that 
wottld'indAed. have been the stiong 
giiottiid* to have rested the charge 

ri. These were considerations 
h the crhninal ambition of any 
man could not have overcome. — 
Who ever dares to commit such an 
outrage' on society ? Such attempts 
are . out of the reach of yoi}th 
and tossioa itself, unless the wife 
andtiiemo^r forgets the. businmd 
and t|ie> diildre^f and makes over- 
tuvfs, t» wbieh the impudence of 
andnliqn would .never have aspired. 
It was. true she was the inotherof 
£v^ diildren, but were not those sub- 
jects for reflection? Ought she not 
ta' have remembered that she had a 
growQ-up daughter, who lias since 
been married ; and who is ^now, per- 
haps, i herself tjiieiniother of chil- 
drei^t^that.shehad a son of an age 
hknself to be made the subject of a 
charge of this! nature? These are 
things which must all have J)een for- 
gotten by; the wife before any nkm 



would dare to enter the sanctuary of 
domestic happiness. No matter on 
what terms ne might be in the fa- 
mily, or how high a place he might 
hold in the catsdogue of visitors, he 
would never have aspired to such an 
intimacy, unless the lad^*8 embraees 
had been prepared for his happiness. 
He would tell the Jury fairly, and he 
told it with pain. Captain Webster 
was not in a situation to pay heavy 
damages ; and if it w^s merely the 
object of Mr. Bar'mg to render his * 
character clear aud ^tle^s^ nothing 
should be left to ntrmke or an^ecturc. 
It has been stated, that the ii^jury 
was greater, because.it was thebreak- 
ingupof an old friendsliip : he was 
ready to admit, that if his client had 
seduced the lady from the arms of a 
long-confiding hu^imd, the case 
would have been much worse, aa 
regards the husband, not bett^ as 
regards the wife; but theciccum- 
stances of the case clearly clei|ion-i> 
strated that the whole loss the hus- 
band has sustained was the beii^ 
deprived of the app^ances of love 
by which he had been deceived* iHis 
learned Friend had said, it was tbs 
duty of the Jury to give a lesson .to 
others;^ that they kept a school for 
the puipose of leaching .parties how 
to conduct themselves., but let it 
be remembered, thit it was mi 
merely • the school for wives and 
lovers, biit for husbands also; and 
when they epme before ^ Jury, they 
should be prepared to give a fuQ 
statemept of their own conduct, and 
not rest their ;Case upon the eloqite^oe 
of their counsel, howj^vef powernil.it 
may be. Let the Jury considejT tlie 
situation iu; which the defendant' wa3 
placed. Something was due to ^ 
character as well as to others: Tel 
him not be branded as a;ppfligale ' 
seducer. lie would reminfl them of 
a scene in the most popular pfaif<HMr 
comedies, which was npt ihaj^U^^le 
to the present 9ase: it, was ]^ *• Tb^ 
School for ScaiUdal/' where a conv<^- 
sation takes j)lace. between the two 
brothers, whilst Lady leaile jap&cd 
behind the soreen. The deliberate 
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aibd hypocritical profligate asks his 
brother how he should act in a case 
of such difficulty. ? to which Charles 
Sur&ce replies, " ^yhy, . brother, I 
\ 1h4»o,Ls^U never be such a villain 
as deiib-erately to attempt the honour 
of a virtuous woman ; but, to be can- 
did with you, I confess, if a pretty 
'woman were to throw herself m my 
way— why, then, I fear I should be 
ohlij^ed to borrow a little of your mo- 
lal irv . " U nd e r ai I the c i rcii m stances, 
he cQuM not belp iMnkuig tlmt the 
Jury would be of opinion, thdi the 
conduct of the defendant did not de- 
serve that he should be consigned to 
the pains ami nn^ericFi of a protracted 
irajirisoiunent; but that very mwle- 
raic d, images would anipiy satisfy 
the justice of the case. — The Under 
SmiAiFV then told the Jury, that the 
ft}equency of cases of this kind ren<^ 
dered it unnecessary for him to make 
any observations on the nature of the 
Question. They had heard the evi- 
aence, and it would be for them to 
say, under all the circumstances, 
what amount of damages justice re- 
quired^ The Jury deliberated for 
about half an hour, and . returned a 
verdv;t for the plaintifi' — Damages 
One Thousand Founds. . 



POOR LAWS WANTED IN 
1., IRELAND.

The reader m\\ feear in mind, 
that I have frequently said, that 
the way to k^p the people in 
Ireland from starving, ytbs, to 
causer rates to be raided on the 
laiids of Ireland, as thej are on 
thdse of England, /or the relief of 
the poor.

Sib,— For many years past We 
have heard a loud clamour on th^ 
subject of the relief -of li^sblvenit 
Debtors, till, at length, our law- 
givers have been compelled to 
turn rounds and piass a liaw for 
the Protection of Creditors, At 
least, thelaw just passeid, if it db 
not protect t/ie propei-ty of the 
creditor, will Certainly give him a 
greater power over the miserable 
debt6r. In the present state 6f 
thmgs, creditors undoubtedly suffer 
great hardships, and often; great 
ihjii'stice : a debtor stbp^iiig pay- 
ment, for instance, and oeingtid- 
torioiisly insolvent, can, never- 
theless, put his creditdrsoff,and 
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jui^Y.if, m^k 
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felgy pajwmt fer a year or two. 
Such tbingt,. waibrtmiatelT, .are 
toa cgmiiKm. But, Siry.wi^frQftt 
ddemce to ^our Ickwgivers, ihe 
questioQ, i^nd the only question at 
present deserving our considera- 
tion, is, eon ike tide of ifuoheney 
which now threatens toaverwheht^ 
all, be arrested in its progress? 
My opinion is, and long nas been, 
ihat It cannot ; and experience 
has taught us; that no legislacire 
enai^traeuts. will. deter fi^^frDm 
gi^ii^ or frcnQ taking credit. Ae- 
ceisity, indeed, is the motive in 
either case. Any man at all ac- 
* qaainled with the state of sodety 
in ftis niQ^stroas town, knows 
perfectly, well, that, more than one 
naif of its population would 
speedily require ^'ex/remetenc^'on" 
it this system 6f credit were put 
an ead:t0. Stop cre^t. Sir; 1 
jnean credit as it now exist^^ apd 
in a few months, more than hidf 
the houses west of Holbom and 
Charing Cross, would be without 
inhabitants, fn short, this sYstsM 
must go on e^iUire^ or it must cease 
altogether. People who get food 
and raiment upon credit, because 
they cannot pay ready money, 
vrill continue to do so in spite of 
aU the laws that can J|>e ena^t^; 
for they will find plenty, who, 
having obtained the means of sup- 
plying them, in the sq,me sasy way^ 
imil readtiy . run the same risks 
il4iieh others have run with them.. 
". Idght epme^ light goj" is an old 
sayingv and a very-true one. 

Between the Bankrupt Act and 
the Insolvent Act, there is, in one 
particular, a gross inconsistency. 
Under the former, a creditor hav- 
ing a preference in contemplation 
of 'Jbankniiptey, .tt punished, and 
^ery. appropriately punished, by 
being madeHo'refuM. Under ^^ 



Mtw, the creditor recamng a pre- 
ference^ eren jof tbe wMe of the 
insolvent's estate^ it allowed to 
retain it; and theiHsohemt h pu- 
nished by iwpritomiitnt ! A very 
neat way ot compensating the 
other creditors for tae lops of their 
property ! I should be glad to 
know W^y this distinctbn is made! 
Do we not daily see men brought 
before ,the Commissioners^ who 
manife^ly had made up theer 
minds to .submit to. imprifODpMiit 
for the purpose, of secpring.^pnie 
friend to whom they had made 
over their property 1 SUiet Aese 
Conuni^onera are thought wor- 
thy of being invested with sncl 
extensive powers as are given te 
them by the Act, surely it would 
not be too much to authorise them 
to order, or the insolvent's assign 
nees to bring, an action ff» ^ 
recovery of property, as in cases 
of bankruptcy. Ferhaps thte 
alone wonia prevent morefhuF- 
dulent cjlses' in the InMilvent 
Court, than all the other pr«idsi^na 
of the Act p^t to§[9ther. ; |iUKd- 
veacy^ however^ wiQ continue' to 
gnaw out the vitals of the comnli^

BroYo ! and yet cruel Blue and 
Buff gives you Jhe bastinado! Was 
fhere' erer such a story as this 
told before! The Americans had 
decoyed our seamen away ; they 
had got back -woodsmen put up 
into their tops ; the canker-worm 
of neglect had been preying upon 
our poor navy ; British oak had 
become scarce ; ours were con- 
tract-ships ; they had^been built 
ID baste, with soft wood add light 
frames. We had seven hundred 
and forty-six ships in commission, 
but manned chiefly with impressed 
men, raw hands and small boys, 
a great number of both of whom 
were foreigners! Shocking state 
of things ! the iony war had made 
n% forget how tojight; our officers 
as well as men had contracted the 
habit of inattention. We had 
lost our skill, our discipline, our 
strength of body, and our every 
thti^ that was good. According 
to you, Mr. James, " Corinka, 
'^ pride of Drury Lane, for whom 
" no shepherd sighs in vain,^' was 
not in a worse plight when she 
waked in the morning : 

" A pig«<m pickM her inne-peas, 

*' Asd ilock hertiMMtfi IM with ieu.'* . 



I will quote tio further ;. but, 
this stroDifig strumpet .does not, 
according to the poet^s account, 
appear to have been in a more 
miserable, destitute, foriom, die* 
ordered^ rascally and rotten state, 
than that which you give us as the 
state of the British Navy. Bat,' 
impudent liar; foul toad-eater; 
why did you forget to state, that 
this rascally, rotten thing, COST, 
at the very time you speak of, 
upwards of TWENTY MIL. 
LIONS a year ! Verily an his- 
torian worthy of Blue and Buff! 

Then, from this poor old rotten 
thing i this worn-out^ thn battered, 
this dejected thing, you turn our 
attention to the half dozen nice 
American frigates, '* constructed 
'* upon the mc>^t approved prind- 
'* pies both for sailing and for war!'* 
These were, surely, not those 
'< half dozen of/r frigatet with 
*^ bits of striped btmiing flying at 
" tteir mast-heads," of whieh Mr. 
Canning talked in that very year, 
1812! 

We had seten hundred tmd 
forty-six ships in commission ; but 
what were these to the six frigates 
of the Americans! Constructed 
they were upon the most approved 
principles. Blenssus! Six dread* 
fttl frigates; We had seven hun- 
dred and forty more than tbe3^ to 
bef^ture. But, then, we had no 
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kacA-w^oditMn to place in %e 
round tops. Olil l>ack«woo^inen 
are the devil; and the wont of it 
is, that we shall never be able to 
get anj back-woodsmen ; so that, 
as far as this goes, we are sure to 
be beaten. 

Such was your preface to^ the 
defeat of the Gvsariebe. As to 
the defeat itself : it produced a 
still more melanph<^j description. 
The Guerriebb's powder u>as 
damp; l^r main-mast had been 
struck bj lightning some months 
previous to the action ; she sailed 
very much bj the head ; but^ the 
great thing of all appears to have 
been, ihat " HER BREECH- 
JNGS WlBRE ROTTEN/' and 
she had no rope left wherewith to 
repair her breechings ! Shocking 
Mate to fight in! The strings of 
die waistband broken, and no tape 
to Inake new ones with ! Look 
^eb, compassionate reader, look 
at^poor GuEBRiERE, With her 
tM-eebhes about her heels, and the 
CoNSTiTUTibN laying on upon her 
bip and thigK! 

It k hnpossiUe to be serious 
upon ittch a subject Sudi pid- 
fiil, such miserable esicuses never 
Wete offered before. ^ 

Amongst ti^efeie excuses Acre is, 
iioweveri one woiHiy ot* particular 
Botfiee. You Mty , or ratlielr, you 
aik : *< Wftfe it posdble ihat the

You insinuale a 
fals^ood, Mr. James ; but, if k 
were a truth, it would only bring 
additional dishonour upon Blike 
and Buff. This, therefi>re, is a 
very bad excuse; not quite so 
ridiculous, but certainly much 
more suspicious, than the breaking 
loose of the guns, owing to the rot- 
tenness of the breechings.

Of 
this you have probably expe- 
rienced the truth; but, there 
arises a further inconvenience; 
and that is when yon have bwun 
to bestow unjust praise^ yw lay . 
the foundationof claim, upon you 
to protceed to, all lengths in the 
same course. After writing the 
book whif^ you have sen( tcne, 
and upon which I have;roade these ■ 
observations, there is nothing in 
the way of praise thatany officer 
in the nav^ has not a right to^ de- 
mand of you ; and if you refuse, - 
I see no reason why you shoidd 
not be liable tp his lash.

1. Bbfore we set about learn- 
iBg anj thmgi be it :what it mayf 
it is right :that we ascertain . the

In other parts of the country 
this praciKce has be^n carrieii'to 
a rery great extent, for the aalSe 
of diMnshinl^ the ineimie of the 
cteiWTOittoffte parfgh; and pay 
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meii bat of thafevenae of another. 
Intheporbfa of Huntmonceaux/ 
in Snisex, it appears^ that the 
wages of. labour were r^uced in 
Ijiis manner to sixpence a day ; 
and a clergyman of a neighbour- 
ing perish has. been threatened 
widi the adoption of a sibilar 
practice. • 

This practice is the naftiraj 
result of another, which is. far 
more . common, namely, that of 
pacing an idlowiuice to labourers 
fijr the nmintenance of their chil- 
dren. In sopie counties, as in 
JBedfqrdshijre, thjls payment usually 
b^ins Mrhen the labourer has a 
sjt^e child, wages being kc^pt so 
low, that it is utterly impossible 
for him to, support a witfs.and 
dnld without parish assistance. ^

system above described, may be

cpd have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing Rspoat : 

Js executing the duties imposed 
upon them by the order of The 
House, Your Ccmraittee have ad- 
verted to the course followed by a 
Committee, appointed in 1819, 
for the purpose of considering the 
same subject, and have directed 
their attention to the state of the 
labouring Classes m Ireland, and 
the means of employing those 
classes in useful and productive 
labour. Following the example 
of the Committee of 1819, they 
hive not felt that they have exr 
ceeded the limits of their duty, in 
inquiring into the efforts already 
made to promote the employment 
of the Peasantry, in examining 
various suggestions for the im- 
provement of the condition of the 
people, and in considering the im- 
p^iments which check and re- 
strain the development of indus- 
try in Ireland. These inquiries 
-aave been facilitated, in conse- 
quence of the events of the last 
year ; during that period, a pres- 
sure ofMf^tress, wnolly unexam- 
pled, was felt in Ireland, which 
dijpebted the attention of His Ma- 
je^y sGovemment, of Parliament, 
wnA of the British Public, to the 
condttibn of the Irish Peasantry, 



and which led to the appnofuriatioA 
of large sums, voted by the legia* 
latare, and sobtcrib^ by indivi* 
duals, for the purpose of mitigat* 
ing, if not of avertine, that famine 
aim disease, which had extended 
to so alarming a degree . in . many 
districts in Ireland. The expen^ 
diture of the large sums placed at 
the disposal of Government and 
of charitable societies, necessarily 
produced a close iavesiigation 
into the oendition of the people of 
Ireland^ the causes of their dis- 
tress, and the best means of re- 
lieving them ;. and as the result of 
these inquiries furnishes impor- 
tant inforrpation upon the subject 
more immediately before Vour 
Committee, they h^ve felt it thieir 
duty to refer to the papers laid 
before Parliament during the pre- 
sent session, respecting the appro- 
priation of the public grants, and 
to examine the individuals con- 
nected with the principal charifa- 
ble association, for the relief of 
distress in Ireland. In taking 
this course, the object of Your 
Committee has been, to obtain in- 
formation from those individuals^ 
who were best qualified to judge ^ 
of the nature and the extent, and 
the causes of the calamity, which, 
during the year 1820, afflicted a 
considerable jxtrtion of the inha- 
bitants of Ireland. 

In the early part of the month 
of May 1822, a public meeting 
was held in the city of London, for 
the purpose of raising subscrip- 
tions for the relief of the distress 
in Ireland, A committee of gen- 
tlemen was appointed for the pur- 
pose of distributing the sums sub- 
scribed, and carrying on corres- 
pondence. About the same pe- 
riotl, considerable grants were 
made by Parliament, and disposed 
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of iRlike mKomt brlHe gofem* 
ment ot Iveimid. The Distcieta 
in whiehtlie dratreM wss ^Emnd^to 
be-ikio8t urgent, were the follow-

It would thus appear, that the 
di^^ssed districts were equal in 
extent to one-^haif of the superficial 
contents ^t* all Ireland; and aU 
thqugh Your Committee have not 
sufficient means of Judging what 
were the: actual numbers of people 
receiving relief, yet if the returns 
made by Mr, Killally , the engineer 
employed by Government, with 
respect to thetcounty, of Clare, be 
accurate, and that the numbers 
atated by that gentleman be as- 
sufned as the basis of oaloulation^ 
It ^roiild appear that consideraUy 
mare than on^half ^f the entire 
population of the distressed dis* 
tricts depended qpon charitriale 
assistance tor their support. The 
«ums distributed through the city 
ofXondon Committee amounted to 
nearly 300,000/. and furnished 
means in coroperation with Go- 
Tenunent to continue the neces^ 
Mu^T^ef till the month of August; 
.urn, it is wqHhy of observation, 
;tfaait the cessation of remittances 
yw not the f^ct of the Committee 
in^JLondon, but was called for and 
imffl»»mided by their poi^espon. 



dents in IMi6id^ ^ho^ naijfin- 
ttanees. held back anexpeadec^ 
and at' the disposal of the donon» 
considerable sums, the neceaii^ 
of distribntii^ whick seemed to 
them to bare ceased, itiis si^- 
factory to think that the sums ao 
liberally contributed appear to 
have been granted .on rational 
principles, and- toJiaire been* fairly 
and justly appropriated by the in- 
dividuals and associations in ire- 
land, to whose discretion they were 
confided. It is also satis&ctory 
to find that the most lively feelings 
of gratitude seem to have bMi 
excited by this benevolent ipter^ 
position, which jt is to be Iwped 
will tend to unite the two parts of 
the empire by the strong ties of 
sympathy and obligation. 

The nature of the late distress 
in Ireland was -peculiar. In the 
districts vto which Your Committer 
have already adverted, the pota<* 
toe crop, which furnishes the ge- 
neral food of the Peasantry, had 
failed ; but there was no want of 
food of another description for the 
support of human life. On the 
contrary, the crops of grain had 
been far from deficient, and the 
prices of corn and^ of oatmeal 
were veri^ moderate. The export 
of grain from ports within the dis- 
tressed districts of Ireland, waa 
considerable, duringlj the eiUire 
period from . May to August, infi- 
nitely exceeding the in^ports dur- 
ing that period; and those districts 
in the south and west presented 
the remarkable example of.ppa- 
sessing a surplus of food, wnUst 
the inhabitants were sajteriiw 
from, actual wapt. The ^meritoms* 
ous patience of the Peaaanti^ 
under the pressure of want, is Jiere 
not undeserving ^f attention anfl 
of praise. .The calamity of IS^ 
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1041^ tberefiipe M said to luure 
TOoceeded k$a from tte want of 
fcMul itself, Ulan finom the.waat qf 
adequate nutaus of puKlmsiag. it ; 
o7>ia other words, from the vajat 
^profitable employment In some 
districts, as at Clooekeltj (Gork)^ 
Where the potatoe mp failed, but 
Mhena^some past of the populatioii 
iraa emplojed in mamifacturiog 
industry, no iu^vidual ei^age^ 
IB the unen trade b said to have 
had occasion to receive reliefs 
This peculiarity in the character 
<^ the late distress in Ireland, ap- 
pears to ¥our4Committee.to have 
ansenJ'rom the entire dependance 
^ the Peasantry upon the food 
raised by themfselv^. When the 
produce of the peasant's potatoe 
ground fails, they are unaccus- 
tomed to have icecourse tq marltets,^ 
and indeed they seem rarely to 
have the means of purcbasii^. 
The potatoe crop is also ver^ va^ 
Tiable and uncertain.; nor can the 
Qurplufi .of^ one harvesi be reserved 
1^ supply any deficiency in a sub* 
sequent year. From the weight 
ana balk of potatses, there ace 
great difficulties in the way of 
tcan^port, .and these difficulties 
produce great disproportion be- 
tween: the prices, in one district and 
diose in a. district immediately 
Adjoining. 

The u&dividualS' en^ployed bv 
€rovernment to execute the task 
confided to diem,, seem to have 
proceeded upon.Jt»t priuciides,,

The eoaaitipn^of the Pea^anliB 
of tiiose dikricta of Iielaml lo^ 
which tbeevidenca refer s>apf«aia 
to^YouF Gmmi»,e^io iMMmetcMI 
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and calamitous to the jmateet de» 
gree. An Mllligeht Scoteb a^- 
ctiltiiTJ8t, who visited Ireland da- 
mg the last year, atteges, '• That 
** a large porti<^n of the Peasantry 
'* liveiil a state ef misery 6f whi eh 
" he' could have formed no con- 
*^ ception, not imaginitig that any 
*^ human beings could ^ihi in 
*' such wretchedness. Their cabins 
** scarcely contain an article that 
" can be called furniture ; in some 
** families there are no such things 
'^«s bedclothes,' the peasants 
** showed some fern, and a quan- 
" tity of straw thrown over it, 
** upon which they slept in their 
*• working cl<)thes^ yet, whenever 
^* they had a meal of potatoes they 
" were cheerful ; the greater part 
" he understood to drink nothing 
" but water." This statement ap- 
pears confirmed b^ the testimony 
of many of the witnesses exami- 
wed beffire Your Committee, who 
agree ndt Only in this melancholy 
description of the condition of a 
eonfsiderable portion of the Irish 
peasantry, but agree ako in attri- 
DUting rt to the total want of em- 
ployment in which they are left. 
Jn some parts of the country one 
half of the entire population are 
staled to be with6ut employment, 
in others the proportion is said to 
he s^U* greater ; and all the wit- 
nesses examined agree in attribut- 
ing, to a considerable degree, the 
turbulent spirit of the peasantry 
and theur excesses to this cause. 
At Clotiakilty, in the county of 
e«rk, wbe^e the linen manufac- 
ture has been introduced, tran- 
fmliity is stated to have prevailed, 
'he G6mity ot Mayo, where yarn 
imd linens to a consideraUe ex- 
fentaips manulaetured, the pubh'c 
t^eace has not been endai^red. 
One batimy in the couilty of 



Kerry has been unHbnxtly tbe 
least dhturhed, and in that baiunj 
alone has manufacturing industry 
been carried to any extent. In 
the neighbourhood of WaterfMI 
** no shade of disturbance has ex* 
" isted, the peasantry having « 
" steady market for their labour, 
" whilst in parts of Cork, wh^e 
*' the people are to a consklerafiie 
" degree unemployed, the most 
^* dangerous combinations aeitinst 
" the laws, and the 'most violent 
'* attacks upon property hare 
" lately taken* place ;" and yet4n 
those very distncts^Your Commit* 
tee have been informed on the 
authority of a civil engineer of* 
eminence, "that he very sooit 
" pacified the country by an ex- 
" tended employment of the jjeo- 
" pie in opening a new line of 
"road;" the member who gave 
this information adding from him-; 
self, " that if employment could 
" be made sufficiently extensive, 
." he doubted not that the turbu- 
** lent habits of the populatioit 
*' would be abandoned. ■ When^ 
in addition to these expresaons of 
opinion^ the improved condition' 
and tranquillity of the north of 
Ireland, where the linen manufac- 
ture prevails, is contrasted Wiethe 
wretchedness of the south, Your 
Committee cannot refuse admit- 
ting the inmiediate connexion 
existing between employment and 
peace, as well as between want of 
useful occupation mid turbulence. 
It is the. opinion of Your Com- 
mittee, that there exists in the 
minds of the people a great anx- 
iety for labour. The Peasantry 
of the south and west quit th^ 
homes at particular times of M 
year, in search of emiibymei^ 
Mr. Nfmmo, the civil edgineer, 
when examined before the Gook 
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nuU^ of 1819, stated, that many 
handreds of the peasantry of Kerry, 
had willingly hired themselves as 
labourers in the neighbouring 
county of Limerick at iburpence 
a*day ; and a member of the Com- 
mittee has stated, that he has 
known many of the peasantry of 
Kerry to quit their homes in search 
of employment, '^ offering to; work 
" for the merest subsistence that 
*' could be obtained, at the lowest 
'* possible rate of wages, for two- 
** pence a-day, in short, for any 
*' thing that would purchase food 
** enough to keep them idive dur- 
**ing the ensuing twenty-four 
" hours." When able to obtain 
labour by contract, or by task as it 
is called, the Peasantry are fre- 
quently known to overwork them- 
selves, in a' manner injurious to 
their health. The inhabitants of 
those peninsulas of the south-west 
of Ireland which are washed by 
the Atlantic, carry the sea ore and 
the calcareous sands of the coast 
many miles inland ; and in some 
cases where the mountains are 
steep, and roads have not as yet 
been opened, these manures are 
carried' iw/> or three miles inland 
on the backs of the Peasantry. 
From these facts, Youf Committee 
have every reason to conclude, 
|hat so far from being uniformly 
mactive and idle, the peasantry of 
Ireland have a consiuerable anx- 
i^y to procure employment. 

Variotis causes. have been re- 
ferred to, by the witnesses exa- 
mined before Your Committee, as 
being sufficient to account for the 
want of employment in Ireland. 
Periiaps the nearest cause may be 
traced to the rapid increase ot the 
papulation. In 1695, the po- 
paiation was calculated to be 
1,084,102; in 1781, 2,010,221 ^ 



in 1701, 4,200,000; in 1804/ 
5,400,000; and in 1821, nearly 
7,000,000. The productions of 
industry have not increased in the 
same raUo, and the demand for| 
labour has considerably dimi- 
nished, if compared with the num- 
ber of persons seeking for employ- 
ment. Various causes of a local 
and temporary nature have con- 
tributed to increase the population, 
and to diminish the natural means 
of employing; the people ; these 
are adverted to in the evidence. 
During the war, the high prices of 
corn and the effect of the free 
trade in com, produced by the Act 
of 1806, gave a stimulus to the ex- 
tension of arable husbandry. The . 
corn exports of Ireland increased . 
to an exfent which has frequently 
been noticed in Parliament. Dur- 
ing the same period, partly from^ 
p(3itical motives in adding to the ^ 
number of freeholders, anq partly 
from the ease with' which high 
rents were paid for land,. an extraT. 
ordinary subdivisioh of f^ms took ^ 
place. Many of the evils , of Ire-^ 
land, moral and political, as well. 
as the depressed state of the Pea* 
saptry, may, in the judgment of. 
Your Committee, be traced to the 
mischievous and frequently frau- 
dulent multiplication of the elective . 
franchise. This subject is highly . 
deserving of the notice, if not of the 
interposition of the legislature. In 
an extensive district in the Queen*a 
County, (the Barony of Portehar 
hinch,) containing 1,187, farms, 
1 ,029 appears not to exceed twenty . 
acres in extent, and ^540 are under 
five acres each. Since the depres- 
sion of the prices of agricultural 
produce, the necessiW of consoli- . 
dating many smalt, into one, 
giNeater farm, seems to be -gene-, 
rally admitted and acted upon j 
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and much of axabl^t land has bteq 
1^ down for the purpose of rear- 
ing and fattening cattle, as well as 
for dairy. That this alteration of 
system may ultimately be benefi- 
cial, and that it was actually ne- 
cessary to prevent the ind^nite 
subdivision of land, before in pro- 
gress, may be admitted ; but the 
first effect of the alteration has 
been to make a sudden change in 
the peasant's mode of life, depriv- 
ing many of (heir former homes, 
and making it extremely difficult 
for them to obtain a new habitation. 
The districts to which this observa- 
tipa 'refers will be found by re- 
ference to the evidence. Another 
cause of the diminution of employ- 
ment arises from-^he effect of the 
fdll of prices on the gentry of the 
country. The fixed payments to 
which many of the landholders of 
Ireland are subjected, partly from 
improvident habits, and partly 
from the peculiar system of ma- 
nkging land, by granting and tak- 
ing leases for long terms in that 
country, are greater than can be 
found in any other part of the em- 
pire. These fixed payments, \^he* 
ther in the shape oT head-rents, or 
interest on incumberances, are, to 
a considerable extent remitted to 
England. The alteration of the 
vklue of money has made these 
fixed payments bear a greater pro- 
pwtionto the whole income ot the 
cbiintry than they did during the 
^ar, and consequently, the balance 
remaining for the subsistence of 
the resident gentry has propor- 
tioi^ably dlmlnlshea. From this 
reduction of income a reduced 
employmeilt of the people has ne- 
cessarily" proceeded. Labourers 
IwCye been discharged, find the 
dlsti^ss of the higher classes has 
reacted to .a considerable extent 
upoD'the lower. 



. Tbc^ wantof c^pjlal «e^ii^ ta. 
to be generally referred to as the 
principal cause of the reduced 
means of employing the people ; 
and this compfaint of want of 
capital is generally accompanied 
by a statement, that capital might 
in Ireland be profitably inves&d. 
Assuming this position to he cor- 
rect, Your Committee were na« 
tursdty led to inquire into the 
causes which impeded the invest- 
ment of British capital in Ireland, 
if that investment could take place 
with profit All the witnesses exft^ 
mined imputed this difi&oulty o£ 
inducing British capitalists to in-* 
ve^t their money in Ireland, to 
the disturbanceis which have un- 
fortunately prevailed in that coun- 
try, by which an impression haa 
been to a considerable extent pro- . 
duced, that property is insecure ia 
those districts where disturhancea . 
have prevailed. 

The want of capital jn Ireland 
is shown by the wretched descrip-^ 
tiou of implements, used both in 
domestic manufactures and in agri- 
culture, as well as by the general . 
deficiency even of such imple- 
ments as the poverty of the People 
enables them to employ. \ 'fhp, 
ploughs, carts, harrows, are^gene* 
rally of the rudest description^, 
though, when improved .inodelfr 
have been given, there has evinced 
an anxiety on the part of the * 
farmers to profit by (he expedience 
and information of others^ so Jir 
as was consistent witt. former *. 
habits iand extreme povertyl The 
same want of capital has fe^ to a 
payment of wages, not in money^, 
out by allowances in ai»ount,aL* 
ways less satisfactory to the "Pea- 
santry, because it ffives them 9l 
less immediate reward, for thmr' 
]n(]vsti;v, and SmIcss clea^and-iaW 
telligible mode of ascertaining tho^ 
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ttoj.are deaU-wkh faitfy; This 
sjjitem of paying wages in Amount: 
i8.appBecl not only to the opera* 
tlQn of field industry, when it re- 
sults perhaps nece&sarily from the 
pOFer^ of the people of Ireland, 
but it is ^stated to extend itself in 
s<une. districts, to the execution of 
public worits, by grand jury pre- 
sentment. Jt appears from the 
report of Mr. Nnnmo, " that the 
** repairs of roads are carried on 
'' by a class of persons who make 
*^ .a trade of it, as a market for the 
"labour of their poorer tenantry ; 
*'.the latter are not, properly 
*' speaking, ' paid for what work 
*'.they do, but have the Amount 
*' of the presentment allowed by 
'^their landlords^ as a set-o'ff 
** .against the rent of their hold- 
'* ings." The observations- of Mr. 
NimmQ, on the subject of the exe- 
cution of grand jury presentments, 
ate well deserving of the atten- 
tion of the House ; . and it being 
admitted, that if the wages of 
labour were paid in money, the 
labour wonld he more cheaply 
purchased, and more cheerfully 
and efficiently given. Your Com- 
mittee .cannot but express a hope 
that a system of ready-money pay- 
ment might be introduced, so lar 
as the public woi]l8 of the country 
are concerned. This system ope- 
rates, no less as a discouragement 
to the reduction of rents,, but as an 
increase to the amount of local 
burthens. The present amount of 
gsand jury levies would, under a 
sj^m of ready-money/payments, 
gi?e more extended employment, 
axA effect objects of greater pub- 
lic utility; or if the amount of 
vrjark.Uy be performed remained 
the same, a reduction in the 
amount of. the local burthens 
wxmUiieisessarBy* take place.. . . 



Your Committee may be here 
albwed to remari^ that it appears, 
that under the present system of 
grand jury laws, the demand for • 
mbour on the public roads gene- 
rally occurs at the most inconve- 
nient periods of the year, either 
during the spring worii of the 
iisurmer, or during his early har« 
vest, or turf season in summer. If 
measures coiild be adopted to dis- 
tribute this work more iudiciously, 
it wou]^ tend to equalize the de- 
mand ^r labour at different periods 
of the year, and to prevent the 
dangerous vicissitudes of an ex- 
tended demand fpr labour, sudden- 
ly followed by a diminution of the . 
means of employment 

Respecting the effects whicb 
are likely to flow from the iifstruc- 
tion of the Peasantry in agricul-* 
ture, Your Conunittee. refer, with 
great satisfaction, to the Evidenc3 » 
on the subject of a school of indus- 
try,, established in the county of 
Wexford, by the exertions of a 
public spirited individual, who, in 
the experiment he has tried, and 
the -example he has eiven, ap- 
pears to have rendered a service 
to his country. Your Committee , 
cannot doubt but that similar e&- • 
forts made elsewhere would lead 
to the same beneficial results ; and 
when the large sums annually 
voted, for charitable establish- 
ments and for schools in Ireland, , 
are considered. Your Committee 
cannot but think tbfit the instruc- 
tion in Industry might be most 
advantageously to ithe Public, 
combined with the instruction of 
letters, and they doubt not that it 
would produce a diffusion of im- 
proved babits amoi:^ the people^ 

Among the various suggestions, 
which have been laid before Your 
Ci)mmittee, one from M^. Bobnl 
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Oh^en, of Lanark, has attracted no 
much of public attention as to re- 
quire particular notice. It has 
been so much canvassed in pub- 
lic, and has excited so much nite- 
rest in Ireland, that Your Com- 
mittee have felt it their duty to 
inquire minutely into its details, 
aiid consider the tendency of the 
principles on Which it is founded. 
During the last year, Mr. Owen 
visited a very considerable part 
of Ireland, and at various places 
explained his plan, both by publi- 
cation and at meetings of the most 
respectable description ; and dur- 
ing the present session a petition, 
signed by many individuals of rank 
and consideration, has been pre- 
sented to Parliament, praying that 
an experiment might be tried, on 
ah enlarged scale, to ascertain 
bow far the suggestions of Mr. 
Owen were' applicable practically 
to the condition of the Irish people. 
The public spirit and benevolence 
of that gentleman, in thus devoting 
his time and intelligence to the 
amehoratioh of the people in a 
country with which he had no per- 
sons^ connexion, is deserving of 
. every praise j but his plan must 
be discussed M'ith a view to the 
necessary consequences resulting 
firom its adoption, and not from 
any consideration of his motives 
in laying it before the public. The 
principles of the plan are so well 
known, that it is unnecessary to 
do more than to refer to them in 
general terms ; the details will be 
toimd in the Eviclence subjoined 
to.Uiis Report. But when it is 
considered, that Mr. Owen's plan 
is founded upon a principle that a 
state of perfect equality can be 
pipoduced, aijd can lead to benefi-: 
cial consequences, Your Commit- 
tee con«ider this position so irre- 
concilable with the nature and in- 



terests of mankiiid, and the expe- 
rience of all ages, that it is impose 
sible to treat this scheme as being 
practicable. Your Committee con- 
cur in the opinion ^' that a state in 
** which an inequality of condf- 
*• tions offers the natural rewards 
** of good conduct, and inspires 
" widely and generally the hopes 
'* of rising and the fear of falling 
" in society, is unquestionably the 
" best calculated to develope the 
" energies and faculties of main, 
" and is the best suited to the 
" exercise and improvem'erit of 
" human virtue. It Mr. Owen's 
*' establishments could be eon- 
** ducted according to his inten- 
*' tions, the idle and profligate 
'* would be placed in a situation 
" equal to that which would be a 
" reward to the industrious and 
" virtuous." True it is, that Mr. 
Owen suggests, that under his'new 
arrangements idleness and prbfl- 
gacy might be altogether extir- 
pated from society ; but such an 
opinion is one which appears alto- 
gether visionary. Certainly Your 
Committee feel every disposition 
highly to estimate the effects of 
good education and early moral 
habifs, but to conceive that any 
" arraugement of circumstances" 
can altogether divest man of bis 
passions and frailties, as they com- 
prehend principles in themselves 
undenie^ble, is a result which can 
never be anticipated 

Your Committee will not deny, 
that the combination of individuals 
for mutuar support, in establish- 
ments conducted rather on the 
principles adopted at New Lanark, 
than upon those now suggested by 
Mr. Owen, might improve the ha- 
bits of the people in particuIiOr 
districts. An economical expeti- 
diture of food and fuel ; the intnH 
duction of scientific improvements 
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n^ioable to th^ interior of habi- 
tations ; regular eniploj^nt, and 
food education, are all important ; 
nt they must carefully be se- 

, parated from the doctrine of com* 
mnnity of goqds and equaliW of 

^ prpfits. It dpea not appear to Your 
ComraiUee that these causes of 

. improvement are in any respect 
exclusively connected with Mr. 
Owen's plan ; thej may flow from 
H so far as that pmn comprehends 

Jhose common principles on which 
all society is founded, and from 
whence idl moral or intellectual 
advancementproceeds. With sin- 

. cere respect therefore lor the be- 
nevolence of Mr. Owen, Your 
Comipittee cannot do otherwise 
than dismiss his plan as impracti- 
cable, except so iar as its me- 

. chanism tends to the improvement 
of public establishments, parish 
irorkhouses, a|id great schools for 

. Il^ education of the lower classes. 
In these respects i^ might perhaps 
be us^iEully tried by private indivi- 
duals, though Your Committee 

.have, not considered it advisable to 

.recommend it as. a fit subject of 
leffislative asastance. 

Your Committee have consider- 

. ed with great pleasure, various 
efforts which have been made for 
tb^ improvement in the condition 

:iofibe pe<^Q in different parts of 

. Ireland. The detailed accounts of 
these experiments, tried with effect 

. in the county of Roscommon, at 

^ Abinfftpn intnecounty of Limerick, 
and in the ^ county of Tipperary, 
will be found in the Evidence ; and 
Your.Comfnittee, cannot but hope 

.^t. these ^ e^funples of perse- 

^verance and benevolence may be 
followed and attended with similar 
l^effdctSt in otiier parts of Ire«

in its infancy, Your Committee 
cannot but look with the greatest 
solicitude. They concur in the 
opinion of the Committee on the 
Linen Trade, in considering it the 
duty of the Linen Board, by ** every 
*' possible means to extend this 
'^ manufacture in the south and 
'* west, tor wherever it has obtain- 
*' ed a footing, industry, moral 
" habits, contentment and trao* 
" quilJity have followed." This 
4nay in the south add west require 
some^rtificial encouragement, or 
rather, it may require a removal . 
of those difficulties which poverty 
and ignorance produce, ana which 
at present check its introduction 
and extension. The want of im- 
plements is peculiarly felt; the 
want of scutcDing-milb, and a de- 
fective system of preparing tbe 
flax, yam and linen for the market 
Aid might be given in all these 
respects to the people, not substi- 
tuting public for private effort, but 
assisting and encouraging the lat- 
ter,^ and making all pubHc assist- 
ance strictly dependant upon local 
contributions. The good effect of 
Charitable Loans in Ireland, is 
strongly shown in the Evidence. 
These loans might be made ap- 
plicable to thiB agricultiire, tCe 
fisheries and the manufiictures of 
the country, and would become 
instrumental, not only in providing 
the instruments of labour, but in 
difiTusing better ii¥>dels throughpiit 
the'distaiit parts of Ireland, and in 
promoting frugality and a punc- 
tud discharge of engagements. As 
loans roust necessarily be locally 
administered dirourh the resident 
&;entry and clergy, they would also 
have the effiectof creiEdingor of aiig. 
meiiting the connexion between 
the di&rent class^ of n^nkind, 
so enential to all the bei^inter^ti 
of society. ' ; 
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Tbe coritiiraed eticonragemtot 
of the iliheries, the erection of 
j>iei» and the forraatipn of bar- 
DOiirt, and the opening of moun-«> 
imn mtds, are subjects of national 
Interest; the beneficial conse* 
quences Tesaltin|^ from both are to 
he found, minutely set fortfi in the 
Minutes. The example of the 
Highland Roads and Bridges is 
lueculiady applicable to Ireland, 
which will appear on reference to 
the Evidence given on a former 
ooeasion by Mr. Telford on this 
Mblect.

Park| previous to tha trial,. examined 
them very iarefuUy. 

Mr. Taunton, the Kings's Counsel, 
opened the prosecution, lie said the 
p'isoners stood charged with Uiemost 
seiious offence of which humanlaws 
could take cognizance. Before he 
laid the particulars of this serious 
case before them, he warned them 
against attending to an^ tlimg they 
had heard out of. Court. It was. a 
principle of \2Lyv that pgrsons accused 
should be conyicted.or acquitted upon 
the facts only that were elicited pn 
their trial. The. prisoners were in- 
dicted for the wilful murder of James 
Milllo, and when he had laid before 
them the facts which he was in- 
structedyjhis witnesses' would prove, 
they could come to jjo other decision 
than that th^ unfortunate individual 
had been murdered. It woiild liethen 
their province to say, if the prisoners 
at the bar, or either of them, had 
committed this murder; and if he 
should lay befure them such evidence 
as could JeaveAo doubt on their minds 
of the guilt of the prisoners, they 
would by their verdict pronounce 
them guilty. The deceased was oc- 
casionally employed as an assistant 
keeper in Wychwood PoresL JOnth^ 
loth of June he was found, ny a, per- 
son named Young, lying on t^e 
ground ia the forest, having, .been 
wounded by. two. balls shot from.. a 
gun. .One of the balls slightly wound- 
ed him. and. the other severely, in 
one of his thighs.. .Young was at- 
trs^ited to the, ^ot by the moaning pf 
the deceased, and immediately went 
to hiia, and got assistance. It woiud 
be clearly proved that tvft) balls were 
hred. He should 4dso sliew that tl^e 
tracks of the persons whoco^nmitted 
,this murder were distinctly seph; and 
if two persona joined -In thishorrid 
deed, and , only, one fired the pistol, 
they were jn law equally .guilty- Be 
should prove that, about half an hour 
before the gun was fired^ the priso|i- 
ers were seen, together; that, a short 
time before, the deceaiied passed ij^y 
.the» house of Pittaway^and th^3u- 
Oaway followed him, ^nd.$Qoa.ai6er- 
wards Pittaway and "JJmes^ were 
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seen together in a potatoe-field, which 
they crossed, and passed into the fo- 
rest, through East-field gate. From 
that place to the spot wliere the de- 
' ceased was wounded was 953 yards, 
• a distance that a person might walk 
in about 20 minutes. This was about 
' S o'clock. In ten minutes after, a 

fun was fired by the brother of the 
eceased at a rabbit ; and it would be 
important for the Jury to pay every 
^ attention to the , evidence of the 
person who fired this gun. In 
'ten minutes afterwards a second 
^ gun' was' fired, the rep^ort of which 
' vvas louder than the former. This 
' report was heard by Joseph Hillin, 
but he heard no cry or groan. He 
proceeded towards the spot from 
whence he believed the report pro- 
ceeded, and saw the two prisoners in 
company. He had a conversation 
with them, and James asked him if 
h^ had fired ? He replied he had not, 
t>ut he heard some one else fire. 
Jaines then asked him if he had 
heard any one cry ** Murder ! " he 
s^d he had not; and James said, 
«' we were standing by the Milking- 
stile, (950 yards froip the spot where 
the deceased was shot), and heard a 
shot fired in Hensgrove, and heard a 
cry of murder, and we thought it was 
the cry of your brother Jem." If 
their account viras true, they had 
passed by the place firom whence the 
dry had proceeded. The deceased's 
broker led them, and they walked 
away; he, however, thought proper 
to watch their motions, and he saw 
them eo to a gap, from which th^ 
could have a view of the deceased, 
who was lying in a dying state. His 
brother went on, and found the de- 
ceased in the situation in which he 
(Mr. Taunton) had described. He 
was carried to Southmore Lodge, 
and died in half an hour afterwai^ds. 
In the course of that evening, the 
prisoners were at the Hit or Miss 
public-house. There were persons 
named Rawley and Sims at the house 
at. the time, and the prisoners said 
^t James Millin had been shot in 
the wood ; that they stood by Bast- 
hUl gate, said heard me cry of^^ Mur- 



der 1 ^ that they went to the spa^^and 
found the deceased wounded; that 
they carried him to tlie Ijod^ but 
he was not dead. This converaatioa 
took piace at twelve o'clock' op the 
night of the murder. He ou^t also 
to observe, that the prisoner Pittaway 
bad said to different persons on the 
night in question, that he should go 
earlv to bed ; but instead of his doing 
so, he was seen out, at one tioie with 
a brown frock on, anil at another time 
without one. It would be also proved 
that Pittaway had a gim which took 
to pieces. He (Mr. TscuntoB) ^uld 
now lay before llie Jury the admis- 
sions made by the prisoBer James to 
a witness named Sims. James said, 
that he and Pittaway were near to 
the East-hill gate, and saw a man 
running down the riding ; that they 
heard a sigh in the cover, and went 
to the spot, and saw the deceased 1^- 
ing on the ground. He (James) said 
to the deceased, where is the gun t 
The deceased replied, I have not got 
one. He also said the poadters had 
shot him. If (said the Learnt 
Counsel) these men had been up to 
the deceased before his brother ar- 
rived on the spot, why did th^ leaye 
him and go awiay to the spot where 
the deceased's brother first saw ihedi ? 
Why did thejr not remain with him, 
and render him assistance, had not 
guilt induced them to go away? The 
gun of Pittaway, after &e murder, 
was removed by hb yrife to the house 
of a woman where it was clean^, 
and afterwards brought bade agaiiu 
It was important that a ball sho^ 
have been found withm eight yiu^ 
of the body of the deceased, which 
. ball corresponded with a mould found 
in Pittaway's house. The gun of 
James was taken to the hoiise of a 
witness named Sims, and it vras 
found to be loaded with thive balls. 
The Learned Counsel then] related 
certain declarations of James before 
and after his apprehension. To shew 
that the prisoner James entertained 
reveneefiil feeltnes towards the de- 
ceased, he should state, that a man 
named Bayltss, that was ah as^taht 
to the deceased, who wiat - keqper of 
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tfae forest, bad prefdred- against 
James a charge of stealing venison, 
and James subsequent^ declared, 
that be would as soon snoot the de- 
ceaMd's head off as he would take 
off tbe head of a fly. Pitta way bad 
also declared, that he should not 
mind killing Miltin if there was no- 
body by at &e time, and that murder 
would be done in the forest tlus sum- 
mer. Tbe- prisoner James had also 
sak^ •* Revenge is sweet ; ; let the 
Lord repay it.'^ He called upon the 
Jury to consider the facts with the 
utmost attention, and decide accord- 
ing to tbe evidence brought before 
tl^m with a deliberation due to the 
importance of the subject. 

• £d w. Barnes : I was at work- in a 
potatoe^field on the evening of the 
15th of June. About eight o'clock 
I saw both prisoners there, when I 
vreht away. Tliey were walking 
towards the forest. In half an hour 
afterwards I heard ^e report of a 
gtin. It was in the direction of Hens- 
grove- Forest 

- Crosa-examinedby Mr. Cubwood: 
Hie prisoners reside in the neigh- 
bourhood of Hensgrove Forest They 
have worked for me. Pittaway has 
a poiatoe-field hear mine, lie was 
looking at his own potatoes. 

Jos^h dreenaway : I have some 
potatoes in a field adjtHoitig Not- 
|iaek*8 cottage; about a quarter past 
o^t, on the .15th of June, I saw the 
pififloners there. They went by Not- 
tock'jB wall, towards Hensgrove. In 
about tein minutes I heSrd the re^ 
jwrt of a gun, and about the same 
time after I heard another and louder 
report, of a gun, as if loaded with ball 
I Jiave since had conversation with 
James ; on the. Monday after the In- 
quest waa held at the Lodge, James 
said, ^ Revenge is sweet, and let the 
Loird,repay it.*' \ ..

THE CASE OF FRANKS. 

[From the Morning Chronkle.'] 

The immense power, without a 
corresponding responsibility, vested 
in our " unpaid Magistracy," too 
often make them the scourge of their 
neighbourhoods. Of the truth of this 
position every day furnishes us with 
out too abundant proofs. — We some 
lime ago alluded to a case of peculiar 
hardship that occurred in the neigh- 
bouring county of Surrey, — that of a 
man of most excellent character, 
who suffered an imprisonment of two 
months under very peculiar circum- 
stances. As this case shows what 
may be done with perfect impunity 
in England (and we fear is far from 
a solitary instance), we shall lay the 
particulars of it l)efore our readers, 
witli some account of die previoiis 
transactions between him and his 
powerful prosecutor: — 

John Franks, labourer, is a small 
freeholder liv'mg on his freehold at 
Betchworth in Surrey. 

The freehold consbts of a cottage 
and a garden, valued at 6/. a year* 
The freehold was purchased by the 
grandfather of John Franks, and hgr 
John Franks from his own father m 
IfiOo. John Frainks was born in the 
freehold, and 8incel806 has constant- 
ly resided in it.

Kendrick ^has for se\reral years

"SO disposed, to anmy and vex a poor 
^jnan to aprodigious extent. The re- 
ibdal of Pranks to sell his freehold by 
ito means disposed Mr. Kendrick in 
his favour;. but into the statements 
weMve heard, with respect to the 
tssinntt in which this indispositioii 
tnanifested itself, we do not feel our- 
selves at liberty to enter.

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Wiilc he was in prison his wifcj 
wsis tampered with, evidently, he 
Bays, "witn a view to dispossess him 
of his freehold. She was told she 
might have ten or twelve shillings 
weekly from the parish for the sup- 
port of her family, but she was cau- 
tioned by the clergyman not to take 
any liun^from the parish, as it might 
lead to htiption, and to the loss of 
the freehold. 

Every body seems to have viewed 
the proceeding in the same way, as 
an atten^t to dispossess Franks. 

Having no aid, the family was re- 
duced io very great distress, when a 
ison of Franks,, who is a servant to 

Chitty, Esq. at Horsham, told 

the tale to his master ; said he had 
saved some money in service, and 
was desirous to assist his father, mo- 
ther, brothers, and sisters. His master 
gave him leave to go home, and he 
si^plied the family with the means of 
existing. 

When Franks had been in prison 
three weeks, and all attempts to dis- 
possess him had failed,. when every 
Dody was satisfied that Franks had 
done no wrong whatever, when the 
state in .which he and his family 
'^erc placed had excited the symjiathy 
of alt the neighbours, Mr. Kendrick 
;sent to the gaoler at Horsemonger- 
lanc to let Franks, know that if he 
"ivould acknowledge tlie crime he 
-would proceed no further, and forgive 
him; but Franks, .conscious of his in- 
nocence, would not acknowledge him- 
self a felon, and he therefore re- 
'snained fire weeks longer in gaol. 

When the time for holding the 
.Sessions. came, Franks was informed, 
and so was hk wife, that Mr. Ken- 
drick said he would prosecute him 
no farther, but had caused Counsel 
-to be retained for him. Franks says 
be has no doubt this was intended to 
.tmt'him off his ^uard, that he naight 
nave no Counsel in Court, fie^ 
howtvtr, procured Counsel, which 
«D8t him uL 5s, 

On Tq^sday, the 13th July, be was, 
.ironed and chained in the prison ca- 
ravan ^ith thirteen felons, and thir-j 



teen other persons* for misdemea- 
nours, and carried to Guilford. Ott 
Thursday, the 15th July, he was tried 
for the felony. The folfowin^is the 
account of (he trial from The County 
ChronicU of Tuesday, July 20 : — 

" John Franks (a respectal)le look- 
ing farmer) was charged m\h/elonLr 
ot^i/ stealing, at Betcn worth, a piece 
of ehn timber, value Is., the property 
of W. Kendrick, Esq. 

** A witness named Scraggs deposr 
ed to having seen a piece of elm 
slab on the Jreekold of the prisoner, 
which he fitted to some timber be7 
longing to Mr. Kendrick. 

*' The slab laid (lay) openly on the 
premises, and on his asking the eon 
of the prisoner, he said it belonged 
to his l^tlier^ and had lain there mamf 
years. 

" This witness admitted that the 
prisoner bore an excellent character, 
and was an industrious man, with^ a 
large family. 

" Another witness stated that he 
had taken the elm slab from the saw- 
pit, and left it in a meadow, and that 
he never saw it untU it was brought 
fromFranks's. 

FOR THE DEFENCE. 

" It was stated by Counsel that 
there was no evidence to prove tha.t 
Franks had ever seen the elm slab. 

" It also appeared that a neigh- 
bour, who had been repairing his 
house, askeil permission to lay some 
pieces ofwoooj &c. on his premised, 
and that Franks's boys were making 
some addition to their rabbit-hutcb 
with the piece in question. The pri- 
soner, who was committed on the 
14ih May, was instantly acquitted,, 
toth^ great satisfaction of tbeauidi- 
tors.'' 

. The trial is, we iiudcrijtand, pretty 
acciirtitely reported ii8 lt> the leadiD^ 
fac ts . On h r a acq iJ U ta) , V ran ks was 
taken from Guildford .to Brockham 
Gj-ten, within two laiiles of bis own 
bGii:>c, by a respectable miin who had 
known him from a child, a[id went 
to Guildford, as well at the request 
of his neighbours as from his own

desire to testify to the exemplary 
character of Franks. He describes 
him as having suffered much from 
his confinement A strong active 
man, he was reduced to a singular 
state of weakness by the closeness of 
has confinement ; his legs were swell- 
ed, and he was unable for some time 
to e^m his living. On leaving his 
friend's house at Brockhani, on the 
day after his trial, he went towards 
his home, but before he had gone a 
mile, he was so completely exhausted 
that he was for a time unable to pro- 
ceed; he describes his anguish as 
excessive; he thought he never 
should be able to reach home. 

Having laid the particulars of this 
case before our readers — a tremen- 
dous act of oppression, for which there 
is .no remedy — we ask,, if any one 
can wonder that the agricultural po- 
pulation of England should be in a 
most degraded condition? Here we 
have a man in a better situation than 
that of labourers in general, escaping 
lironi complete ruin and destruction 
by a miracle. The case is one among 
the many acts of oppression which 
the law permits the rich in this 
country to inflict upon the poor with 
impunity. 

We see a man who has all his life 
loogbome an exemplary character, 
the third in the order of descent who 
lived respectably on his small free- 
hold, committed on a ridiculous 
charge, under, the atrocious system 
which, as far as we know, is peculiar 
to &ig]aodaikl Ireland, of imprison- 
ii^ a man for months, in order to 
trial, without any previous sifting of 
the evidence by which the charge is 
to be proved. In no country except 
England, would John FaANKs have 
been put on his trial. No. regard is 
bad to the respectability of the indi- 
Tldual, the riaiculous nature of the 
^arge ; that charge is sworn to po- 
^tivdy, and the unfortunate man 
who, if confronted with the wit- 
nesses, would in one moment have 
shown its absurdity, is torn from his 
fym^yy/fbo are leu to starve, to mix 



with the worst descripdon of ieloiis* . 

We say that this atrocity diseraceft. 
England and Ireland alpne, mr we, 
are confident, from some knowledge^ 
of the subject, that the least respect- 
able Sherm Substitute that ever sat 
on a Bciich in Scotland within the 
last hundred yearsi would have been 
ashamed to send a fellow-creature to 
prison for a single day (not to say two 
months) for such a n)atter. He had 
become obnoxious to his rich neigh- 
bour, because he would not sell his 
freehold ; but why should a poor man 
be forced to part with his estate any 
more than a rich man ? This free- 
hold was endeared to him, as th^ 
spot on which his father and grand* 
father had lived before him ; nnd who 
would think of condemning the feel- 
ing in which his attachment origin- 
ated? It kept him far above the 
general run of labouring men, raised 
him in his own eyes, and made him, 
in fact, "the sort of man whom every 
reflecting person would be desirous , 
of seeing in his situation. His char 
racter and respectability would np(^ ^^ 
have availed to procure him, under 
his peculiar circumstances, permar 
nent employment from thjB !,rich 
gentry and farmers in the neighs 
bourbood, and he must have beei^ 
ruined aiid dispossessed of Kis pror 
perty, had he not fortunately found 
work at Lord Templetoun's, no 
other place being o\yen to him. 

The plague spot on the English 
system of Criminal Law, is rashconv- - 
mitroent. To tell a poor man, with 
a family depending on his labour, who 
has to suffer mpnths of imprison- 
ment, that he can only be punished 
after a itrial by his peers, is a crii^ 
and insulting mockery. The impri- 
sonment necessarily involves him ia 
com)>lete ruin. A piece of wood 
sawed off from the outside of ah elod 
tree, and actually r^ot worth* six 
pence, is foupd on the pr|smises^<]f 
this i^oorman. No inqmry is m£de 
how itf came there, or whether w^ 
poor man knew it was there, but he 
IS instantly apprehended as a, fejpn, 
and carried before a Magistrate; 
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Here the piece of wood is sworn to, 
and the poor man is. committed as a 
oommon thief to the County GaoU 
the very Justice who committed him 
expressing regret at the proceeding 
taken agamstliim, mxid showing this 
regret by leaving him ip the custody 
of his neirfihour/ the Constable. — 
This custody was nominal; the Con- 
stable went to his home — ^the poor 
man to his — fear was out of the 
question. He is deposited in the 
common gaol, shut up, as he says, 
with a number of the most execrable 
vnretchesj and is fed for nine days on 
a prison allowance of bread and 
water ; his family then maHe all the 
exertions in their power, spend] all 
their savings, and sell all their neces- 
saries to support him, and thus all are 
brought to great poverty. Of this 
poverty and suffering advantage b 
attempted to be taken, with a view, 
as is supposed, to rob the roan of 
hb possession, for the wife was 
offered an unusually large sum of 
money as Parish pay, and had she 
taken it, (he husband would have 
been involved in a course of legal 
proceedings which would soon have 
compeUed him to give up his in- 
heritance, and the rich man wo aid 
have added it to lii^ passeiisions, 
■while the poor niau's family would 
have become niiserable paupers, 
as almost all the Labourers of 
the South of Endund now are* Had 
he acknowledged himself a felon, to 
obtain hia Ufeny, agreeably to the 
offer madetu hiin,he would have been 
obliged to leave the neighbouThtiod ; 
but he withstood the temptation, 
bearing with his t>wn suffcrinsj-s, and 
what was still more, Uie sufferings of 
his family, exclaiiuing ** 1 never com- 
mitted a cnrtve, and would not tell a' 
lie, or condemn myself, to save ipy 
life ;" and remained in prison till the 
day of trial. Fort^malely he was on 
his guard with respect to the oWvr of 
a Counsel on the part of his prose- 
cutor, who affected to commi>=ierate 
his situation, and obtained Counsel 
for himself ; for if he hid not had ai 
Counsd, he would huve liad uo one 
to question a witness, and in all pro- 



bability would have been oonvictod: 
His employing an attimiey and out- 
lay of 21. 5«. to obtain the necessaiy 
1^1 assistanoe,were his saliratioa. 
The bailiff of the rioh nan proved 
that the piece of wood was bb, swore 
that it was worth one ikUHng, and 
that he found it on the poor man's 
prembes ; another witness in the em- 
ployment of the rich man was pre- 
sent, and ready to give evidence, bat 
the Counsel extorted from the first 
witness so many fttcts in favour of 
Frakks, and compelled him to give 
him so excellent a character, as at 
once to knock up the cause. 

There is nothing irre$;ular in this 
cas/e, nothing that tlie law does not 
justify ; and this is the evil. It b 
because the law alhvps a rich man to 
imprison a poor man lor two month$ 
on a charge of fek>ny, to defame hint 
all over the . countr}', to reduce hb 
family to misery, to bring him before 
a tribunal stigmatised as a thief 
without any proof whatever, that the 
all but valueless piece of board had 
ever. been seen by him — it is be-- 
cause the law justifies thb; because 
the rich man who does tUs suffers 
nothing in the estimation of societjrj 
^nd the poor man who suffers tms 
has no, redress, that we raise our 
voice in behalf of that unfortunate 
class of beings subject to such a 
monstK>us extent of arbitrarv bower; 
the poor, depressed, degnulea tttri- 
cultural labourers of England. The 
heart of every man of comoion hu- 
manity who leaves this metropcdb 
for a period, however shor^ to 
breathe the country air, is wrung 
with tlie scenes of misery he wit- 
nesses, and the recitals of opprefr* 
sion he hears. — His eq^ymeat is 
completely poisoned.— In the course 
of time, no doubt, his feelings would 
Income more obtuse, and fie would 
learn to regard the poor spiritless 
wretches, who dras their shrunk ill- 
fed bodies over the ek)ds,-wtth af 
much indifference as the veteran 
views dead bodies on a field of bat- 
t]e,.or aS: the|danter vie<rs the kaifics 
of the cart-wbip on the bodies of hb 
slaves. Man soon reooaciles hioh 
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3Btf ' i3»t*etciy thiogw The Coutttiy 
Geotlemem would indeed be to be 
»ilied» witro- he< not able to boar at 
Icogti^-wklitMimpanuire iiklift'erenee, 
Iber aight of a ^egriukd peasantry, 
loeafoF ai^thiogor nothing from 
tboiriiomefi, to crowd our capackHis 
fWMis^ aad -to p«op)e ibe wilds- of 
KewHoUand. 

It is because Coimtry Gentlemen 
iM^e^ sttajnod to this happy indif- 
^Mnee that we attribute the circum- 
stance^ that he efforts have ever i&een 
Hiade btf them in the Legislature to 
M>t4u^iend to so dreadful a sjrstem. 
When weiirst called the attention of 
thejpdbiic to the wrongs the agricul- 
teal kbeorers were ev^ day sufifer- 
iag'from the irresponsible autborily 
coBUBftted to the <' unpaid Magis- 
tiafeesy ' ntone were more surprised 
Aata tk» unpaid Magistracy them- 
fcttrcs, that any persotis should find 
fiwih Moth the system. Their eyes 
first began to bie opened when they 
witoiBied- the effects produced on 
4lfaees hy the notice of what appeared 
toitbem>onhr matters of course. It 
o t naed to them quite natural that 
kboorert should be trodden on by all

\M disoipk» assert, that the nu mb c i* 
of people in- diese islands, and me 
Europe generally > has prodigiouaO^ 
increased in our own time. There 
arc, however, many wbo doubt, or 
deny sOch increase^ At the head of' 
these is Mr. Cobbett. He sees, as 
welt as the Malthusian^, that, in the 
great mamifaeturing districts^ the 
number of inhabitants is swelling sa 
rapidly as to convert almost the 
whole surface of the country into 
swarming towns ; but then he -shews 
an<itlier side of the picture. He takes 
"rural rkleis'' over other districts^ 
and finds a depqf>ulatiii<^ process go^ 
ing on at a rate unparaueled, except 
by plague or pestilence, famine or 
the sword. He finds the towns w^ch 
were formerly the scats of English 
commerce, the villa^ and hamlets, 
and parishes, which, even in the 
memory of livine persons, used 'to 
be inhabited by thousands and tens 
of thousands of husbandmen and 
artificers; he finds these dwindled 
down into places the very names and 
botmdaries of which are matters for 
antiquariaBs to dispute about. Aiid^ 
all over these dep(^lated parts, he 
sees innumerable cnurches, huih ^i 
a scale e^' extent and magnificence 
wliioh show that the spots where 
they Stand must once haveheen the 
dwelling places of n thickly settled 
pbi^le ; he knows that these edifices 
sprang up wheachurch-building vna 
no matter of government patronage 
and jobbing:; and he concludes that 
the great towns are only as so many 
^ wfrsfs" upon the body polities draww 
ing away that nourishraent whi^ 
sb^ld supply strength to the whole. 
My business, however, is not se 
much to state the arguments ii«d 
for or against the noticmof UEicrease^ 
fmj^sktion, as to introduce a TUEoxi' 
wbiohivill render aW Jurther rai^ 
meni9 wmtttuartfi; fofv if it shatt^be 
shown th^ /during Uie last 'Mttf 
years, there has been a power tu 
work> which actually '^calb its huo*. 
drcdS'of thensands into existence;* 
if ft shall beskown that "this fOiimft^ 
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Im been *imly increasiOj^ in ms^^ilw 
tude, and, of course, daily ^ugment- 
itiff its'mfeiligetit creations ra an in- 
csScukiile ratio, vAtut need ^of wvitinff 
to prove that, in spite of wars and 
starvation, population is greatly mul- 
l3plied? And of -what use will be aT- 
gument agaktst ao efiect, the «atises 
of which are going forth all over the 
civilized world from the foundry of 
Messrsr BotTLTON and "Watt, at 
Bh-mlngham? Sir, this astonishing 
power has been pointed out to public 
iMtke by a gentleman who most be 
well' acquainted with its capabitides, 
and in nis words I shall beg leave to 
introduce it to yonr readers. I copy

The indigent labour* 
er% had beto stripped of all relief! 
The selfish and nllanotis oo«iw 
tiers, who bad got possessioit of 
the means of relief took cane to 
keep those means to themselTes. 
This gave rise to the cry ofsur^ 
plus populJEition then. At last, 
Powr JLows were enacted tn the 
reign of that Queen. A compid^ 
sory assessment, and distribution 
by the hands of Overseers came 
to aup^y Ite place of the natural 
and amiaUe mode of relief which 
existed before. Vkak the injiau 
tice of this. The public property, 
out of which the poor had been 
TeUeycd-, bad been seized on and 
distribated ainongst the hungry 
eourtiers^ or trans fer red to priests 
banng wives andfamilie^le main-^ 
tain..

Lord Barham seconded this reso-

A French Peer,- whose naine ire 
could not ascertain, was here iotrn- 
duced to the ! meeting. He stated 
that the Mbie Society in Pari^ fdt 
most grateful to the British and Fo- 
reign -Bible Soci^ty^or their betii^ 
cent assistance. He asiful^d tbe~ So- 
ciety that the Protestants of Prance 
were attached to^thc cause of etJo^ 
ge^ica/^ religion. [Applause.J: 

Lord Bexley movedli vote c^ thanks 
to the Members of theRoyaHFamify, 
for their continual patronage of the 
Society. 

The motion was seconded by the 
Rev. Mr. ParsiOns, and carried wifli 
moch applause. 

C.Grant, Esq. Jd. P., then appeal- 
ed, and he was received with con- 
siderable q>probation. < He took the 
liberty of moving a resolution- of 
thanks to the Vice-Piresid'efit; he 
moved it with much gratific^idn, 
for he was satisfied it wcHild be re- 
ceived by- the* nieetitog' with .mu6h 
satisfaction.

ing each other to everlasting ^re* 
You see the at once wretched and 
conceited creatures, moping back;

«aie ptowion iriiich Js*made to 
supply ihehrwants in times of iiw 
digence. They saw this prov^ 
sion passing a.way irom'themfiBr 
ever, and tbey were so ** bigoted** 
as to rejoice that the French cam^ 
and prevented theaccomplishuetft 
of the transfer. 

And now, my Lord, let me put 
tUsxjuestion toyou : Do you thinks 
that, if the present generation in 
England were toawake some morn- 
ing, and io find all the eonventa 
and all the treatment of the poor 
which existed before the wife*1in- 
ing religious letbrmer began iu» 
works ; and. if they were to Hvea 
month in this state, do you think 
that it would be very «a£e for any 
one to |nt>pose to bring them back 
to Siessieurs the Overseers, and 
to the OuNBLB^PuiN IX would not 
be the man that shonld propose it 
to them. Tt is not masses and 
imi^ges that tb^y 4hiiy£ .about ; it 
is about good treatment, good 
victuals, good drink, good cloth- 
ii^andall those things that make 
hfe easy and happy. 

I may be told, and truly told, 
that the people of Enghmd have 
been very happy, very well offi 
since Ae days : of 4he wife-killfaig 
eonfisoator. . And, as long as the 
QoveRNHent is moderate widi iti 
hand df taxation, die poor4aws 
are a sufficient security to the 
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poo^. Bat, wiien the GoTMiment 
jpresses with so heavy *a hand 
when it takes such iminense sums 
from the hibourinff classes, and 
gives them to the iolers ; w(ien it 
creates a dead-weight of six mil- 
lions a year, and makes such im- 
'mense swarms of men and women 
to be kept without labour, apd to 
breed a whole host to be kept 
without labour ^ when it keeps up 
>even in time of peace an army too 
large for a time of war ; when 
ibis is the case, the poor-laws 
must be perverted from their pur- 
pose ; the landlord will press upon 
the farmer; the farmer, in his 
turn, wiU press upon the labourer; 
kept down my force or terror on 
the one side, and compelled to 
Sttbittit to half starvation oii the 
other side, the labouring classes 
must become the most^ miserable 
of beings. No poor-laws can sup- 
ply the place of that natural, that 
amiable, that permanent mode of 
relief, which existed before the 
days of the voife-killiag confiscator. 
Things are oiily in the state in 
which they naturally must be. Jf 
the present st^te.of things had been 
intended to be produced, no mean^ 
could have beeii more wise than 
those that have been adopted.. Iii 
addition to the ever-increasing 
taxation, the value of mopey has 
been arbitrarily changed back- 
wards and forwards: At every 
change the labourer has suffered. 
Fifty years ago his weekly pay 
amounted to the price of two 
bushels of whec^t It does not now 
amount, on an average, to three 
quarters of a l\ustel of wheat; 
fend, accoidirg to Mr. Dawes' 
stai^ard, it ought to. amount to 
pnlv half a bushel of wheat. 

With a.di^ee of perverseness, 
almost without 'a -paralleli there 



afe persons still to -coateBd that 
the mcrea$e of tk^ j^uUtifimi ia 
the cause of all this nusc^iej^ 
Your Report would seem to watk 
at making it but^ that'paying wagea 
out of the poOT-rates, * is the-coi^ 
of the increase of the pop^ilfttion^ 
but is it not singularly unibrtunate, 
that the very same persons w)io 
maintain this proposition, ded^ppe 
that the increase of populatipp 
has been much greater m Ireland 
than in Eiiglawl ; and it is well 
known that in IrelfKnd thete are^i^^ 
popr-rates. This doctrine. a]^«it 
a surplus population, is extremely 
convenient to the taxers and tax- 
eaters. .You never hoar them^tiUk 
about there.beipg.a^ sui^i^9.piqpn- 
lation of dead -freight , atid iheic 
children; never hear them talk 
about a 8ui:plus: popiilatioa.^df 
itinerant knaves who. prowl^ab^ut 
this. country under th^ name of 
Ministers of the Gospel j never 
hear. them talk about a sarplos 
population of sinecure pla^^mQa 
and pensioners : it is a sumltis 
population of those who labour, 
that runs in their heads ; andtHia 
is only because ^that class have 
beien reduced to misery. ' . 

However, tlie question is, iHms 
dodtrine about population l^.any 
tbing.otherthanjponsepse^ Ifcn^ 
you to reduce thfi jf^oputatunfi^Ypu. 
dint that something must be done ; 
but you say not what. The Mottl- 
ing Chronicle, ^)ie^ g^eat a^vi^^iUe 
for reduciug of the population^and 
not the taxes, tells us that we must 
change our system. - The cha^gpe 
of system which H has in vie^i^la 
the refusal of relief to marked 

I People. It affects' to say maiwe 
abourers ' ought ' to"' MS^e'^inbre 
wages ;^ but, hojvr are.th^ulo^g^ 
more wages ! Wil] t^ ]|i|iAord' 
go to the fanner and order him^to 
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gire ins labourer more wages ?] his candles, hh soap, bis shoes. 



Wbo eke can hare any influence 
with him ! The landlord knows 
well that that which goes in wages 
he cannot haye in rent* There 
can be no poaitiye law made upon 
ihe subject. Your Lordship's Re- 
fiort would seem to express a de* 
sire to get some of the labourers 
&nt of the market, as you cfidl it 
But' how are they to be got out of 
Ihe market without putting them 
out of the world I Is it not strange, 
that this cry about a surplus po- 
pulation should never have been 
made till the com fell in price, 
and until the farmers became 
poor ? When wheat was fifteen 
Mtillings a bushel, there was no 
fault found of ibe number of la- 
bourers ; enmigh could not be had. 
But whisn corn fell in price^ and 
the taxes were, in effect^ doubled, 
then began the cry that we had too 
piany people ; and, observe, even 
while this cry is going on, the 
landlords, even in a parliamentary 
report, are encouraged to rely* 
«ipon an increased demand for 
their produce, arising oitt of an 
itt&reaife in the nopttUiHonf So 
thai, here a^e all sorts of contra- 
dictions. Thero is no one opinion 
Ih^t is not met by a counts opi- 
ntea proceeding from the same 
paffttos. All seems to be mad- 
ness. No one appears to know 
what to ih; but every one sees 
tfeOkl fbe evil goes on increasing in 
Alg^riitud^.

instead of it This shows .what a 

Eretty change there has been, 
lut if this man find relief ffoni a 
partial taking off of the Salt Tax, 
would he not find further relief if 
the other taxes were taken off! 
This seems to me to have been 
very worthy of insertion in your 
Report It seems to me to have 
been worthy of particular notice; 
The inference was, that the taxes 
were one great cause,at any rate, of 
the misery of this man and his fel« 
low labourers. It must surely make 
some difibrence whether a roan, 
if he have any beer, must pay siic- 
pence a pot for it, or whet^r he 
can get it for a |>enny. 

Here is the cause, after alL 
The place and pension list, the 
thundering standing anfty in time 
of profound peace, the intolerable 
dead-weight, kept up for the breed- 
ing of Gentlemen and Ladies, the 
Military and Naval Academies, 
the enormous pay to AmbiissadorB 
and Envoys, the Debt, the Taxes, 
that drain away all the substance 
of the people who labour : here is 
the cause« and the sole cause of all 
the misery ; and until this cause 
be removed, the misery will con- 
tinue to increase. It is of terrific 
magnitude already ; but it is no- 
thing to what it will be, in the 
course of a fcrw years. It will go 
creeping on, till, at last, the Go- 
vernment will become so encum- 
bered by it, that U.will be able to 
stir neither hand nor foot. 
This labouring man told you 
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jtMlher Aiog Terj well woitiiy of 
aoUce in TOur Repmt. He told 
•you tbat he tlid- better when bis 
srife and cbiMren used to! wotk 
«l piloting mid at faice making, 
bat that bow tbote were gone. 
Jkad did not ail the labonrers do 
better ^viien their wiyes and chil- 
dren were employed in making 
Ibose preparations for the loom, 
.which are all now made by those 
ivaasen df poor creatures, wbicfa 
the infernal system of funding has 
danwn together, to he the slaves of 
a aeiw ra^ ef lords, whom 1 call 
IbeLoidftof theLocun. Aterery 
liira we behekl the evils of tins 
ibowy system* It is a system that 
can go a oertain length, but wiuch 
can go no further ; and ours is 
get veArly tails «nd. 

However, there is no remedy 
]bnt in redamng the aotount of 
taxes le less than Qfne»4ti^' of what 
it now is; and that this remedy 
will never be adopted with the 
eort of Parliament that we now 
We, .1 a^ very certain.

Have 
they renderad his tml consistent 
with, and conducive to, the heaiUi 
of his body and the purity of bis 
mind ! Have they tended to lessen 
the distance between the Tich and 
the poor ; and thus increased Uie 
sympathy which ought to eidst 
between all classes of the' com- 
munity t — If they have done none 
of these things, why shoold tuts 
PUBLIC erect monuments to tlse 
man whose head produced th«is% 
Why should he be iramortali^red 
as a public benefactor! He 
wrought in the way of his tn^ : 
he vnrought well and wonderfiilly ; 
but he had his reward.

It has made heme a 
mere name to the thousands whom 
it congregates, shutting apart from 
each other the husband «nd wife, 
the .parent and child, for the far 
long^ half of their dajs. It has 
beaten down the barriers which 
kept the sexes at a proper dis- 
tance; it has almost annihilated 
puritj of thought, and modesty of 
language in tfa^ rising generation, 
bj assodating in one mass miJe 
and iemale children with the 
obseene proficients in ?ice and 
debauchery, and has thus estab- 
lished immense hospitals or nur- 
series of all kinds of lewdness. 
It has drawn. away the healthy 
population of our vilkiges, whose 
offspring inhaled the pure air of 
liearen/ and grew strong and beau- 
tiftil in the out of doors employ- 
ments of agriculture and handfi- 
crafi, , and has ^ called into ex- 
istence '. (Mr. Philips,) a race

sickUnessi loss of appetite, pul- 
monary a&ctions, distortionsr, 
swelled knees and ancles, diffi- 
Gultyv of. breathing, . coughs, and 
oonvplaintfl in. the breast tending 
to produce consumptions.' It has,

<-di^d Miiy27th, acMressedtoa 
Qonneercial house in Pl»ladelphia, 
ibrwarded by eaLpress from tMnee 
to l^ew York, brought by the 
paefeet to liveijiool, then to 
London by express/ and after- 
wards pubHshed in the Courier of 
the 28lh ult., as well as in the 
M(miing papers of the felkwing 
day, is now generally acknow- 
ledged to be a I'abrieation^ and we 
apprehend numbers have been 
duped by the. specious manner in 
which Bolivar's victory in Peru 
ipas' therein described. The let- 
ter, at the time, was supposed to 
bave been received by a commer- 
cial house in Philadelphia, and 
forward^ thence to New York, 
in order to catch the packet which 
left that place about the Ist July.

** The truth is, Bolivar's position 
in Peru is precarious, and the &el 
cannot be disguised, nor ought it 
to be withhdd from the British 
public. It is considered so m 
several of the last letters from 
Bogota and Caraccas, which we 
have seep, and in them also the 
attempt to reconcjuer Peru, is re- 
presented as beii^ too great for 
Cok>mbia,in her present jsituajtion« 
Nay, the withdrawing of the 
troop to such a distance, thui( 
leaving the Atlantic coast ungarr 
risoned, is openly declared to b^ 
contrary to the interests of th^ 
country. The mortality expe** 
r^enced in crossing the Isthmus of 
Panama, and going into a difie>- 
rent and deleterious climc^e, lik^ 
that of Peru, is besides a serious 
cpnsiderftion, and one that ha^ 
caused great clamour among^ th^ 
relativef of the officers au(l mw 
s^ on this distant' service. It is 
w^l kpown that the Peruvians arp 
wposed to the~ interfferenoe- of 
Bolivar; and they strongly suji- 
pect that his intentions are insi- 
dious. He cannot, consequently, 
to any great extent at least, rely 
on t|ieir co-operation, and ^yitbo^t 
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diU it cannot be expected that he 
dan sncceed. The llbyaHtt anny, 
on all ba^s, 18 acknowledged to 
be in the most efficient state. 
Since Caaterac was joined by 
Torre Tagle, he is represented as 
having in the valley of Lima an 
army eqaal to 15,000 men, and he 
and his comrades are in possession 
of the whole country^ except 
Tmxilio. 

** Since the defeat of Santa 
Cruz, affairs have materially 
changed in Peru, and this is a 
truth, we repeat, which ought not 
to be withheld from the British 
public. Canterac was always 
popular, as San Martin, who is 
now in England, had an opportu- 
nity of knowing, and has often 
acknowledged. He is moreover 
supported by the leading Peru- 
vians, not from any hopes from, 
or conneidon with, the mother- 
country; but because they are 
tired of anarchy and desolation. 
They are influenced by their own 
local interests, and prepared to 
make any sacrifice to enjoy tran- 
quillity. Their feelings and sen- 
timents, may, in some measure, be 
gathered from the subjoined pro- 
clamation, which was never yet 
published here ; and we now avail 
ourselves of this opportunity of 
laying it before the public, be- 
cause we consider it our duty to 
insert all documents bearing on 
the sul^ect before us. The Mar- 
i^uess De Torre Tagle, by whom 
jt is'issued, is a native of Peru, 
and a man of the greatest influ- 
ence among his coun^men. His 
former co-operation with San 
Martin turned die scale in favour 
of the latter ; and gave him that 
temporary success he at the time 
obtained. We have no wish to 
justify the language which he 



holds with respect to. Bolivar, but. 
the fact, that a man possessed of. 
influence .among the Peruvians 
could hold such langui^e is 
carious, and we * conceiTe &at a 
correct idea cannot be formed c^ 
the difficulties in which Bolivar 
was placed in the months of May 
and June, without this document. 

" The translation is literal : 

*^ Peruvians ! It is now time for 
you to emerge from jour error. 
The tyrant Bolivar and his mean 
satellites have wished to enslave 
Peru, and render this rich coun- 
try subject to Colombia. They 
were deceived : — The Government 
was confided to hands capable of 
resisting cowardly and destrucUve 
attempts. Nothing could make it 
deviate from the plan of your hap- 
piness. I am of opinion that you 
should unite with the Spaniards, as 
the only means of avoiding your 
own ruin, but 1 have always acted 
with honour, and without any other 
object in view than your M^elfare. 
Bolivar privately urged me to 
open negotiations for peace with 
the Spaniards, in order that he 
might gain time to reinforce him- 
sen\ and then destroy them, in- 
volving'in their ruin the Peruvians. 
I availed myself of this opportu- 
nity advantageously to obtain your 
union, and thus avoid your destruc- 
tion. In the occurrence which 
has taken place in the fortress of 
Callao, 1 have had no part Bo- 
livar withdrew his own troops, and 
he fixed upon those which were to 
occupy the fortifications. 1 bad 
no relation whatever with the sol- 
diers of the Andes. His object 
was to put an end to the Peruvian 
Grovemment, and it became ne- 
cessary' for him to lender it odious 
and represent it as being trsutor- 
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QiiB. He sought; to sacrifice na» 
merous victims, and to this tbe Go- 
vernment could not consent. He 
sought to . destroy your fortunes, 
and I was incapable of rendering 
jou unhappy. He sought, in short, 
to kill me, together with many 
other good men and friends of 
yours, and Heaven has preserved 
us from his persecuting rage. All 
will I prove by authentic docu- 
ments which I have in my posses- 
sion. 

" Peruvians ! — Bolivar is the 
greatest mmister existing on the 
earth. He is the enemy of all 
honourable men, of all who are op- 
posed (o his ambitious views. The 
national army offers to you a per- 
manent security. To join it, the 
highest authorities, and the men 
most respectable in the country for 
their Virtues aiid services, have 
hastened. 

" Soldiers of Peru! — You have 
made great sacrifices in the cause 
of liberty; come now and enjoy 
real freedom in the arms of your 
brethren ; those of liolivar would 
only be opened to destroy you. 



Men of all classes inhabiting Pern, 
unite and come to save your coun- 
try, which BoHvar sought to con- 
vert into a desert. Follow the 
example of an honourable citizen.

" Marquess de Torbb Tagle."

Looking into the history of this 
part of the Act, 1 find that Clause 
182 made part of the old Highway 
Act, and has been a long time in 
ft)rce ; only, that it is new as 
belonging to the Turnpike law. 
— Clause 15 likewise was a 
part of the Highway Act, origi- 
nally. And it has been upon 
these two clauses, so far, that the 
names of the owners have always 
been put upon tl)e carts used on 
highways. But the Turnpike Act 
now has these material additions, 



one being the whole of CkmteTS, 
which is, that, further for the dis- 
coTcry of offemien, who are fte 
drivers of the carts, tke wwnersare 
to be iwnmonett^ and the other, 
the words in Clause 15, that tbe 
names of the owners shall be at 
full length. The greatest amount 
of penalty has always been five 
pounds ; but, until this alteration, 
in the direction as to the paintings 
of the names, there has been the 
Ibwest penalty fixed also, and 
which was twenty shillings. Thi& 
has been when the offence would 
be, by not obeying the direction 
of the Act, tO'Omit wholly, at least 
either one of the names, or a part 
of the description of the place of 
abode; so that the effect would be 
approaching to an' omission of the 
whole. Referring to Clause 15, 
and reading it without the words 
at full length, the reason of this 
is very clear. We perceive, also, 
now that there has been this addi- 
tion, this complete filling up in 
Clause 15, that the fine stands very 
different, it being left discretionary 
with the Magistrate, under Five 
Pounds ; and as he has to appor- 
tion fines, or penalties, according 
to this clause, for all the different 
degrees of omission, from the omis- 
sion of the whole name and ad- 
dress, to the omission of a single 
letter, the reason of the new fixing 
of the fine thus is also very clear.

instead of William, had, 1 found, 

cost three persons twenty shillings 

' each, and one person forty shii' 

. angs, in virtue of the intbrmation 

cf Johnson, and the decision of 

Mr. Hanson. There may have 

been, and, indeed, hacve be^ a 

. gfeat number of such cases | but 

these four were mentioned to me 

iwith ail the particulars. 

The hardihip of these cases is 
a thing for the Pablic, and more 
especially the Parliament, to re- 
flect upon. How few are there 
who can get at Acts of Parlia- 
ment t Can they be got at by ten 
out of the probably five hutidred 
<mrt-o#ners. in the parishes of 
Kensington, Chehea, and Ful- 
bam ? How w^re tfa^se men to 
Afippose, that they had c6m»itted 



a peaid oilsiee in mtiag^ Wi£l^. 
instead of 'WtLLtAM? The 'one 
waa as good a designation oC them 
as the other. '^ In -tite- vMst of 
life we are in death ;" and^it seems, 
in tke mUst of inmnxnee wt «re 
eriminabi 

Howerer ,' an mparHmi « in- 
fliction of these jpunisbments 
seemed to be proper. That <idiich 
was law for the Tac^-Ass-cort man 
was certainly law tfor the Peer. 
Therefore, having obtained . the 
neces^ry evidence, I went, ac- 
companied by Mr. Thomas Poyn- 
TEB, JuN. on Monday the Iflfli 
instant^ to Mr. Hanson, and re- 
quested to have summonses for 
the following peers and other 
rich people, viz. : The Dmke of 
Devonshire; Lord Ellenborough; 
Lord Sidmouth ; the Bishop, of 
Londonj Lord iJHfden ; Lord 
Duncannon; Lady Banks; Coun^ 
tess Berkeley ; Count St: Anionio. 

All these wei^ in the constant 
and open vi^ation of the law. 
They had neither their ehristum 
nor surname on their carts ; or, 
at least, only one or two had even 
the surname. They had their 
titles; but the law malces no ex- 
ception as to titles; and it says 
that all shall put their christtfm 
and surnames.

It vappears not wholly 
unnecessary to de^ribe somefijiat 
minutely this O^ce, or Jnstioe" 
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. r<HMii» .wjiidi we were in ; for, 
from that description, Ihe public 

. will be better able to form .a cor- 
rect opinion ¥rith respect to the 
style and manner of these proceed- 
ings. ThehouseofMr. Hamsonib 

, 80 situated at Hammersmitii that 

• it can be seen by those who go on 
' the Thames, but, it is at the back 

of all. the houses which are to be 
\ seen from the road which is nearest 
lo the river, and, as the approach to 
it from the straight road is by very 
mean houses and a very .bad path, 
one would be extremely tipt to 
miss it in finding one's way to a 

- justice. This would be extremely 
iliatural, and I found it so when 
making Hmy way thither with* Mr. 

' Poynter ; for, though he had been 

• thCTC a few days before, and, in- 
deed, bad been there several 
times, we had considerable diffi- 
culty to make it out. In order to 
point out the spot exactly, I must 
say that it is almost adjoining to 

- the moifth of the sewer or •' canal" 
at Hammersmith ; there is a foot- 

' bridge across this sewer, very near 
-to where it empts itself into the 
Tharaes,and, after a few steps along 
alittlepath which goes offobHquely 
from the bridge, between half ado- 
zen very small houses, you are at 
Mr.HA^soN'sgate. Having arrived 
at his house, and having rung at 
his bell, which^ for persons who 



come upon josittce^Hisiness, is at 

the back door, we w«re showed by 

a womian servant down stairs, 

through thekitchen,isliU> the wa^ 
AoaSe. : . He^ it was wbeare, as I 
have said, we found the Justice, 
with,the poor, woman, for whom 
he was making out the warrant. 
We wailed vrl^: this : was doing. 
The pl^^re was under ground ; the 
ceiling about six feet and a half 
high, a small place of course, 
beuig one part out'of im e^u^ di- 
vision into tbur^ as it appeared, of 
the underground part of a small 
house, andat mo8tl6ieet by 14. 
This, was. the wash-hojiis<e> and 
there was an intolerable smell of 
lie. There was nothing in it but 
fixtures, no chairs to sit down. 
The coppers were cmered over 
with green baize. , The ^a6/e of 
fees was nailed up against the 
wall. '. The walls were extremely 
dainp, and, indeed, being under 
ground, there being only one small 
>vindow, and it l)eing the wash' 
house, this was unavoidable; how- 
ever, there was no fire. The Jus- 
tice sat under the window, for 
light, which came down upon him 
as he sat, the window being ne- 
cessarily pretty high up. I mis- 
staled that (here was no moveable 
furniture, as the Justice had a 
counting-house desk of this sort, 
which rested upon something ; be- 
sides which, he had a chair. As 
the poor woman went away, 1 per- 
ceived that as to tlie fees the Jus- 
tice sometimes acts as clerk to 
himself 

The poor woman being dismiss- 
ed with her warrant, and having 
thus taken notice of the place we 
were in, I told the Justice what I 
wanted. And this is my memo- 
randum of what passed between 
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ii8.-*l found btm extremely dis- 
posed to hesitate ; he at first ob* 
serred that I had better make my 
application at Bow^treet, This 
I did not wish to do ;' I told him 
so. He looked at the list of names 
which I gare him with a great deal 
of apparent smrprise ; observed 
that theie were all nobles of the 
'- land. He expre^ed great doubts 
' whether he could summon them ; 

• he said he believed they M^re al- 

• lowed to use carts of certain de« 
scriptions without having names 
upon them. The sort of ' carts, 
however, which these were, we 

' explained to him ; and th^y were 
the same as other people's carts ; 
thcfse carts were not used without 
siny description of the owners 
npon them, out, they had not their 
' names. Then it was his doubts 
. whether, if they had the tiUes of 
the owners, that were not suffi- 

• dent. In spite of all I could say, 
he said he must be allowed to have 
his doubts ; that he must consider 
of it ; there were nine summonses 
to be filled up ; I ofi^red to fill 

- them wp if he would give me the 
' forms. For 1 did not ofior him the 
written summonses 1 had with me, 
till I found that would be most 
convenient. There now arose a 
new difficulty, before the other 
was got over, about these forms of 
summonses. I had in my pocket 
one which he had lately issued for 
the Informer Johnson. This was 
in print, and dated at Hanson's 
house, in print. It is endorsed 
in print for the Turnpike Act, 
" 4tD George 4. cap. 95/* and 
the ofi^nce against the section 15 
is filled np in print, so it is exclu- 
sively for this offence. I expected 
to find these forms ready at the 
lH>use of the Justice. However, 
he said he had none! Askilig 



how I was to get them, he pointed 
out the printer's name (W. Glen- 
dinning, 25, Hatton-garden). I 
wanted to know whether, in ob- 
taining these forms at the printer's, 
if I were to do it, I should have to 
pay for them. He said, that of 
course ; and in addition to the feet 
I shoiild have to pay him, I ex* 
pressed my curioitity to know how 
these forms should be thus printed 
exclmively for him " at his dtcd^ 
ling house at Hammersmith,*' 
and he not have them and they 
not belong to him ! This Magis- 
trate seemed to me to be a good 
deal puzzled himself; but, I should 
not omit to state that, throughout 
our conversation, he repeate4)y 
told me that in all cases m which 
he acted as a Magistrate, he never 
acted from corrupt motives; he 
said that nobody could accuse hiin 
of doing this. In speaking in this 
way, which he did a good deal, he 
mentioned the cases which came 
before him for over^loading of 
coaches, as well as those of the 
cart-owners ; he very much com- 
mended his own conduct through- 
out all his proceedings in the fines 
he inflicted ; as to the ends of jus- 
tice, it was this whidi he had ever 
in view ; he even was condescend- 
ing enough to assure me that his 
motives and my motives were the 
same. As to what he sh'oiild do 
in this new case which I brought 
to him, be said he should act with 
the same upright intentions^ but 
he should take advice first, 1 
had made great objections to pay- 
ing for the printed forms if I should 
have to go for them to the print- 
er's ; now he said if I would wait, 
he would get them from JohaMn 
the informer, who would be there 
on Wednesday! In the mean time 
he would consult with his man of 
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.fctMlniwy and I ^eeuld ^eatt atet 
tbat<— It WM not eoavanient for 
fine to wait, and t tben tendered 
.^ auramonses I bad for him to 
jign. !Nowliel»donly terelii9d 
«r to skn them, they beiD9<|ai<4 
ready ; but he refused at • present, 
.tfid appokited the uelt Thurtdayi 
— tTo bjGiiVe' two clear days 4o .wn^ 
aider d90utgiviiig>a^uinfD0!^pre- 
amiies « great deal of eonsidera-^ 
tion on the part of the Magistrate; 
Htsjwasen was that the thing 4Ud 
mat presSf which he re^^atedorer 
end over, and -said he was not 
obliged to grant the saaamonfles 
sooner tiuuoi he thouf^t prop^. 
Desired me to -fix my own. time 
aller Wednesday. He had told 
me before that ** Johnson ^e In* 
Somer'' was to be at hi^ house on 
Wedne»day ; why he should want 
not to see me agam till after this 
time I could not see, from the 
leasons he gave^ and told him I 
caald hot wait; that m^ ease 
pressed a& muelh as that ot Hae- 
woos (to whom lie had seDt the 
IHTiBted summons) who was sum- 
moned (by post) only the day be* 
toise he was fined. 1 told him that 
though he were not obliged to 
grant the summons^ he was obliged 
to refuse, b» I believed, if he. did 
not. I said that I was willing not 
to hurry him if he had doubts 
what to do, bat that I wished him 
either to grant the summonses^ or 
refuses without delay, after he^bad 
Jiadhtsconsultation. He then fixed 
the next morning, and we came 
-away. 

, lliis was what I noted down 
-after I left Mr. Hanson. Bear* 
ia^ in nmd what he had let drop 
«JtHftlit the ^ofti^'^peaple, who, it 
Appeared, were likewise a race 
pretty much bunted up to him 
under penid statutes^ and that

I coidd not have any of hia^ sam- 
monses : if Mr. Hansjon -had^aay, 
he had them of Johnson; thistiu- 
lied with what he had himself told 
me. JoKNSON, they told me, lives 
at No. 7, Thomas^street, Penton- 
ville. The summonses, in the 
printer's bill to Johnson, cost 
about Of. the hundred.

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'Having jnfonned. you what I 
thus learned about the history of 
these printed summonses, and lay* 
ing this copy of one of. them after 
it has been used for the informer's 
purpose, and now knowing a little 
more of the informer, 1 have now 
to relate my second visit to Mr. 
Hanson, which was on the follow- 
ing morning, by his appointment, 
to receive his answer to my ap- 
plication, accompanied again by 

Mr.PoYNTBB. 

He said he was ready to sign 
the sumtnpnses I had requested 
the day before. He appointed 
the Mpnday following (the 23d) 
at twelve o'clock ; I inserted this 
appointed day in the summonses, 
at his desire. The more regu- 
lar way being for the parish con- 
stable to be employed in the serv* 
ing; in this case he said they 
should be served in that way, and 
he kept the summonses to give 
them to the constable himself 
Therefore, he agreed with me 
as to the peers being equally 
liable with other persons to be 
summoned, at any rate ; how they 
were to be fined was what I had 
to watt for; but he satisfied my 
curiosity in some measure by a 
conversation which he introduced 
about the ill effects of, the Turn- 
pike Act, which he described as 
an Act that must be altered (if not 



repealed) next Session of Paiiii^* 
ment ! This was surprising, that 
he should only just find out the ill 
effects ojL'. the Act upon our visit, 
and speakW it as a novelty, and 
as if it bad not. been passed in the 
Session before the last, and as if 
its ill effects had not been felt ever 
since the passing of it ! This con- 
versation was not drawn forth jipr 
iLcpt up by any thing that was- 
said by us. He read the' new 
clause (15), coaarpared it with ib^ 
old one (119 of Act 3. G«6. 4. e. 
126) , showed how hejjMts compel- 
led to execute it; but said that as 
to the fines, he had reduced them 
very much in reducing them four- 
fifths, and informed us that he bad 
qitaihed many informatiims. He 
said, that he could not be punished 
tor any thing which he had done 
in the execution of this Act The 
altering of this law, however, was 
a thing which must take place, 
he told us ; he said another thing, 
which was {en^attcndant) that he 
should, when more people were 
brought before him, inflict smaller 
penalties; much smaller penalties 
than he had. What was tbi^? 
Was there a way out this way for 
the Peers ! If we had been able 
(0 put salt upon their tails, were 
we not to catch them after all! 
I could not help having an eye 
upon this ; however we took this 
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for a jnece of good*wiN towards 
the poer,"^ and, bekig rery well 
satisfied with the prospect of 
meeting with the Peers on M on- 
d$j, hid Mr. Hanson good morn- 
ing. 1 should bare said he did hot 
now receive us in the wash-house ; 
and he avowed us lo go out 
dlOrough a garden which he has^ 
by which we got straight to Ham-

. After this, T, of coi^e, was 
waiting for Monday, when I was 
to attend at his house for 4l^ re- 
turn of the summonses. Ni)tw, 
Sir, on Monday, comes the eni| 
of the matter by my finding that 
it had been a futile attempt which 
I had made to *' pull up," as we 
say of others, the Fsers of the 
Realm before Mr. Hanson. He 
had sent me a letter, on the Thurs- 
dHy, in words as follows : .

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the ]av« at ««n as be had kept 
always within its ipeaniiig,. Never- 
theless, fioe and costs the same as 
Harwood ; and be^tides these two, 
there were Jifteen other* dealt 
with in the same way for similar 
offences on the same day. 

Mr. HsAYV, a fruiterer, and 
Mr. GuNTEB, had been fined, on 
a, fonner occasion, for having 
Tim*, and Rob'^ for their cbris- 
tifin names. Nobodv ever pre- 
tended that they could be puzzled 
by TiM^. or Rob'. That was not 
tiie question ; therefore .fines and 
costs again the same as for Will**. 
When IHlesBrs. Heavy andGunter 
were thusfined; therewere then also 
agreat concourse of people at your 
house, who had been assembled 
by your summonses for the sane 
offences, all of whom you fined in 
the same amount, without any ^Ex- 
ception that I have heard of ; 

• Before this, ^ there was one 
WiLL% whom you fiaed forty 
tkillmgs^ besides the same costs. 
This was Mr. Howard, for pre- 
Cff ely the same thing as the twenty 
shillings were laid upon Atr. Har- 
wood for. I mentiijn Ais boeause, 
as to the amount of fine, that was 
sofaetinies more, though never less 
than what I have stated. 

. < A man of tb^e nCanle of Kility 
KiLBY had written his name at 
full length, but it was, on his cart 
in a half'Circle. — ^The Act says 
thatthelines aretobe#lraf^A/;the 
names are to be jn legible letters^ 
which are to be in straight lines.' 
Whattfi#dtl couM this direction 
of the Act have, but that the legible 
letters shou^ also be so put thai 
the names' which they were to 
compose might be read ! In 
commg to give directions, it ia easy 
to agree that the Act could not en- 
tertain fAncifal methods ol' Writing, 



and said '' straight line." Now 
KiLBY^s painter fancied a semi- ' 
circle ; but, he painted Kilby's 
name in very plain Roman letters ; 
the name could be read jiist as : 
well as if it had been in a straight * 
line ; and, a very material thing • 
besides is, that this name could 1 
undoubtedly be much better re- ' 
membered as he had put it. — ; 
However, it was not in a straight . 
line, and, Shr, you were abput te ' 
fine Kilby for this, forty shiiiinffs^ t 
but as he eould not pay that sum, r 
you reduced it to tif7ffi/3^. 

Neither are the pec^e whom' 
you have fined amongst the in- . 
habitants of your own neighbour- - 
hood only ; nor have vou refbsed . 
to fine others when me ofR&nces 
were committed likewise at a ^s- ^ 
tance off. One instance of which 
is, that the cart of Mr. GaxxN 
at Knightsbridge, had been- on 
a turnpike road in^ Westminster, 
within a few hundred yards of 
Queen«square. It had on it the 
WiLL">. again, and you fined Mr. 
Gbexn the same as the rest 
This was in February last. Biit^ 
I believe, in all the instemco I 
have given, indeed, the otfedces 
have be^n in Westminster. I 
have no means of knowine allthft^. 
persons whom yon have med,' by 
great numbers ; it is only by merer ' 
accident that I became acquaint- 
ed with the particulars relating 
to some; for, nothni^ tailspireai 
about the proce^edihgps ander the 
Turnpike Act at your house, and, 
as 1 said before, Ido%ot hiowef 
any account whxeh is kspt of the 
fines. 

When Haewood was before 
you, theiie seemed to be everr 
reason for him to flatter himself 
with the ho{>e of lenky. In ih^ 
first phce his non^ was to plain. 
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J. R Spixiid, a neighbour of hi«, 
had been fined, at Queen-square, 
only./ve shmmg$. Spinks had 
nrriUen this name of his thus, not 
at lengthy in an irregular line, in 
nneyen letters, and which were 
partly worn off : so thiU the name 
could not be known. Then, if it 
were only matter whereon to con- 
gratulate Spinks, that he bad been 
taken notice of by one of the Po- 
lice, there were informalities in 
the proceedings against Harwood. 
The summons liad not been served, 
for it came by post; this; how- 
ever, you informed him was al- 
lowed by the Police Act, and that 
it saved him expense. But there 
was no informei''8 name. You 
pointed out these words in the Act, 
Tiz. ," The forms of proceeding re- 
^' lative to the several matters con- 
*' tainedi in this Act, which are 
*' herei^njto annexed, may .be 
'* used, and no ofcyection stiall.be 
^'made, or advantage taken for 
^^ want, of form in any such pro- 
*' ce^diiigs by any person or per- 
**.8ons whomsoever. The fining of 
Harwood succeeded this; there- 
fore, it is dear that you founded 
your rule of proceeding upon the 
bare words to be found in the Act 
of Parliament', the adhering to 
which inde^, it appears, that you 
then thought necessary^ in order 
to be impartial, as you had just 
told. the friend of Mr.. Smith, from 
Aldersgate-street, in answer to all 
bis- representations, ^Uhat you 
** should be upworfhy to.sit where 
*^ you did as a Magistrate, did you 
*' not execute justice impartially !" 
I have no. occasion to take. notice 
of what you did with any of the 
fifteen others, whom I before men- 
tione;d, anc} who remained to be 
convicted after. Ha^woop.) But 
a case ofanother description came 



before you, before he, with Mn ' 
Poynter, quitted you. Jqhk • 
Steal, a labouring man whO' 
works for Mr. Poynter, requested 
summonses for Loan Holland, 
and five other Noblemen. Steal 
you asked who he was? Whether 
he had relief from the parish? 
Who was his employer? Whether 
Mr. Poynter fxaUi him to go* 
about informing against Noblb* . 
MEN 1 It ended by your telling 
him, at the suggestion of your^ 
clerk, to bring the summonses 
ready filled up, and that then yon 
would sign them. 

Now, Sir, it is after all this that 
I go to you to summon the Duke * 
OP Devonshire, Lobd Ellen- > 
BOROUGH, Lord Sidmoutb, and- 
the Bishop of. London ; they; 
put no names on their carts, and- 
you refuse to summon them, be- * 
cause they put their titles, by 
which you say they, come within 
the meaning of the Act. What, 
then, is hot the same reason a^'. 
good, for I one man as it is for 
another 1. Is not^he object of the 
Act the same with regard to both ? 
Supposing that the Duke of 
Devonshibb have, then, though 
he has not followed^ the words of' 
the: Act, answered the purpose 
which was intended, by having 
put his, title: had not Harwood' 
also answered that purpose, and' 
very amply? Let me ask you. 
Sir, if the same purpose were not 
already ana^pered in the cases of 
the. other Williams and of tbe 
Timothys and Roberta, who, io 
the number of some scores have 
been, at different times, herded 
together at your house, suimnaned 
by Yon, convicted by you, and 
finedf by you ? How is" it, then* 
that you decline to summon the 
iDuKis upon that same reason

^hat they are before. 1 can sum- 
inon lum ? Aa you4iave given me 
n, reason which, you extract from 
the Act, allow me to . make an ex- 
tract in answer to it. Sect. 182, 
<for which see cap. 126 of 3 Geo. 
4.) eiuiiiQerates the offences for 
which fines ^e 4d be inflicted on 
the drf?ers of carts/ Sect 15. (of 
4 JGeo. A) says, that for the bet- 
ter discovery of. the offender^ the 
cjjuristwin jm snmames > of the 



owners* are to appear on ^e carts. 
Sect. 73 ^the same Act 8a3^ fai^ 
therj that the owners aife to be 
summoned to answer for the dri- 
vers. Now, the present (i^lcnlty 
with the I^iAeof ©evonsliire, ac- 
cording to your showlilg, is, tbait' 
if 1 go to you, for an offence eom^ 
raitted against ^ect.

&o that, there is an absolnle 
hnpossibility, for any thing con- 
tained in this law, so fin*, of bring- 
iing this Duke to justice. I mean^ 
that he cannot be brought to h«ve 
penalties inflicted vpon liira as 
they can be inflicted npon ane^er 
m»in, 'Hiisis what I hare be^n 
iiffonned by yout letter, in answer 
to the ap^eation I have madb to 
yon. Sir. 

The same reason which you 
give for not summoning the Dake, 
Lords and Peers, applies e^aMy 
well to Count St. Antontp and tfcie 
other persons I liad informed 
against; these, however, you are 
ready to scmfmon, upon my fnr-> 
nishing their -ehristian oiid svr- 
names ; I do not imderstand upon 
what principle you make tiie ain*- 
tinotton ; and as to this, it is jnst 
as dificult to famish the names in 
'one c»se as in the other; Ae 
Count is a foreigner, and i cannot 
be acquainted with his name bettar 
than 1 fi^oeld with that of the 
Bishop, supposing him to hsfe 
lately come to his See, and to %e 
mfw translated to andher. 
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I beg to a^,! that, iheoaee 
beiiig as it is with regard to ob- 
tainiiig JQstice . against^ a Dalve,< I 
consiifer it useless. to make any 
furtberapplio^tiontojou.

The remarks "of which I spoke 
faelbre, as demanding the attention 
of the Poblie, nelate to the dts-^ 
pgsal of the penalties., ^We see 
hoiw in4imduah 9iXQ d^w^^eA. of 
wiio are to pay* penalties. But, 
the interest Which the |n(Wtc have 
is a thing to which J have to call 
the' *attdntion-€if yeilr r^dexs; 
The Act provides (sect. 14l of 
3 Geo.. 4. cap. 126, that "the 
" iQCmies arising by such penal* 
** ties,' forfeitures, and fines re- 
" fipeetively, tvhen paid or levied, 
'* if not otherwise directed to be 
*^apipiied by this Act, thall be 
*^ from time to time paid^ one 
" moiety thereof to the informer 
" or pertoA suing for and reeoi^^- 
" ing the same^ and the other 
" moietg to the treasurer or- trea» 
^* tnre9s,'io the irustees or comr 
f* rtiissimers for repairing and 
" maintaining the road on which 
^ «iieh offence afaaM have been 
^^ Cotnmitted, atid appfiecl and

W^-see the numerous penal en- 
actmeaits ; we fee how tl^y are 
cairied . into effect, and thi» u A^ ; 
way in which the peij^alties aretp , 
be disponed of. There is no fear . 
that the infoixner will. have his 
half; but, ^ the treasurer of Uwe 
road;'' it is merely said that the* 
other Jialf is to be paid to him. 
He cannot know w^at penalties 
ought ito be paid to hiraj and 
who is to know what penalties 
there Are in . the hands of the. 
Justice] Who has authoritg to 
demand them from the Justice! 
Who is to give a receipt for them ? 
What control i» there? What 
audit ? It is impossible to estimate 
the amount of money which mdy, 
in the course of a year, be taken 
from th^ people in penalties. 
JoHNspx, who is one informer 
only^ shows us how people are' 
brought toi be convicted • he has 
his forms of summons by the hun- 
dred j he has men to Assist him in 
laying the informations. In the 
case of bakers, offenders against 
the gatne laws, ttnd ihany bthers, 
half the penalty goes to the Kfng^ 
or to the Parish; biit, tf?^, belong- 
ing to ^* the King" or to "the 
Parish,'* has a righl to call upon 
any Justice/^ m^ ihofe of any 
pendlty? . 
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In the present case some of the 
offences are committed on the 
Kensington • road ; some on the 
Hammersmith-road -, some on the 
Uxbridge-road ; in short, on an^^ 
Toad in the county. And how are 
the trustees of these roads re- 
spectively to know what penalties, 
belonging to them, Afr. Hanson 
has in his hands ! They haye, none 
of them, any authority to go to 
ask him any thing about the mat- 
ter. There is no clause in the 
Act that provides any control in 
this respect ; no clause that says 
when the money shall be paid 
over! Nor is there any general 
law that touches the subject, or 
that makes the Justice subject to 
inquiry touching a matter of such 
deep interest to the people ; for, 
supposing him to be scrupulous in 
paying over every one of the nu- 
merous half-penalties that he re- 
ceives ; supposing this, and 1 do 
not wish the public to suppose the 
contrary, «tiU we must allow, that 
it is possible that there might be a 
justice of a different description ; 
one that yvovli pocket a large pari 
of the half'penalties ; and, then, 
imagine the lot of a people, who 
should be exposed to such a juS' 
Uce, cO'Operaiing and combined 
with common informers !

they knew any thing of the mur- 
der. > '' f n the most, seriom and 
pathetic manner," says the paper, 
" which we scarcely think it pos- 
" sible for guilty, lying wretches 
** to assume at the very dose of 
*^ their mortal, existence, they, 
" kneeling at the altar, poured 
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*' on^ as i| were, their wtiole souls 
^< to Grod, passioiiately implored 
'' his foiigivettess of their iHunerooB 
** siitt««nd adied an kirn to shower 
*^ down his ^ttemt vengeance on 
*^ their heads if they were guilty of 
*^ the crime for which they were 
*^jwt going to die. They then 
'^ turned to Mr. Brown, took him 
/' by the hand and asked him if 
'* be beliered (hey could be such 
*^ wicked wretches as to die with 
*^ lies in their mouths'! They were 
*^ most earnest in this Aeir solemn 
*^ question ; they begged he would 
** say if he thought them guilty of 
•' the murder. Mr. Brown replied, 
>' ^ he did not imagine it possible 
** that men would be so abomi« 
**• nably wicked and foolish as to 
*' leave the world uttering lies with 
** all the torments of eternity be- 
*^ fore them, and he hop^i and 
** trusted they would not. — They 
*^ again dedared their innocence; 
^ * and received the Sacrament with 
** the most fervent devotion, ex- 
'' pressing their confident hopes of 
** salvation through the merits of 
*' their Redeemer. They heard 
'^ the clock strike eight, and ex* 
^' pressed their sorrow at having 
"^ still another hour to live ; but 
** Mr. Brown repressed their im* 
" patience, and begged them to 
/* continue t^eir devotions. James 
** then requested Mr, Brown 
^ would muke known to the public 
" their declarations of innocence, 
*' he being too weak and exhausted 
<* to addr^s the spectators as he 
*' had intended. When the fatal 
** hour arrived, they took a final 
*^ leave of their spiritual attendant, 
*' as^etided the platfiutn, and m a 
" few minutes were knehed into 
"eternity."

perSfl forget whicb> a p«MPagra]^ 
by the Editor, speakiog in fttraiiis of 
uubduaded praise of my eonduet 
towards Qyrnb. The plain facts 
are these : From the first landing 
of Byane^ and. from the landing 
of his femily, my house was al- 
^yays open to the^« The whcde 
femily had a. general invitation, 
of winch they did my family* gr^t 
pleasure to accept of, to come 
and spend every Sunday at Ken- 
sington, where they certainly par- 
took of that good living, which 
never, thank God, has been absent 
from a house thai called me Mas- 
ter. On their. part, there was ai- 
rways the. greatest decency of 
behaviottr. My whole family 
were pleased with them. My 
servants all liked |hem. Many, 
and many ^ poor m^n and poor 
family have profited very largely 
from our disposition to be good 
to them. This is the only Xri^h 
family, that we .ever l^ad to. treat 
in tms sort of way; audi. must 
«ay, that it is the onfy poor family y 
that I have ever fonnd justly to 
estimate the favour. There was 
a pretty long time that this inl^r- 
course continued. We knew 
Byrnb from Septen^ber 1822, to 
July 1B24; and, diu*ing the whole 
(^tnat time, there was no one act, 
no one word on the part of 
Bi^RNB or any of hi^ famuy, cal- 
culated to diminish those teelings 
of regard, which I bad conceived 
for him on account of his, un* 
merited bufferings. I think non 
thing that I evjer bestowed, upon 
anybody, even upon my i. own 
Undred, ai^d ^ildr^, betiter be-; 
stowed th$ui tbal vtittcb I have 
begtowed upon Byrne and his 
femily. I thall always feel an

We must now, however, leave 
the family for the present ; but-^ 
think it right to say somethiog with 
regard to the daughter that re^ 
mains here. At my expense sjbf^ 
has been taught^ to platt straw and 
to kpit and make bonnets* She 
is about eighteen years of age, a 
very interesting, modest and s^ea- 
stblegirl. Far, very fa^ supe- 
rior in understanding to the gen^ 
ral run of yoiuig women of har 
rank in life. Her father left the 
six pounds to furnish her with de* 
cent oiolfaing, and to enable her 
to accept of any situation that 
might happen to offbr itself^ that 
might be suitable for her. At pre- 
sent, she has a lodging suitable for 
her, near lo . our house in Fleet- 
street ; and she boardsi and : worku 
at tTiat house. In short, she |3 
safe under our protection . She i s 
capable of teaching b6th platting 
and k-nitting of bonnets. She 
wears a bonnet now of her ow» 
making from the straw, and she 
has sent one to her mother: She 
is capable of teaching the whole 
of the business, and I recommend 
her in that capacity to any lady 
or gentleman vfho may be in want 
of sttdii a person. But, in the 
meanwhiley she has a home,«ueh 
as very few young women in ber 
rank of life can have. 

This is the part that J' have 
acted towards the cruelly treated 
6y»ne and his tamily., tet 
others, who are much mo^ able, 
4o only a. little,, each of them/ ta-^ 
li^rds rubbing out the .marks dT 
the laches, which the bloody 
Orangemen of Ireland, have m^ 
fticted upon the backs of the faith* 
ful and laborioui^ Cathf^cs. Fqr 
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my part, I camu>t hear iHAont 
inaiiniiation of petitions for giVing 
Ireedom to foreign nations ; of 
wuhttriftimufoT the Chreeks, or of 
any thing ot the sort, while six 
miMions of our own fellow subjects 
teem to have not a drop of blood 
in them that they can call their 
own, on account of the bloody 
crew that has continually the lash 
or the bajTonet ready for ihero. 
So much injustice and cruelty 
never was before exercised in the 
world, and never before was there 
vengeance, such as will finally fall 
upon the heads of the perpetrators. 

Bybmb has published a letter 
in one of the Dublin newspapers, 
e:i^pre8«ive ofhis gratitude towards 
time from whom he received 
kindnesses in England. It does 
great honour to him, as well as to 
them; and I here insert it for the 
public perusal.

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«aiid unpaid fellows with power 
to apprehend, to commit, to hear^ 
to re-hear, to re-commit, to inflict 
penalties, to indict thd lash, to 
send to the tread-mill, to imprison 
from one day to four years and a 
half aye, and to transport to 
foreign parts into the bargain : 
as there are, at least, about 
twenty thousand of these men, 
and, as the pretence of their being 
»• UNPAID," is to make them 
irresponsible, the *' liberties of 
Enigliskmeny* lure, at last, become 
something too farcical to be a sub- 
ject of serioiis observation. Let 
only the doctrine of Sumner be 
adopted, and we have twenty 
tbotisand petty tyrants in England 
•aad Wales. Power over your 

• neighbour, without re3ponsib]lity, 
is tyranny; and tyranny is never 
so detestable, never fills one with 
so much indignation, never ekcites 

' 80 keen a desire to obtain revenge, 

- as when it is carried on so coolly 
and insolently under the names 

' of liberty and law. 

However, Sumner, the "^en- 

■ thmen;' the " Gentlemen in the 
Commission;^ these pretty Gen- 
tlemen are not "UNPAID," 

- which the public now knows, 
' thanks to our neighbour, Mr. Han- 

• SON. We see that the Gentlemen 
' Are paid ; and, I believe, paid at 

A much higher rate than tbo^e 



Police Magistrates, whom sweet 
Sumner did not look upon as 
being too sacred to have their 
conduct exposed to public criti- 
cista. We can come at no cer- 
tain account,/of the amount of the 
business done at Hanson's in the 
course of the year. But, the great 
appearance of business in the 
WASH-HOUSE ; the having ap- 
pointed the WASH-HOUSE as 
the receptacle of the customers ; 
the accounts which have reached 
us of th^number of carters, bakers, 
coach people, and others, show us 
that the concourse of people to the 
Wash-house must have been fre- 
quent and great. No person, 
whom I have spoken to upon the 
subject, thinks there can have / 
been less than thirty persons a 
week} and that makes, observe, 
one thousand, five hundred and 
sixty persons a year, I cannot 
tell, and Ido not pretend to say, 
ptecisely what sum is kept by tEe 
" unpaid^* Justice upon each 
case ; but if no more than four 
shillings out of the eight and six- 
pence fall to his lot, supposing &e 
numbers in the course of the year 
to have been what is generaHy 
imagined, here is above three Awi- 
dred pounds a year, fairly and 
lawfully coming to the Justice in 
the shape of fees. This may be 
al! very right, swe^t SirMN«ir ; but 
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H shows that the " Genikmtn " 
i^e not " Hnpaid.". 

Still, this j» by no means all 
TberiB are the PENALTIES, 
s.weet Sumner. God only luiows; 
the eye of Omniscience only .can 
embrace tbQ number and variety 
tp which Englishmen are exposed. 
There are, 1 bdiete, above a hun- 
dred crimes created by the new 
Turnpike Act ; and to each crime 
is attadsed< a peculiar penalty. 
BaH^rs, brewers, publicans, shop- 
keepers of all descriptions; in 
short, every trade, every employ- 
ment, every possession that you 
can have, exposes you to some pe- 
nalty. My belteT is, that if a man 
were to set himself to work and 
go through the Acts iof Parliament 
which were passed in the late 
King's reign, and which are still 
in existence, he would find that a 
thousand new penalties a year 
were imposed, during that reign. 
Here, then, is a pretty scene! 
About twenty thousand " unpaid " 
Justices, constantly at work in- 
fiicling penaiiieSy and, in most 
cases, TAKING ONE HALF 
OP EACH PENALTY INTO 
TH^IR OWN HOLY KEEP- 
ING; besides their own fees, 
nund; besides their own sweats' 
worth ; besides the costs of ^admi- 
nistering justice in the Wasb- 
houte^ or elsewhere. And here 



let me stop a moment to observe, 
that I tliink it is a good deal the 
practice of the great " Unpaid,'* 
of the Gentlemen in the Comipis-. 
sion, to carry on their justicerwork- 
in oddish sort of places. I. had 
occasion, some months ago, t^ ap« 
ply to a c(>untry Squire, in his ea-. 
•pacity of Justice of the Peace. 
There was a gentleman with 
me; we were in a post^diaise : 
we drove up to the front door; 
a servant came, and let us into the 
hall. It was a coldish morning, 
and we expected to be shewn into 
a parlour, where there was a fire.- 
The servant went to his master; 
and, having returned to U8,desiie(i 
us to follow him. He took 'us 
back out of the front door ; took 
us round through a yard to a back 
door of the house, and then toek 
us and left us in a little hole, about' 
fourteen feet long, and five feet 
and a half wide ; where there 
were two nasty old chairscoivered* 
with dirt and dust, and a €lthy- 
looking deal desk to write;„at. At 
one end of the room there was 
wood for fuel. Hero we stood till 
the " 'SQUIRE;' came; and, I 
must say, that his look, manners, 
behaviour, and mind, appeared to . 
me to be perfectly suitable to the 
place where we saw him. That 
apfCrtment seemed to have been 
made for himitand he toi it The 
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rM of Ibe %oa»6 Ap^itd 4o Imve 
been contrhred aifid constracted ^ 
persons of* a different soil. He 
offered m no apology for the place 
where we were, for the absence of 
lire, for the absence of seats to sit 
down upon. In short, anj thing 
more uncouth, more disgnsting, my 
eyes never bdield. Hanson Had, 
]| appears, ihe decency to cover 
Am copperM with green baizes and 
otherwise to dcick up his wash- 
faonst, as country players do their 
bam ; but the cub, of whom 1 
bacve been speaking, had been 
totaUy regardless of aU decency ; 
and there he Was, elercising the 
King*» Cemmitnim in the shabby 
and iithy hole that 1 hare just 
described. 

But, now let us come back, 
reader, to those HALF-I^ENAL- 
T1E8, whidi the great big 
" UNPAID " take, as 1 before 
obserted, INTO THEIR OWN 
HOLY KEEPING. Now, gul- 
led John Btill, you who belie?e 
lA the gr3at national lie above- 
nentifmed, suppose one of the 
great " UNPAfD *' to inflict 
only a hundred penalties in the 
year. Two a ms^ are nothing, 
nited, for ^ great " UNPAID '' 
to inflict llie Parliament (oh ! 
it is a wooderfol Collectire Wis^. 
c'oai) ; the Pariiament appears to* 
la'ie great delight in tte Wtrie^ 



of its paniriii^entil. It has all 
sorts of punishments for the body, 
irom the tickling of the hack to 
the ripiHng out of the yats : all 
lengths of time for imprisonnient, 
from twenty-lour hours lo £»ur or 
five years ; attd> as In the ca^ of 
Mr.CAaLiLE, to all appearance, 
for life. In its fines it goes from 
a faithihg upwards to several b«i* 
dred pounds. The big fish do 
not come frequently into die nets 
of our famous " UNPAID. ' The 
p^alties, th^^re, which most 
frequently come before the g^^at 
'* UNPAID," are those of ten 
pounds, or of fire pounds ; and 
here, again, we have a smack of 
the taste of our excelleni l^rUa^ 
roent, and its love (^ variety. It 
very seldom fixes upon any' pe* 
nalty; but says it shall not be 
mote than so much^ but as much 
less as shall f^ase the gr«U 
*' UNPAID." Continuing to in- 
dulge itself in this love dfvarkrtj, 
our excellent Pailiamtnt, amf 
all the Lord Johns, mid Lord 
Chablbses, and Lcnxl Wiluams, 
that it contains, sometimes give 
the whale of^ the penalty to the 
i .former; sometiines half to them- 
former and half lo some turnpike- 
road ; sometimes half to ihe in- 
former, and half to the poor of the 
parish I so that, very frequently, a 
penalty inflicted fer^akhig tb« 
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SiMaA, ipetto he){r*iiuuiitaiii a 
giri Ijiaguin. wi& a bastard diild. 
Not content w^ all iihi^ tlie Lord 
C«AKL&»B8 and iiMd Williams 
8ocBetifiie» give hlilf 4lie petiaity to 
the infemer, and ^ OTHER 
HAI» TO 'niB KING! Bless- 
11^ da delieads of th^ dear I^ord 
Williams aad Lord Char lesks ! 
What a cfaanhiag variety ibey 
have given ns ; and what a pretty 
nnm tb^y have got this whole 
tbfnginto. 

WeH, Reader ! ti not here flne 
latitude fof the great*«lHVPAiD '*! 
Here are, according to my con^ 
patation, fifty Ihonsbnd different 
penaMes ; and; f sholild suppose, 
thai Mtere cannot he les^ than 
twenty Uiowsanii ^i' the ^« UN- 
PAID" dOiiirtari% at wori; in- 
filling some or olbef of these 
ptfiaMet. • -What hecoaies of the 
hatf-penaiti^ which the iitformer 
does not receive? lilonot say, 
nikidv thai the great " UNPAID '* 
ai^TogiieS) aM of them, or any of 
them. 1 do not say^ or insinuate^ 
tHat they sack thB money ; bat this 
I'«ay, that they ave singularly 
honest men if they never tlo sack 
it ;' ftr there is nd earthly power 
to prevent A'em fi*om doting it with 
ifnpnnlly. - You liave only to re- 
flect a Ktde to be oonvinced that 
the aggtregatf sum thvs collected 
imist Ibe buniHmi. i sJboilid tup- 



poae that ;io Bfiddlesex, Satrey,

{Kmnds a-year, and I think I speak 
gjreatly within compass. And, 
onght there not to 'be some ccmr 
troh some audita some checA* 
same assurmkce, that these halt-' 
penalties are paid to the road> the 
pansb, or the King t My son 
observed, in bis Letter respecting 
the conduct of Hanson, that, with 
regard to4hfe hatf-penahies taken 
by Hanson from the carters, who 
was to know whether Hanson 
ever paid these half-penalties to 
the Kensington road, or to any 
Qth«r road 1 The Act says, thaf 
be is to pay them over to the 
Treasurer of the road ; but the 
Act provides n6 penalty, in ^ase 
of hi»^dii)bedi6nce of this pari of ' 
it. There is nobody to <;all him 
to account. He mi^t commit 
any Treasurer of (he road that 
went to call him to account ; and, 
when 'three or four score of bakeirs 
are dragged together before him, 
how are the several pdrishes in 
which . the oflTenbes have been 
committed, to know any^ thing at 
all about the matter; and what'' 
right has any Overseer, or any- - 
body else, to go and ask him, 
whether he have any penalties 
belonging to that, parish ? He 
woitldi doiifodess eomoiit any 
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Oiwneer Mrbo A6M go to liim^ 
«md insitraal^ that b^ had piehal- 
tkls bebnginf ito that parish. If 
be were to iiidfct such Orerieer 
for such instnnatioii, the hWl 
wo«id be brought before a Grand 
J^ of the " UNPAID'^ ; and, 
wten ' H came to tnal, .there 
weald be a Special Jury of the 
"UNPAID". And, are these 
really the laws Ander which we 
live! Are these the laws which 
the Lord Jobns and Lbrd Wii^^ 
X.UMS have made foroitr security 1 
In those cases where the half- 
penalties ffo #a the King, what 
oflker is U^ere who has a right to 
call upon Jaslices of the Peace 
for penalties ! Where are there 
any meiHis c€ the L^d Treasurer, 
or the IfOrd Chancellor, knowing 
what penalties the " UNPAiI>" 
hare got ! The " UNPAID " 
may treat the Loid Treasure to 
a horsewhip, if Ije were to go to 
ask him to give up the halfrpenal* 
ties. ' In short, there is no officer 
whatever, there is noaathm^ty, 
there are no means whatever, of 
calling the great " UNPAID " to 
account' for the immen^ sums 
which they must collect duHng 
the year in these half- penalties; 

Reader, you are aware of the 
immense naa^r of penalties un- 
der the Game JDatiy. He#e the 
^UNPAID" may be iMid to be 



quite at hen^. ' Endless is Ae 
number of penittie^ they inflict n 
the cdirs^ of the year, for what 
they call ofT^nces agamst these 
liiws; temetintes tdn peunds pe* 
ndfy« sometiaies five pomidB pe^ - 
nalty, hitt seldom kss.. If ci^ 
thirty or fHly IMe jeb^ llke.tUs, 
lodges about a hdndred pounds 
in the hands of the '' Iktpaid 
Genilckinn/* The gentlemiMi is 
requestecVby the law to! pay these 
penalties over to the sev^-aj pa- 
rishes where tbe : oidfinili^^ of- 
fences have been commHtefL But, 
appose the Unpaid Gentleman 
should spend the aioney in siMne 
other way, or, 'shDuld choofte to 
keep it : no possiUe means are 
there of ealling him to ncoeunt.

that an " UNPAID ", magistrate-, 
may, ^ter distinguishing himself., 
in that way^ get a fat living, or a^ 
fat birth foe hi^ son or himself; .

have done excellent jobs as ma^ 
gistrates: nay, whea,;nre see the 
playi tradesman-like affiur of tho 
fees; and especially .when we^ 
th^k of the convenien9e of having , 
alway^s a ipicerouad sum of haltW 
penalties lodged in one-s hands : 
when we consider all these Aings, . 
and lapg^at the sweet - smiling .

all the intriguing and all the inte- 
rest -rmfdung that takes place, in^ 
on^er to get a man made .a Justice 
of the Peaoe.

at tkeif home h&me 1o Hte people. 
It was incontestiUy provM; it 
was acknowlMged in Parliament 
to be a fact, that one-tMrd part of 
the whole of the prisoners in the 
goals in England j win*e in those 
goals on account of alleged of* 
fences against what are called the ' 
Game Laws. Upon looking into 
the Calendars of prisoners coh- 
jSned in goals, confined In the 
hulks, you find thitt nine-tenths of 
all these people are suffering im- 
prisonment in consequence of sen- 
tences inflicted, not by the Judged, 
but by Justices of the Peace, In 
wretched Ireland, two Justices of 
the Peace, aided by a Barrister, 
can transport meti for seven years 
f(tf being out of their houses from 
sunset to sunrise. This is the 
efibct, as Blackstone fbit^aw, of 
the law being nuide and enforced 
by the same persons. Those who 
sat ti Westminstier to pass this 
terrible law for Ireland, may go and 
sit upon the Justices^Bench in Ire^ 
land and transport men by this very 
law. Will any man be hypocrite 
enough to attempt to disguise the 
fact that we are, then, in the state' 
described by Blackstone ! It would' 
seem almost iiiipossible to carry 
the thing much farther without 
making the whole one "wild waste 
of capricious tyranny : biit, if 
Lord Althobp's County - Court* 
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, is »• ttceomit at all. * Ifthegxeal 
. " UNPAID " pay over the penaU 
ties to the parish, to the King, to the 
road, or what not^ it is a perfectly 
voluntary act. They rouBt all be 
mote faoBest and more rirtuoas 
than any of the rest of mankind. 
The money is tp be paid oyer to 
the parisli^ to the road, to the 
King : what fire these 1 They are 
all gredt rich things. Who is the 
Justipe to pay the mofiey to ? 
Th^se ^0 whom he pay^ it, may, 
peihajM, not give it to Ihe road, or 
the parish,' or the King. ; In short, 
^ jjs ^re a man of con^raon sense 
who ^s not see thateyepfpr the 
credit of the country apme ^^medj|

last edition of this work, I ba^ve 
received packets of the straw /roM .

calculated for the purpose. Wheat 
straw bleaches better than any 
other. ' It has that &ie» pale, 
golden colour which no other 
straw has ; it is much more sim- 
ple, more pliant than any other 
straw; aiid,in short, this is the 
material. I did not urge in vaui.. 
A good quantity of wheat was 
sowed for this purpose. A great 
deal of it has been well harvested; 
and, I have the pleasure to know, 
that several hundreds of paeons 
are now employed*in the platting 
of this straw. ' One more year;

227. QUANTITY OF SEED 
AND MANNER OF SOWING. 
, When firitthis subject was started 
-jn 1821, 1 said, in the Register, 
that I woqid engage to grow as 
fine straw in England as the 
: Italians could grow. I recom- 
mended then, ' as a first guess, 
fifieem. bushds of wheat to the 
i^cre. Jbioee tbaty reflection told 



me tbi^ that was not qtiite'enotigb. 
I, therefore, recommended twenty 
bushels <o the acre. Upon the 
beautiful acre which I have men- 
tioned above, eighteen bushels, I 
am told, were sowed; fine an(l 
beautiful as if was; I think it i^o^ld 
have been better if it had had 
twenty bushds; twenty bushels, 
therefore, is what, I recommend. 
You mast sow brbadeast, oFcourse, 
and you must tajie great pains to 
cover the seed well. It must be 
a good evenhanded seedsman, and 
there must be very nice covering. 

228. SEASON FOR CUT- 
TING. Now, mind, it is fit to 
cut injust about one w«ek dfter 
the bloom- has drofypod. If\yOu 
examine the ear at that time, you 
will find the grain just beginning 
to beibrmed^ and that is precisely 
the time, to cutlfaie wheat. The 
straw has then got its full Sub- 
stance in it. But, I must now 
point but a very material thing. 
it is by no means desirable' to 
have all your wheat Jiviocutat 
tim same time. It is a grdat mis- 
fortune, indeed, so to have it. If 
fit to cut altogether, it ought to be 
cot all at the same time ; tor, sup- 
poshig you to have an acre, it will 
require a fortnight or three weeks 
to cut it and bleach it, unless you 
have a very great number of hands, 
and very great vessels to prepafe 
water in.. Therefore, if I were to 
have an acre of wheat for this pur- 
poAO/and ^vere to sow alt spring 
wheats I. would sow a twelfth part ' 
oftheajere every, week, Irom the 
first w^ek in March to the last 
week in May. .If Iirelied partly 
upon winter wheat, I would sow 
some every months from the- latter 
end of September to M4rch. • If 
I emplojred the two s;Hrt»o£wheat> 
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4», M^i V Ir Mipbv«i only 
tlje ^«nilg wImmI, tbe Tbiticitm 
CE9Tivt;M, I should hare tome 
wlwat^|o|cutitiJuoe,aiHlM>mciiot

' ' After this, there was an end to

A thousand country banks were 
employed at the same time, doing 
die same thing. Hence the iw 
of prices. This was the cause, 
and the only cause, of the rise of 
prices. T!ie»e prices went on for 
eighteen years, sometimes a little 
Higher, sometimes a little lower^ 
as affected by the crops and the 
Ijarvests. There were two causes 
idways* at work to affect prices : 
the abundance or scarcity of the 
article ; and the state of the cur- 
lency. The first cause changed 
with the seasons; the second if^as 
permanent. *' 

*. Now, observe, the Parliament 
had passed laws to protect the 
issuers of pap&'maney : but, ob- 
serve, also; that this protection 
was to last only till six months after 
the end of the war. Pray mark 
this, for you will presently see the 
consequence of Ais providing for 



a'retum tocash^payments.' When 
the war ceased, the paper-money 
crew were compeUed to make pre* 
parations for* paying their nofea 
in gold; and they had no other 
means of making this preparation, 
than such means as would lessen, 
the quantity of their paper-maney. 
They did lessen that quantity ac- 
cordingly ; and prices came down 
at a rate that terrified the farmers 
out of their senses. Strange 
thing: a -want of employ meni 
began immediately to appear. 
However, more of this another 
time. The Government was fright- 
ened as much as the paper-money 
crew were, A law was passed to 
lengthen the period of returning 
to cash-payments ! Before that law 
expired, another law was passed to 
protect the paper-money crew'ftrr 
a longer period. Still, however, 
the paper-money crew M^ere al- 
ways kept in check by the known 
possibility of their bang compeUed 
to pay at the end of these nomi- 
nated periods. Therefore, they 
were afraid to issue much paper, 
and prices kept somewhat low: 

At last, in the year 181&, I 
who was then in America, showed 
the Parliament, that it was In the 
power of anybody who had' a 
thousadd pounds to employ, ""to 
PUFF OUT the whole of ANr 
system of paper- mbnesr, and 
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leare them not a sixpence wbere- 
mih to pay their soldiers. Soon 
after this,- tbey began a genexal 
and incessant haranguing in both 
Houses against paper^money. One 
wonld have thought that they 
theinselves bs4 not /been the in- 
venters oH the p^per-money Sys- 
tem. It seemed as if none of ti^en 
ha^ ever had any hand in it. 
They cursed the paper-money as 
heartily as I ever ciursedit. Af- 
ter all this cursing, they passed a 
law tjaUed PEEL'S BILL, or- 
derkig that the Bank should be- 
g^i to pay in gold upoQ demand^ 
cw the &rst day of Mby 182a 
At ^ same time^ tl^ passed 
modier la^w/ ordering^ that in 
two years ^iler the Bank should 
begin tQ pay in gold, (here should 
be NO SMALL NOTES circu- 
lated iittbe 'Kingdom ; that is to 
say, no note for a less sum than 
five pounds. 

NoWf mind, these tw<^ Bills 
went together. The ^rst answer- 
ed but halfits object withoiii the 
last Well, then, now mark, 
Peel's Bill was altered in 1821, 
mid the iBank, according to this 
aiter^lion> began to piqr in gpid 
in 1831. So that^ observe, the 
power of makipg notes underfive 
ppunds^ was to crease on the firsi 
of May 1823. That was the day 
go wbkb tkir rttbbiih, under the 



name of money, wm totally to 
disappear. Tbat wastjbedajftbe 
first of May 1028, when 4he ^eomip 
try ought again to have bad a 
Goldtaad SUver curveacy. Bxi^, 
if thai geld and. silver curraioy 
hi^l been fairly and according to 
l&w, given to the people, the 
wheat rfor die last year and abal( 
or twa years, w<Hild bave been at 
four shjUii^s a bushel, in place of 
seven shillings and tenpence a 
bushel, as we have above seen^ 
and in anaverageof years^ itmigbi; 
perhaps, not have been higher than 
three elullings and sivp^abce a 
bushel. If whei^ had contuiaed 
a few yeMTs at four and sixpence 
a bushel, the ktidlords must haVe 
been totally railed, ualess. there 
had been alaige reduction of the 
intereat of the Debt, and an 
equally large redu^tiot^'of Army, 
.Navy, Dead-'Wetgbt, Pension^ltst, 
Sinecure-list, and of atttbe innn« 
meraUe lists that live: upon the 
tfULes. •

How, then, yon ignorant 
brutes, can my prophecy wMi 
regard to this Bill hare been M* 
aified ! There is die coHalerat 
Bill repeded besides. This BiH 
was as much a part of PeeTs Bitt 
in reality, as any of the clausea 
of Peel's BiH itself. The BH 
was repealed altogether; and yet 
do these brutes of the Wen tififeci 
to beHete that PeeVs BiH hn 
be€lH carried into fuDeflR^; 

However, let us retinm io the 
doVemment and its SmnU^iMt

fest that it wjiji tbe genuine senti- 
ment of the whole of the county of 
Kent And ibis it was that filled 
the GoTerniDCMt with fear. This 
it was that so tenjified them, thfit 
they immediately set about doing 
ranethin^, in ; order to pacify the 
landlords. I beg the public to 
Ten^k, that the J^maiUNote Bill, 
which was inte^d<^ to raise the 
price of cqrn, was the immediate 
fruit of this Meeting in the county 
of Kent ' It w:as brought into the 
House pf C^imBionsju^t after the 
Meeting in . the county of Kent 
The Bill.ivas not passed till to- 
Y^ards the letter end . of July. It 
wa« op^y declared by the Minis- 
ters and by their friends, that it 
wqhM raise prices. . -Curwen 
aaid, inone of the debates. upon 
the Bill^ tl^at he liked it, thajl it 
iwooM add to the qMantity of cur- 
XQQcy, and that the country stood 
in. need of k. So that this Bill 
;Was, in the first place, .a part re- 
p^ of Peel's Bill; it was passed 



for the express purpose of taisng 
prices, and of pacifying the kai* 
lords; and the immediate cause 
of it was. the petition of the 
county of Kent 

, It badthe effect of laisiog prices 
very considerably : and^ here let 
me acknowledge that I deceived 
myself greatly wkh regard to the 
effect of the SmaU-NoU BUL 
CASTLEft£AOH (who cut his thfoat 
the next month), and Vansittabt 
proposed, at first, to make the 
small notes a legal tender. -How* 
ever, they were frightened away 
from this, by my proving to the 
public that that woakt be a com- 
plete repeal of Ped's Bill alto- 
gether. Then, said I, "if jou 
*< do not make the ditty rag« a 
''legal tencler,- p^le wiU not 
" take themy while they can go 
'' to any Bank and demand gpld 
*' in exchange for them. . So that 
^* you will not, by this measare, 
*' add to the quantity of the cur- 
" pency of the country ; and, if you 
'' do not add to the quantity of the 
" currency of the country, you 
'' qannot cause a rise of prices. 

My reasonii^: was eonrect 
enough ; but, I wl^ wrong i». to 
the fact of people nH takit^ tie 
fiUhyBciUtNiaee.^ I. did set be- 
stow sttflideot foteetiOii on that 
chain of slavish depead^oiee 
wUch rant tteough the ^^Hefi^ ^ 
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thk wretched community. The 
fac greater part of tbe aristo* 
cxacj; aU the great JMy of 
Jews and Jobben that receive the 
thirty or tortj millions a jear. in 
interest, . the Army people, the 
Nwry people; the stifling^ swarms 
of the Dead-Weight; all the 
;uvfanns of Fli^cemen, Pensioners, 
Sinecure Men, Women, and Chil- 
.dren; and, though last, God 
Jmpws, not least, those whom jou 
see every tiherej, dressed in hahits 
of sable,.and hats of fire-&hoTel 
j^iape. AU these, haye a sort of 
instinctive affection for p^per-mo- 
nay. They know that the system 
which makes them so fat, cannot 
be .supported withont this tricky 
sort of currency. 1 have heard of 
a sqpare^shouldered fellow, who 
accused a tradesman of disloyalty 
^^eca^ be £|ive him change in 
sovereigns ! What trfidesman or 
vd^^, Innkeeper, will dare to re- 
liise to take any mgs that are 
tendered to him? Then, those 
that wimt to borrow of Bankers, 
must, of course, take their rags. 
These persons have no cHpice; 
and having gpt the rags out of the 
Bank, th^.must circulate them. 
Thus, this tyrannical influence 
has, in &ct, t|ie effect of compid- 
wry law.

t was very positivf in my opinio 
that SiSmaU^Nete Bill wouhl not 
tend to roise. priqes. Experience 
has convinced; me to the contrary. 
Under, a. system of dq^ndfinoe, 
of fiscal tyranny like ours, with a 
beaten-down, trodden -down la*- 
bouring dass, who scarcely. evi^r 
touch money, a paper circulatidn 
can be forced to a certain exteni* 
without positive law for forcing it, 
if you permit the paper-mon^y 
crew to make- small note$; for 
almost the whole of the higher 
classes have some participation in 
the taxes; and the middle and 
lower class will never dare refuse 
to take what they tender theio. 
B|it; and now I am coming to 
your affair, Bull-Frogs ; but, a 
Small-Note BiU^ though aided with 
,all this base and tyrannical in- 
fluence, can raise prices only in 
a certain degree ; and &at degree 
not very great; because, if the 
qiiantity of base piiper get bey$md 
a certain amount, the Jews wiU

It is not 
x^tear to . me that : wheat, which 
is now sold at four English sfatl« 
lings a bushel at Calais, or^ per<r 
haps,: at iiree and nxpenee a 
Imsfad, can possibly be kept np 
to nx shittings a boshd here, 
without siich an issiie of paper, as 
must necessarily send the Jews to 
Ifae Bank to get the gold. It is not 
easy for any one ; or, at least, it is 
not easy to me, to ascertain to 
yftkikt extent the country lugs amy 
i» issued, wjthoirt prodnoivg a 
ntt.u]^ the issuers, aiBd a de- 



maid for gold. The gteat oomi- 
biaation of taK .and titbe-eatera 
that I mentioned before, cannot 
pierent Jews going to the Bank of 
England and dr4wiBg out the 
gold.

and you will never see Ugh, prices 
again,- except in conseqaepee of

.13ie kfad geiittanifral WMte: 
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fa&n would ghre yoii high price, 
if they conld, without ruining the 
oftier parts of their concern. They 
have to trim the boat with great 
care. The lords of the loom want 
cheap wheat, and the lords of the 
land want dear wheat. The fund- 
lords want but rery little paper- 
money; and the landlords want a 
great deal of paper-money. The 
pretty gentlemen hare enough to 
do to trim their boat to suit these 
parties. But, the main thing for 
fliem to keep in view is, not to 
cause a run upon their Bank, 
their Bbrough Bank. If they 
have one more run upon it, their 
whole concern is at an end. If 
they once have another Bank-stop- 
page, they may as well stop their 
own breHth ,* for there is an end 
to the thing that keeps them in 
fatness, amidst a starring people ; 
amidst a people, some of whom, 
at least, have been diftcovered in 
tlie stealing of manure to eat. ** 

in the Agricultural Report of 
1B21, there was this obserration, 
that, " upon an average of years, 
^< and for' any considerable nnnJH 
, ** beir of years, it could n6tbe ex- 
. ** pected that com shoiiM be miich 
*^ dearer' in England than in 
« JFVancc^." Yet, the Smkll-Note 
BOl, was a measure intended to 
make it constantly much dearer 
in EngfaW thdii in France. It 



is a great deal dearcfr'now in 
Ehigland than in Fraince. Grold 
is not Ae einndating meSum of 
both countries. Gold is payable 
at the Bank, but a tacit ^ombiiia- 
tion, a base combii^ation, a 'conw^ 
bination of base motives prefvebtis 
it from being the circulating me- 
dium of England, while it is 
the real circulating medium of 
France. One of the consequences 
of this difference in the price dT 
corn, if it continue for any length 
of time, win he, that pretty nelurfy 
the whole of the Dead- Weight will 
^o and spend their five or six miK 
lions a year in France. Fund- 
holders, placemen, pensions, 
and parsons will do the same. 
This is s(V natural a consequence, 
that everyone will declare it to 
be inevitable ; and here we have 
another ^thing to ascribe to the 
measure adopted by the Ministers, 
for the sake of pacifying the land- 
lords, by raising the price of the 
bushel of wheiat. If there be a 
hundred or two th'ousand of Eng- 
lish people livibg'in France and 
spending their'for^unes there, the 
land of England is worth less on 
that account! ' Sd, that her^ is a 
drawback at any rate, to"' (he 
bouiity given in the Skall-Nbie 
Bill:

shall most decidedly try the question 
with ttiem in our character as British 
subjects, and' at the first opportunity 
seek redress and compensations the 
faamlsof a British Jury, for the viola- 
tion of the law which has been com- 
mitted by officers acting under Go- 
vernment anthenty, and &>r the in- 
ju^ and u[U!i#Qvenienee which we 
have suffered by their illegal invasion 
of our premises and our rights. 

The case is one of peculiar into-

If this money had been 
paid into the Exchequer, as we pre- 
silime it ought to have been, we think 
die^ Exchequer could not have risked 
an^illegal process to recover it,merely 
to^feormentasL Ifthe£iocbequerhas 
afOled from ig^Mraaoe, it willaffiM^ a 
curious' estimate of the nicety and

account of it even nas been yet ren-* 
dered to the Exchequer, we shall be 
able to decide upon the extraordinary 
regularity of that department. 

The Kmg's Coroner and Master of 
the Crown Office, is Edmund Henry 
Lushington, Esq. who it also Chair- 
man ofthe Colonial Audit Board, fok* 
which post he was doubtlessly selected 
on account of his intimate knowledge 
of the details of public business, and' 
in which post hrs duty is to correct^' 
with the most rigid and scrupulous 
nicety, the irregularities of others. 
We are, therefore, convinced, that- 
when that gentleman renders an ac-^ 
Count (as we will take care he shall), 
of our sixteen hutidred pounds, which^ 
we paid into his custody two year» 
since, and for which our goods and 
chattels zcere all seized in execution 
lust Tuesday, we shall find that the 
error does not originate in his office 
— it cannot be for a moment imagined 
that it does. As for peculation, on 
delays of payment into the Exche^ 
quer from interested motives — those^ 
we put wholly out of the question— 
and as for blundering, or ignorance^ 
or want of care and attention in his 
office, we are quite sure that Edmimd 
Henry Lushington, Esq. never caa* 
be convicted of the commission o^ 
any such peccadillo. 

In his private character, Mr. Lush-^ 
ington is mild, amiable, kind, and' 
humane— we arc, therefore, assured^ 
that no feelings of hostility on his^ 
part, arising from any observations- 
m which-we may have mdulged whent 
speaking of the Board at which he 
so ably presides, could have induced 
Mfch a measure against us; indeed^ 
we believe that Mr. Lushington knew 
nothing about the measure — but thisr 
being uie case, we must ask again — 
Why are our goods and chattels 
seized? — why are our houses and 
offices invaded and kept possession 
of ft)r twenty- fbtir hours, m respect 
of a debt to the Crown which wet

ixyme, at Kensington, almost in a 
state of absolute despair. iN^ord 
WAS brought to me, in my study, 
4hat a person below wished to spiefak 
to me to have my advice. I hap* 
]^n6d to be very busily engs^, 
and'tM the bemr of the message 
totanihis to ^ posoD, and to re- 



quest a second call. Th^ meiiseft* 
ger told me that the person was 
greatly agitated and waa er^ia^. 
I went down : we were in a loofn 
by ourselves ; this unfoifonate 
person told me that he had been in 
easy and happy pecuniary circuit 
stances; but that he had bcmglU 
Spaniik Bondt to the €UH&vni of 
nearly the whole of hii property ^ 
and that he, his wifeuidfamEy 
were now ruined ; for, that he had 
just been to ask for the payment 
of his dividends or iniereal, eM 
that he learned that no more int^ 
rest was to be paid on those Bonds. 
To see, standing before me, oHe 
of these victims to the delnnons of 
the London newspapers; to bdoU 
his indescribable agitHtioii; tb ade 
him endeavouring to drive baick 
the tears from his eyes, took from 
me all thought of reproadrii^ faun 
with not having followed t^jaS' 
vice instead of thatdfllie London 
newspapers.

I will extend this digressire 
anecdote a little further, in ordier 
to show how people of tlas de« 
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Bcription reaflon. 1 tdid bim that 
bk Bonds were not worth one far- 
tl^ng; that my advice was, that 
he riiould sell them immediately^ 
while they would, fetch twpity; 
that he would still haye^ome/Atii^ 
left ; but that if he kept the Bonds, 
he would at last have nothing;

pauper. 

Nowj Bii(bop/thi8 Speech which 
the newspapers impute to you, is 
well calculated to produce nume« 
reus instances of that ruin of which 
1 have here given a specimen. 
It is, therefore, necessary to show 
that the Speech is &lse, and, for 
this purpose, to take a view of the 
prospects of the revolutionists in 
the Spanish and Portuguese Co- 
lonies. There are itfertcaii^oftdk, 
Peruvian Bonds, Chilian Bmds^ 
Colombian Bonds, 9LnA Brazilian 
Bonds, and, I believe also, Bue-^ 
nos Ayres Bonds. I am fully sa- 
tisfied that all these will share the^ 
fate of the Spanish Bonds; and 
for this my opinion, I will now 
give some reasons. As to Mexico, 
which contains one half of the 
wh<^ of the population of the 
Sjpanish Colonies, it is not pre- 
tended, even by the newspapers,, 
that there is any thing resembling 
a Government (odier than that of 
the King of Spain) existing in 
that oonntry. There are chiefs at 
the heads of bands; there arej 
plun^eters, calling themselves pa- 
triots; but everywhere does the 
main body of the people hold 
those patriots in abhorrence. Any 
thing like a revolution has never 
been but partial in Mexico.

He will be at perfect libeity '' n^ 
*^ to mingle injl party feuds here- 
•* after!" Those who meddle with 
polifics would, in a case like this, 
ti4i#.pret|^ good .care not to mid- 
dle with him. But, though Lord 
Cochrane's friends are at full 
liberty to advise htm to keep aloof 
from politics in future, they must 
pot he tuigrered to do thi)i flagrant 
injustiqe of i^ipiiting^ his misfor- 
tunes to politics; The very reverse 
iSiir, is the strict and . notorious 
truUi. UntilXord Cochrane med- 
dled with politics, he was compara- 
tively unknown to the country. 
Those who had heard of him, had 
l^eard of him as a gallant, |iumane> 
and skilful officer of the Navy. 
But, he was a mere Captain of a 
filiate ; and die ^people ef . West- 
minster, gave him ^ name known 
to every crealure in the kingdom. 
A second time they placed him in 
the lofiy situation ot being one of 
dieir Members ; and that, too, not 
for hni money ; but because they 
deemed him, and justly deemed 
him, to be ati honest libber of 
Parliament. TheywereMn^gent 
enough not to object to his ffoing 
abroad, and being upon profitable 
i^rvice while he was their Member. 
• Did politics, theti^ do him harm? 
P^UUcs did not, {prevent hjm from 
beins made a Knight of the Bath. 
In Sidrt, it is notorious that his 
^aveer of promotioo, that his pro- < 
^UifUe stati0n$ a^ lea, kept pace 
with his elevation as to pohtics. 



And how did H end * Hisptorao* 
lion was goipg on, and was ia 
hand with qis pblitiesl c^brity is» 
the last moment. A ith» of tbfr 
line was givoi him in iStt, and 
he had actually gone down the 
river and .was on board of lier, 
just about to sail for the coast of 
America, ivhere he was to be 
CAPTAIN OF THE FLEET^ 
during what wais expected tol)e 
a most profitable war to die navy. 
Did politics do bim harm, dien"^ 
Did politics check his career^ 
either in profit or in glory ! 

There, however, down at tfce 
NoRB, ended his cared* in iher 
Bqtish Navy. He came back to. 
London to be tried ; not for ptli-. 
tics ; not for any thing thai he had 
done in conjunction with his jpo/f« 
tical friend ; but, on fi charge (a. 
false, one I bdieye) arising out of 
his connexion toiik ttock'iobbers. 
That charge,. 1 firtnly beSeve i& 
have been wholly fiilse: but^I^iii 
Cochrane was ^compelled to ac* 
knowledge that he had b^n long 
and deeply engaged in sfock-joV 
bingt & practice wdl knoFn to be 
cQ^ep^ed in the ser^r^ te^pna. 
by his pbliticai friends, mid ]}arti- 
cularly by one friend, Whose name 
it is wholly unnecessary for me to 
mentiqn to the public.. 

Well, Sir, V his l^rdshif^ 
came to London to be tried, in-^ 
stead of going to America to te 
Cq^tinn oC the F4f)et« JHe ym seo-^ 
tenced tQ. imj^^nn^t imd |iiU 
lory; he was turned out of ue 
Navy ; he was deeded from la* 
rank as,Kni|dit .<)t the BatfajLepiii- 
pelled, jibe Hqus^ of C om i ffH W ^ 
and put, intQ a prison. ,,.^4 >^^ 
for? riot for polilics; not forhta 
conmcuoQ withi|>oSticians fJhuA far 
h is oooneaion w;itb stool^-jobtocs. 
Had he let stock- jobbing alone,. 
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fie would hare gone to the coast 
t)f America, would now have been 
un Admiral, a Knight of the Bfith, 
and a Member for tVeslminsler. 
And (low didpolitjcs behave to him 
when ,he was. ^i this lowest of all 
possible pitches I There he lay 
in 9, prison, degraded from all his 
ranks, and Expelled the House of 
Commons. Did politics desert 
hini 1 This writer says that " he 
■feels little indebted to politics." 
Ingratitude such as this would be, 
"never was before heard of. It was 
•said in the House of (Commons oh 
fais expulsion, that his constituents 
wouldhav^^n opportunityofdeclar- 
hig their sentiments as to his guilt 
or innocence of the crime of which 
he had been convicted. Those 
constituents re-elected him unam*- 
mously ! Df4 politics, did offended 
and injure^ " politics "desert him 
then ? Refer, Sir, to the publica- 
tions of that day; and look at the 
'conduct of Sir rrancisBurdett, bf 
Major Cartwright, and of every 
other person; of the Westminster 
Committee, and of the whole of 
wie people of that great and spi- 
iritea city. ' / \ 

'• He thought propeir to escape 
from the prison. He was tried 
Ibr that escape, and sentenced to 
pay a fine of a thousand pounds. 
Was "politics" connected with 
<^sbaping from the prison 1 No one, 
I; believe, ever approved of his 
escape, any more than of his 

S ambling in the funds. But, at 
it trial. Sit Trahcis Burdett sat 
hy his side, and the jTeople of 
Westtaiinster generously came 
ibrward, paid the fine, and in a 
hianher, too, the most honourable 
to hini and the most galling to his 
fbes; and when the ParSaraenl 
opened, 1 saw the people, in a 
Body, can^ him in triumph into 



Westminster - hall. I saw my 
father with him on this^occasion ; 
so far politics did not neglect him, 
1 am conscious. Farther, I saw 
Mr. Hunt with him, and he, 1 be* 
lieve> with his Own hands assisted 
in putting him into the chaiir in 
Avhfch he was carried. It was i^ot 
his brother officers of the Navy 
who took him from prison and sent 
him back into the House of Com- 
mons ; and, most assuredly, it was 
not. the family of Cochrane. |t 
was politics, and politics albn^, 
that prevented him ^oih being a 
real outcast from the country. 
Le^lly he stood convicted of 
perjury, and had been sentenceil 
to the pillory. He was des^Hed 
by every one but his pblitical 
friends ; if it had not been for thfe 
conduct of Sir Francis Burdett, 
and of the other persons, an^ 
bodies of persons I have bpfore 
mentioned, he would never have 
been heard of, any more than the 
commonest labourer in the country, 
since the year 1812. Ckn it be 
true, then, Sir, that " he ^eels A 
little indebted to polities'' f x>T 
will this be said by any person 
who is not insensible of the cause 
to which Lord Cochrane owes th^t 
he ■ has existed so long without 
dishonour? *

QHlly Scotch fir. Most g^Ulemen

The interest of the French debt is 
short of eight millions a year ; so 
that France has fifty millions ol' 
pounds a year less to pay^ on 
account of the above-ni^itioned 
charges, than we.have. Accord- 
ingly, we see that she is able to 
make ample provision for the 
means of carrying on war. She 
is able to employ, in her War* 
Department, about seven millions 
sterling a year, and in her Navsd. 
and Colonial Department^ two mil- 
lions, and a half a year.* She 
takes for those two dqwutmeiits 
4ibont tkfowik part of hier whole 
revenue. We : camnot take, for 
thdse departments a tenth part of

However; I beg yon^ Majesty 
to observe, that the great difter- 
ence'in the two kiagdoma is this ;

state of the deepest misery, and 
tbat^ too, without the smallest 
prospect of alleviation to that mi- 
fiery. In France there is an effi- 
<sient tinkinyfund at work to pay 
off the debt. For the next j^ear, 
as your Majesty sees, there are 
forty millions of francs provided 
towards the paying off of a debt 
of a hundred and ninety-seven 
millions. Here are the means of 
I>ayii}g off the whole debt in five 
years, if the Government choose it. 
Here are certain taxes set apart 
forf|>aying the interest of the debt. 
These taxes produce more than is 
necessary for the purpose, to the 
amount of nearly one half of the 
interest of the debt. These ninety- 
two millions of francs the Govern- 
ment carry to the credit of the 
ordinary ch^ges of the State ; so 
that, if they chose to do it, they 
might, with the greatest ease ima^- 
ginable, pay off the whole of the 
debt next year; and pay it off in 
full, too, without any Whitehall 
operat^ns ; without any shuffling 
of the cards ; but by the simple 
and honest means of raising the 
taxes and paying the money ; and, 
ihis, too, your Majesty will be 
pleased {o observe^ while France 
is holding ^military occupation of 
Spain, and while she has a gar* 
risan in Cadiz: 
France cannot be truly said to 



be in debt, at alL She has aU 
her immense resources ^t the free 
disposal of the Government It is 
impossible to believe, tb^ under 
sudi circumstances, sb^;does n<^t 
already contemplate war against 
England,, whom she s^s stagger^ 
ing along with debts that can 
never be paid offy a^d never go( 
rid of, without a terribly cpnvul* 
sion. Your Majesty's Govern-r 
ment now taxes the country to ita. 
iiti^ost bearing: how, th^n, is it 
to carry on a war 1 In all ibrqier 
cases, the pecuniary resources of 
England greatly assisted to ^ght 
her battles. 'Wjthput money ta^ 
subsidize other powers, we have^ 
not, for more than a century, been 
able to cope with France, even 
with all our maritime superifHiity, 
Her solid power and resources, 
ijber happy geographical^ situation^' 
her fruitiul climate, her numeroua 
and brave people, thpirgh not, 
braver than your S^ajesty's sub-r 
jects, have, for a long time past, 
been more than a match for thia^ 
kingdom, unaided by allies, stirped 
u*p by our money. That aid is, 
now gone as long as 'the fundings 
system shall last. We have no, 
means of hiring foreign powers^ 
to assist us. They all disliJLe us. 
greatly, and did^ ^perhaps, ^bila. 
they were receiving our moiiey. 
We have now no longer the means 
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«r comterfectuq; the disfike ; and, 
if we wore to ha?e a war witfi 
Crancei not a single Power iq[>on 
die Coatiaent would sttr in our 
fceliaif ; and, as to the people of 
Vranee themaelfes, besides all 
the seasons tli^ hare to be ecfn* 
teMed with their goremment, no- 
ihkig upon earth would gratify 
Aem so much, or so much attach 
them to that goremment, as a war 
Jigainst that nation who boasts of 
liaTing condoned them, when it 
liod §even kundred ih&usand fo- 
reignen in iti-pay. 

But, Sir,' this is far from being 
flie only new feature in the state 
^our affahn^ with r^ard to Fo- 
ttkga Nations. There has risen 
up a ii^io power: a wholly new 
power; and a maritime power, 
too, since we entered upon the 
lest war aginnit France. I do 
ifot wish to exaggerate iSae powea 
OF TAB United States of Amr- 
aicA ; but it is impossible to for- 
get the evmits of the three years 
ao disgraceful to England, 1812, 
1613, and 1614. It is notorious, 
that ifr the far greater part of the 
littles with the< American Nary, 
ire were beaten, gun for gun, and 
Hum for mao. To attempt to dis- 
guise this fact xs^not only childless 
jiad useless, but mischierous. A 
ircHer m one of our public prinCs, 
ites recently put forth the follow- 



hig obserrations. Thejare signed,

{ ami sure if your Majesty shouffl 
read them, it win gire a new Hum 
to your mind, if yon nererthougbt 
upon the subject before. The ob- 
servations are these : "TbeAme* 
*^ ricans, since the peace, bare

"gunnery, while with us it has 
'* been totally neglected. Hiere 
*' is no doubt tfiat in the engage-

For 
yciur Majesty's happiness, you 
pught not to know that you have 
base creatores like this writer 
amongst your subjects. This writer 
is a Scotchman, by his hoping 
that <' America and we WILL ne- 
** rer again embark in such an un- 
" natural coiitest." And your Ma- 
jesty must have some pretty iensi- 
ble pebple amongst your naval 
oiiicers, if there be only one of 
them who can think, that the Ame- 
ricans and we "must continue 
** the sarne people^ by every con- 
*' gmal tie of langnage, Jnndred 
*^ feeling^ and mniml interest." 
Your Majesty must hope that this

Much as ite Emperor m- 
Hkes republic^ iosiitajtioBS «Bd 
democratical notioiis, there 4s a# 
mcfasure Wbidi he'im negieeiei 
to connect himself closely w4tb 
the United States. It iff bis in- 
terest not less than tbetrs, to t ri i iit 
upon the doctrine cf ^e shlpir, 
free -goodsi and, indeed, ^so- fen- 
tirely is it the interest ^ al 
nations except this,'that I^hiMild 
flot'b^ su^rised to see even ^ 
Dutch in ^e lei^ue. Whatever 
the Itouse'^f Oran^' may 6#e ua, 
fte datdi peo{^ owe -us' «o- 
thhig,' and if an^ other feeUtir

France, as your 
Majesty will see, is expending two 
nimoniB and a half sterling an- 
mally, upon her Navy. A 11 ae* 
conn to. agree in stating, that the 
greatest, attention is paid to that 
•navy ; that . the greatest en- 
couragement is given to all per- 
sons whose efforto Ipave a tendency 
to bring it to perfection, ioini^nse 
magazipQB ot naval stores have< 
been fonned ; the harbours put in 
die best condition ; the ship-yards 
coostaptly kept in the greatest 
aeti!^Y< But a better proof a 
^reat deal than all, these accounts, 
js the ,fact ,tbat two millions and 
41 half sterling annually are ex- 
pended in ti^se preparations, a 
aura which wpuld have astounded 
the naval department of Louis the 
Fourteenth. 

In th^ meanwhile, the sea-porU 
of Spain are in the hands ol' 
France. . It is to be qredulous to 
imbecility, ito brieve- that the 
JFrench yiM. ever evacuate Cadiz, 
till they have again tried their 
strength with us. We recently 
hear of the arrival of French 
engineeri at Corumna, French 
^ngitieefs dp not visit fortresses 
like Cof i^na merely for aniuse*- 
nenty they do ^ol go there for

. Mr. Messiter : If the soldiers were 
t^ follow yoiir advice they would be 
guilty of mutiny. -«-Mr, Hale: If they 
HouTd foUow my advice they would 
l^y down their arms. 

. Sir John WM : Your object, Mr. 
Hale> seems to be uroilar to tliat of 
a great number of deluded and zoick^d 
fnen^ who about Jhc years e^o at- 
t^mped to excite rebellion throughout 
tije country. 1 should hke to Know 
who you are ? 

Mr. Hale : I reside at No. S, Tho- 
laas-place, Lambeth ; and I have till 
vjery lately kept a shoe and boot 
warehouse in the Strand, and in New- 
street, Covent-gardeo. 

Sir John WM: How long have 
you been engaged in circidating these 
publications?— Mr. Hale; About six 
months. 

Sir J(An Webb : You are a mU' 
cUevoui person, and will &aA that you 
had better have kept to your trade. 
. A Drummer boy at the .Wioolwich- 
harracks was sw(Mm, and stated that 
the. accused^ on Saturday morning 
last, gave him five pamphlejls to dis- 
tnbute to his feSowosoldiers ; he jpro- 
duced them; they wera eoHded 
*' The Two Opinions.'' A Coifwral 
p^roved that the accused came to the 
^tte of the Barracks on Saturda}r af- 
ternoen, and asked him if he mig^t 
flo into the barrack-rooms and distri* 
oiite pamphlets 7 He replied xhat he.

The Magistrates, afler some con- 
sultation, agreed to transmit to the 
Secretary of State's Office for the 
Home Department, the documents 
tiJcen from the prisoner, to have the 
c^inioQ of his Majesty's Executive 
horn to proceed; and the accused was 
remanded. Before he left the Office, 
the Magistrates informed him that 
Ihey'should not send him to a prison 
in^be first instance; hut he should 
Tefifiiin in the custody of a constable 
at a tavem,'^tiU his next examination, 
as it'was&r from their wish to place 
a man of respectable appearance 
amonpst the wretched creatures con- 
fined in the cage. Mr. Hale thanked 
die Magistrates for their kind and 
gendemanly conduct towards him. 

Yesterday Mr. Hale was again 
brou^t befbre Sir John Webb and 
tilie Rev. Mr. Missiter, in conse- 
quence of the application of a cen- 
tieman from London, a fHend of the 
iccused, t6 obtain from the Magis- 
trates the precise charge against him. 

The Madstraties first refused to 
say what oftence the accused would 
be ultimately, charged with, whether 
fbr the seditUmy or Tor the omission of 
ihe printer^ s name, and intimated that 
it mouMi depend upon insthtctionsjrom 
London, The sentleraan on liehalf 
df Mr. Hale saia, that he had been in 
Custody ever since Saturday noon, 
and had not been committed for any 
soedfic offence; and that he did not 
tnink Mi[. Hale was in hwful custody, 
as. the constable who had detained 
him for four or five days, had no 
itarrantj 

Sir John Webb skid, that the Ma- 
^strates yfeieresponsilfle if they acted 
Blegally, and aslked the gentleman 
if he was a professional man ? He 
replied that he was not; but he 
should bring a professional gentle- 
xnan on behalf of^ the prisoner on the 
dayhe was ^o be re-examined. 

The Magistrates said they had no 
objection. Sir John Webb entered 
into a long argument with the accused 



upon the impropriety of his conduct, 
and Mr. Hale replied, that he had 
only tlie good of the touis of his fef- 
low-men at heart. — Sir JoiftR jokingly 
said, " The only soles you ought to 
care about are the soles of shoes and 
boots,** — Mr. Hale said, that unless 
he firmly believed that he had been 
called to do the work he had under* 
taken, he would net have spent so 
many bears, and made so many sa- 
crifices, to teach the soldier that war 
was Anti-Christian, and contrary ta 
God's holy word — " that those who- 
take the sword, should perish hj the 
sword."— *f This 'is God's word,** em- 
phatically exclaimed Mr. Hale, *^and 
if you do not believe it, you are not 
a tnie Christian." 

Sir John Webb: You should no^ 
an ignorant person like you, a shoe- 
maker, set yourself up to teach us 
newfjingled doctrines ; but remember' 
the adage — Ne sutor ultra crepidam. 
Don't go beyond your last, Mr. Hale;^ 
you had better go home to your fa- 
mily, and mind your business. 

It was here stated thsit Mr. Hale 
had expended in a few months ?00/. 
in bills, placards, and pamphlets, ad*' 
dressed to the army and navy, and? 
that such was his fans^ica} enthu- - 
siasin in the object he had in view, 
that his whole attention was directed 
to the jutting an end to war, at a 
time or the. most profound peace, — 
The Magistrate told him that if he 
would find sureties to «mswer the 
charge, and for his good behaviour 
in future, they would set him at 
Ijbertv. He refused to trouble any 
friend to bail biin, and was a^in re- 
manded for final examination to* 
morrow. ~ . 

It was stated that the accused ha^ 
thrown hand-bills with his book» 
over the barrack walls, at Kensing- 
ton, Regent's Park, &c. The hul 
was this : — " Soldiers 1 hasten to the 
voice of truth, the voice of God, ere' it 
be too late.. W^tr is contrary to God's 
word, and the Christian religion.*^ 

Yesterday (15th) Mr. George Hate 
was taken by Keeble, the constable, 
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to the PfibHc OfiSce at Woolwich, be- 
fbfie Sir Jvhn Wehk, Fhmician to the 
Garrison^ B^v. John Jiiessiter, Chap- 
lin to (Ae Garrison, and Mr. Marsh, 
door-keeper of the Rojfal Arsenal of 
Woolwich, Magistrates acting in that 
division, for final examination, 
charged with submitting libellous 
pamphlets, entitled " The Two Opi- 
nions," to the soldiers in the Wool- 
wich-barracks, intending to incite 
them to acts of insubordination, &c. 

Mr. Hale was attended by a gen- 
tleman, who conducted his defence, 
to whom the Magistrates expressed 
their thanks for his endeavours, 
though, unsuccessful, to persuade 
Itfr. Tiule to desist from a further dis- 
tribution of the obnoxious pamphlets. 

Mr. May, the chief clerk to the 
Magistrates, read over the evidence 
of the soldiers, and of Henry Ridout, 
the High Constable. — PT.JEfevaw, pri- 
vate in the lioyal Marines at Wool- 
widi garrison, stated, that on Saturday 
afternoon last, he received from the 
defendant a Tract entitled "The Two 
Opinions," which he afterwards gave 
to Ridout, the Constable. 

Michael Kcmell, drummer in the 
Marines, stated, that he received five 
Tracts from the accused, of the same 
description. 

W. Grimshaw, private in the Ma- 
fines, stated, that he received three 
of the Tracts fiom the accused. 

Edmund Ifarvey^ private in the Ma- 
rines, said he received one of the 
pamphlets from the accused. 

James Fower, gunner of the Artil- 
lery, stated,' tliat he received one of 
the pamphlets. 

Ridout y the' constable, produced 
the ab^ve pam}4dcts, and stated that 
there was no printer's name to them. 

Mr. May, the Magistrate's Clerk, 
said to the accused, '* These pamph- 
lets you distributed to the soldiers in 
the garrison, Mr. Ha/e, did you not? " 

Mr. Hale's friend here prevented 
Mr. Hale from making the admission 
so anxiously endeavoured to be eli- 
cited by tlie worthy Justice's Clerk; 
and Mr. Hale, whose shrewdness and 
rationality upon every subject, save 
that upon " War," cannot be dis- 



puted, replied, ^^ Gentlemen, that is 
an unfair question; I have no wish 
to conceal any part of my conduct, 
but I think you ought to prove by 
evidence the offence you charge me 
with, and not endeavour to entrap 
me into admissions of my guilt.'' — 
Mr. May, the Clerk, proceeded, by 
order of the Magistrates, to read over 
the alleged libellous publication, pre- 
vious to which Mr. Messiter asked 
the accused if he had got bail for his 
good behaviour? He replied that he 
bad no bail, ajid asked what was the 
offence he was charged with, for he 
was not at present aware whether it 
was for not having a printer's' name 
to the work, or if Oiprwork itself was 
considered to be illegal. 

Sir John Webb said the charge was, 
that he had unlawfully distributed 
publications amongst the soldiery, 
calculated to. excite insubordination 
and discontent in their minds, and to 
induce them to throw down theirarms. 

Mr. Hale : In the pamphlet I have 
published, there is not one word but 
what is taken from God^s word ; the 
Bi6/e is the foundation of the Chris- 
tian religion, and I can have doiie no 
more wrong tlian if I had distributed 
the Bible amongst the soldiers. — 
Mr. Messiter said, that some parts of 
the pamphlet were calculated to do a 
^reat deal of mischief, it was evi« 
dently written to deprive Grovem- 
ment of that power which it pos- 
sessed over the soldiers^ which was 
essential to the existence qf social or^ 
der, and to iqduce obedience to Uie 
laws. 

Mr. Hale said, that there was not 
one word in the publicaticm but what 
had. been preached a hundred times 
in different places of public wor- 
ship ; and the Tracts published, by 
the Lofidon Ueligious Tract Societies, 
inculcated smiilar doctrines, which 
Societies were under the patrotiage of 
some of the most eminent men in 
country for learning and piety. 

Sir John Webb : They do not come 
down ' to this garrison and disirlbuie 
their Tracts to the soldiers, and en- 
deavour to persuade them. to throw 
down theirarms? 
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Bir. ili«y havi^r^ad die pam- 
pldtt firom begiaoing to end ; 

Mr. JHetfieer observed, thut the 
most offensive passage wat the fol- 
lowing? — ^<£ftohof you have souls, 
sBd never dyin^ souls, too ; and if 
you live and die ui ojppositioo to the 
ommandments of Christ, you are 
undone to all eternity ! If your fel- 
losNeicstures teath and command 
7o«to hate and fight against your 
enemies, they bv so doi^ are lead- 
ing yon on, in the most wicked and 
imA tnpoUtion to tke kpfy religion 
-whioh they thomselv^sproress to be- 
lieve in and defend, ana in a manner 
dot mutt end im your owt^ inevitable 
mid etemtd ruin / * If any man hath 
ast ew, let him hear. He that lead- 
cth into captivity, tkoM go into capti- 
^: be Itoat kilieth wUk the sword, 
fKUnt be kiUtd with the tword* It is 
yom doty, your interest, and your 
piivikge to e^y God rather than 
man; and wMle you are fighting, or 
-even tdilUng to Jight against your 
feUmthtroaturety you ate acting con- 
tmn to the Christian relidon, and 
4is«»eymg the commands of the only 
SnuQuv dt sinnersf Wlmtever en- 
nag«ments or obligations yon may 
oe ' unda* to your feMow-creatures, 
itMember, that 'will not excuse you 
«t the last and terrible day «f rocioon- 
ingt It is your plain dutv toobeyGod 
in pHfirenee to manf and where God 
4o«lnNaids you to love and pray for 
your enemies, and your fellow-orea- 
tufl«r teaoh you to hate and* fight 
i^gaiast them, it is your duty to obey 
4&d>and not mani-— <For all they 
Aat take the sword, shall perish with 
theaword!"' Mr. Hale said, there 
was aothing in the i^ve iUegal, or 
Ibttt e9M fe chareed as libellous. 

fiir J: Webb ottered Mr. May to 
* Jead an admission of the accused on 
Mofidtff last,in whi6h he said that 
Ihs objeet in ^strftut^g the jMimph- 
letl was to induce the Boldiers to 
tbivw dow&theif arms. 

Mr. Hide observed, that he would 
not deny having made that admis- 



sion, but he wMM to esi^tam h^ 
meamng. His^^t veasto prevent 
war in this and in every comHry 
where the Christian rdigion was 
sanctioned by tire existing Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Messiter said bis motions 
were as absurd as ttte- Sou&eoato- 
nians, who the other day were le- 
vdfii!^ over a stuck pig; he diA not 
onestwn the motives or intentions of 
tne accused, but his acts were dan- 
seroiK to the Government, and must 
be repressed ; and he beliei^ diat 
he (Hale) was more fit for Bedlum^ 
<han Maidstone Gaol. 

Mfi Bays frigid sand, that he 
was sat^fied as to die purity of Mr. 
H.'s intentions, though be difimd 
with him as to the propriety of his 
conduct ^ he^ however, must confess 
that he could not see Miy thing libel- 
ious in the i^mphkt which Mr. 
Hde had published. 

•The Magistmtes here generally 
remarked, that they had no^ns to 
do with ^e motioes of Mr. Hue ; 
they believed the work to he of tt mis' 
chicvous tendency, and dial was sirffi- 
cient to induce them to call upon 
him to give suffident sccuri^ for 
his good behaviour in fixture. Their 
odIv object was to put a stop to the 
evil; they did not wi^ to act wiA 
severity towards a man whowas'to 
be pitied. * 

Mr. Marsh : Poor felow, he has 
got a bee in his cap. 

Mr. Rule's friend said, that ihe 
was convinced that Mr. Hale would 
have published the isaine pomj^biets 
in France, or in any other Chnst^ui 
ootmtry. 

Sir John Wehbf If he haid pub- 
lished siidi a pamphlet hi any gar- 
rison ifi France he would have been 
handed for it, and for the sake of hi» 
family 1 advise liitn W givebaili and 
do so no more. We wi^ to act 
kindly towards him,- be&eving Inm to 
bemiskd.^Mr. Hale^ friend : Mr. 
Hale has solemnly declared that i» 
has not acted by the advice of any 
dther person, and, Iheiefew, He is 
mistaken and not tthded. 

^it John Webb; HeisMlitaiisi'^I 
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clid think he was iDStigated to do this 
dy £ithers i bat now I believe bis mo- 
tived are not criminal. - 

Mr. MesiiUri I^o not attempt to 
impugn his motives, but his actaniQjy 
be injurious; though, for my part, I 
da not believe any soldier would read 
his -paoQi^let^ I think lie is tiirow- 
ixi^ away his time and paper for no- 
tbipg. 

Mr, Hale's friend here remarked, 
that all the Magistrates on the Bench 
h^ admitted that they did not doubt 
the correctness of the accused's mo- 
tives in publishing the work in ques- 
tion; and two out of the three had 
tiulmitted that the work was very 
harmless, and l^e soldiers would not 
iPay w[>y attention to it: he therefore 
hoped they would discharge Mr. 
Hale« for he could not see how they 
could commit him for " distributing 
pamphlets, intending to incite the 
soldiers to acts of insubordination,'' 
vl^hc^ they admitted that he had vo 
such motivey and thkt they did not 
ihink such would be tlie effect of the 

Sir John Webb : The intentions of 
]^r. Hale are nothing to us ; he had 
no ri^ht to enter this garrison, and 
• distribute the tracts to the soldiers, 
and if he had gone to the other de- 
pots, where he was proceeding with 
hift bufidles of fiamphietSy I believe 
iie would have been well ducked in a 
pvndt aod might have b«en very ill 
u«ed* 

Mr. Hale: I always received the 
Vtmost civility from the private sqI- 
diers, — Sir John Webb ; . You are pro- 
ceeding in a manner that will lead 
you to ruin-^M you will desist from 
puhlishlng these w^rks, tliat is all 
weDequkre. 

Mr. Hale : You are afraid to meet 
me before ajuri^, I will not desis^ 
•^btrt will contiiitie to ptthHsh the -di- 
vine truths of the Christian religion, 
notwithstanding the opposition and 
persecution I may meet with. 

9nTJohn Wcbir: The folly of your 
notions is so apparent, that it ts not 
worth my while to argue whh you ■;

Sir J. WM • There is too much* 
quackery in your religion ; your 
pamphlet is full of nonsense— it is-- 
talse in its premises, wrong in its- 
conclusions, and I believe some, of 
the passages of Scripture are mis- 
quoted. 

Mr. liflle denied that he had mis- 
quoted a dngle passage. 

Mr. Messiter said, that Cari lie- 
boasted of his good intentions to ^is^ 
fellow-mqn as w^U as the accused^ 
apd the objects ofboth appeared to hi m . 
to be the same, viz. — to weaken the 
power of the Ooveminent, by induc- 
ing the soldiers to believe they w^jro 
not bound to go to S^'ar.

Mr. Hale said, that the commands 
of God were to be obscirved in prefer* 
ence to all human cngjigement^^ and 
as to his uliject being bimUar to that 
of Carlik, iiS the Magistrate h^d 
Stated, he nneqinvocally (Jehied it, 
and \io9»ied ilmt his opimona and 
wishes were ^ opposite to those pf 
Carfile as possible, f«r he (the ac- 
cioied) wished to propagate thoie 
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opiniGiis whidi were faundti on ike 
Bible and on the Cbnsdan religioD, 
which had been decided in Courtt rf 
Law to be part and parcel of the law of 
tie land, and it was well known that 
Carlile denied that the Christian 
religion was part and parcel of the 
law of these realms.

Ifale) studied his own interest he 
would put in bail, and avoid further 
expense and trouble, and he would 
be permitted to remain for several 
days at a tavern in the custody of an 
officer, till his bail was produced, 
. if he thought proper to take that 
course. 

Mr. Hale said here, that he was 

copvinced no Jury would find him 

guiltv of the offence of which he 

stood accused, and be would not find 

. bail. His commitment was then 

made out, and he will be this day 

; removed (o Maidstone Gaol, for want 

' of sureties.— -The Magistrates told 

. him that a few days imprisonment 

might alter his toue, and he could 

. then put in liail either in Maidstone, 

or before a Judge in London.
